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PREFACE 


BEFORE anything else is said it is proper that the thanks of all who have been concerned 
in the preparation of this book should be offered to the earl of Winchilsea and Notting- 
ham, the owner by inheritance of the original manuscript. They thank him in the 
first instance for permission to print an edition of the documents included in this 
notable collection. They also desire to acknowledge his forbearance in allowing the 
original manuscript to remain for long periods in London in order that the editorial 
work might be carried through. 

The Book of Seals was recalled to the memory of the present generation of scholars 
when the thirteenth Lord Winchilsea, the grandfather of the present owner of the book, 
showed it to Canon C. W. Foster at Haverholme Priory in Lincolnshire in 1921. With 
a generosity characteristic of his line Lord Winchilsea allowed the Canon to borrow 
the book, and it joined the cartularies of Lincoln Cathedral in the safe which was the 
most noticeable piece of furniture in the hall of Timberland Vicarage. Canon Foster 
at once showed the book to my husband and to me and told other scholars interested 
in charters and family history. There was not enough Lincolnshire material in the 
book to justify its publication as a volume of the Lincolnshire Record Society. Canon 
Foster therefore consulted Mr. G. N. Clark about the possibility of printing the early 
charters in the English Historical Review of which he was at that time editor. Mr. Clark 
was sympathetic, but Canon Foster did not carry the proposal any farther. Lord 
Winchilsea left Haverholme Priory in 1926. After his death in 1927 his son, the four- 
teenth earl, deposited his collection of manuscripts, including the Book of Seals, in 
the custody of the Northamptonshire Record Society for the use of students. 

At a meeting of the Council of the Society held on 26 November 1936 it was agreed 
that an edition of the Book of Seals should be published by the Society and that Mr. 
L. C. Loyd should be asked to undertake the work. Mr. Loyd was a foundation mem- 
ber of the Society, was closely connected with Northamptonshire, and had recently 
retired from the Treasury Solicitor’s Office. His unique knowledge of feudal genealogy 
both in England and Normandy enabled him to carry through the laborious work of 
identifying the names and families of those who issued the charters and of determining 
the origin of their connexion with the lands involved. This task was the more difficult 
in that the charters range in time over the whole medieval period and in place through 
every English county. 

In the years before 1939 Mr. Loyd had identified surviving originals of the charters 
entered in the Book of Seals, had well begun the work of identifying the people and 
places mentioned in the charters, and had begun to collect notes from Dodsworth’s 
manuscripts for the Introduction. The outbreak of war sent him back to his desk in 
the Treasury Solicitor’s Office, but he continued to spend his spare time on the Book 
of Seals. He put his transcripts in envelopes each containing fifty charters, and as he 


completed work on the contents of an envelope he sent it for safety to his brother’s 
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house at Lockinge. Failing health after six years of war, spent almost without a break 
in London, made Mr. Loyd unwilling to face the task of revising the work, writing 
the Introduction, making the indexes, and seeing the book through the press. I there- 
fore suggested that if my husband and I came into the work, with which we had both 
been in close touch through these years, Mr. Loyd might be able to turn his mind 
to the remaining problems of the charters. In the event the work has fallen to me, 
for my husband became Vice-Chancellor of his University in 1946 and was obliged 
temporarily to abandon historical work. Mr. Loyd had almost completed his annota- 
tions before his last illness and his death in August 1947. Those who know his work 
in the Complete Peerage will recognize the master touch in such notes as, for example, 
those to Nos. 35 or 107. 

The problem of paying for the printing of such a volume was far graver in 1947 
than it had been ten years before and was now beyond the unaided resources of the 
Northamptonshire Record Society. At the suggestion of the President of St. John’s 
College, Mr. A. L. Poole, the Delegates of the Clarendon Press have made the present 
publication possible, and it is now issued as a joint tribute to my husband from his 
individual friends and from the Society which he helped to found. The Secretary of 
the Clarendon Press and all the members of the staff involved in its production have 
spared no pains to make this book in its own way as beautiful as the Book of Seals 
itself. I am very grateful to every one of them. To the readers of the Clarendon Press 
my especial gratitude is due, for they have saved me from many inconsistencies and 
errors. 

My part in this book has been to revise Mr. Loyd’s copy for press, to write notes on 
the charters not annotated by him, to make the indexes, and to write the Introduction. 
Mr. Loyd, conscious of the size and probable cost of the volume, had planned to 
print in full only such charters as could be dated before about 1220; even that number 
seemed formidable. The rest he abstracted in full. Some of the documents of a later 
date than that set by Mr. Loyd have seemed to me of such interest that I have printed 
them in full. To make room for this I have somewhat cut down Mr. Loyd’s abstracts, 
but I hope that nothing of any importance has been omitted. 

Mr. Loyd would have wished to add his thanks to mine for the generous help we 
have both received from many scholars while this work has been in progress. Without 
the enterprise and public spirit of the Northamptonshire Record Society and its 
Honorary Editor and Secretary, Mr. Loyd would never have begun the work. Miss 
Dorothea Paton, lecturer in Old French in the University of Reading, has read for us 
the documents in that language. On all points of law I have turned remorselessly to 
Professor T. F. T. Plucknett for help which he has unstintingly given. One long note 
he has been good enough to allow me to print under his name. I am grateful to 
Mr. C. E. Wright of the British Museum not only for telling me about Sir Frederick 
Madden’s Notebook and thus filling a gap in the history of the Book of Seals, but also 
for the generous way he has allowed me to draw upon his profound knowledge of the 
antiquaries of the seventeenth century. 
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This work could never have been carried to completion without the help of Mr. 
Charles Clay. In 1936 Mr. H. S. Kingsford agreed to write the heraldic description of 
the seals, a task for which Mr. Loyd felt himself to be unqualified. Before he had 
dealt with half the seals Mr. Kingsford died. When the plan of the present volume was 
under discussion in the summer of 1948 Mr. Clay most generously offered to take 
charge of this part of the work. He checked the descriptions already written and wrote 
the large number still remaining to be done. His profound knowledge of the feudal 
world, and particularly his knowledge of the north, was frequently drawn on by 
Mr. Loyd as he was working on the genealogical aspect of the charters. It has been as 
freely at my service. Hehasread the first proofs of the book and immediately responded 
to any appeal for help. I must, however, recognize that responsibility for any errors 
in the final proofs is mine. 

This book is dedicated to my husband, who from the day he first saw the Book of 
Seals at Timberland Vicarage has constantly urged that it should be made available in 
print. It is his birthday present from his friends, and from the Society which he 
helped to found. They will not reproach me for appealing, as I have worked, to him 
de cuius stillicidiis nos quoque modicum id quod habemus per traducem accepimus.

INTRODUCTION 
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SIR CHRISTOPHER HATTON’s Book of Seals! consists to-day of 128 vellum folios, each 
approximately 17; 133in. Charters are entered on both sides of folios 1 to 118, with 
the exception of the dorse of folios 1, 5, 10, 17, 24, 39, 59, 83, 89,94, 95, 98, 107, 108, 
113, 115, 116, 117, 118. Of the 529 charters in the book 240 are facsimiles of the 
original deed done with painful care. Some of the charters facsimiled in the book 
survive in the British Museum. These have been printed from the originals, and variant 
readings are given in footnotes. The absence of such variant readings where the charter 
is in facsimile and their rarity in other cases is a striking testimony to the accuracy of 
the draftsman. The photographs in the present volume well illustrate the technical 
perfection of the work, but no photograph can give the full beauty of the charters as 
they are portrayed in the Book of Seals itself. The photograph shows a hardness of 
outline, a clear-cut squareness which reveals the basic drawing of the charter upon 
the page. In the book itself this harshness is less apparent because most of the charters 
are carefully tinted to give the impression of old parchment. The tinting makes them 
stand out from the vellum page as would an actual charter laid on it. The colour 
of the cords, where cords were used to attach the seals, and the colour of the seals 
themselves are shown. At the head of each page the name and titles of the owner of 
the deeds shown below are boldly written in scarlet letters, so that the open book 
conveys a richness and variety of colour delightful to the eye. 

The artist, for the man who made the book deserves this title, was careful to repro- 
duce the exact size and shape of the document. The indentation of chirographs, the 
turn-ups at the bottom of charters, the width of seal strips, the ribands below or above 
them, the plaiting or knots in seal cords are all faithfully drawn. Even if he did not 
reproduce the whole deed in facsimile he was careful to give an exact representation 
of enough of the writing to show the hand. He never supplied words which were 
already decayed when the charter came into his hands. For the earlier charters 
which he did not facsimile he developed a plain script form of writing, not unlike a 
simple twelfth-century hand. For later deeds he used a smaller script. So completely 
was he the master of his pen that he succeeds in eliminating his own personality from 
his writing, so that it is very difficult for those who use his work to judge whether one 
or more men shared in it. The twelfth-century charters inevitably draw the attention 
of the modern student, and it was on them that the greatest care was lavished by the 
transcriber, but it would be difficult to find elsewhere a more representative collec- 
tion of late medieval deeds, including appointments of seneschals and attorneys,

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enfeoffments to uses, wills, and even a letter from the lord to his tenants, free and 
serf, informing them that he has parted with the manor (372). 

Folios 56-9 Folios 56-9 in a sense stand apart from the rest of the book. On them are entered 

of Piilipol’s Nos. 252-79, the concluding charters of the large collection of John Philipot 
Somerset Herald. These pages present an unfinished appearance, for the outline of 
the charters is not drawn in, and although the seals are sketched and coloured no 
indication is given of the way in which they are attached to the documents. The 
charters are much abbreviated and are written in a flowing italic hand like that of a 
competent seventeenth-century clerk. It has been suggested that Philipot wrote these 
pages, for the hand bears a strong likeness to that of the Catalogue of Constables of 
Dover Castle signed by Philipot himself.’ It is not beyond the bounds of possibility 
that Philipot made himself responsible for the preparation of certain folios containing 
charters which, if he had not himself prepared the text, would have been omitted from 
the book. Even so, it is hazardous to argue from a form of handwriting so stylized 
and so commonplace as that in which the charters on these folios are written. 

Precision in The Plate of seals included in the present edition shows well the pains with which 

icki the seals were tricked.” The seal of Roger de Quincy, earl of Winchester and constable 

of Scotland, is a particularly fine piece of work, even showing the lugs which had 
held the seal and counterseal together. All the seals shown on the plate are either 
perfect or in reasonably good condition, so that a seal-tricker might delight in portray- 
ing them. But it is worth remarking that he showed as much care in drawing broken 
seals and fragments. Occasionally, probably when the seal was rubbed, the tricker 
was led by his enthusiasm to introduce detail which the original can never have borne. | 
He portrayed Michael Belet, who held the manor of Sheen by a butler serjeanty, sit- 
ting on a wine cask in Jacobean doublet and hose (147). The original document still 
survives in the British Museum and a figure seated on a wine cask can be dimly seen 
on the seal. In regard to the clothes alone did the artist allow his imagination to direct 
his pencil. There was little danger that in an age acutely conscious of arms, heraldic 
devices would be inaccurately shown. A passage from the autobiography of Sir 
Simonds D’Ewes? supports belief in the accuracy of the tricker. 

ae Diab asks’ Sir Simonds tells how going home from the Tally Office at Westminster where he 

No. 407 had spent Saturday morning copying Domesday Book, he called on Mr. William 

Neve, York Herald, who lent him an original deed of Richard Basset. Later, Mr. Neve 
gave the deed to Sir Simonds, who accounted it ‘the most precious monument’ in his 
library, and it was reproduced in the Book of Seals under his name (407). With the 
rest of his library it passed into the Harleian Collection and so into the British Museum. 


‘The seal’, says Sir Simonds, ‘hangs at the upper end, or beginning of the deed, in a strong label of thick 
white leather; the manner of it being so exotic and rare, as I never yet saw any other seal so affixed, but 
ever placed at the bottom of the deed. The seal itself is orbiculate and round, and of a great bigness and 
circumference,—the colour of it a bright auburn. The circumscription of it at first was, doubtless, SIGILLVM 
RICARDI BASSET, though the letters following, CARDI BAS, were only remaining when I received the same

deed from Mr Neve. ... And I am the rather persuaded that this seal was used by the said Richard Basset 
after he was the chief Justice of England, and as long as he continued in that place; because I have seen 
another deed of his with an ordinary round seal with a horseman upon it. . .. Upon the great orbiculate 
seal is seen a man armed in a coat of mail, the beaver of his headpiece open, holding on his left arm a 
great torqueted shield, covering his body, with a cross on it, and five orbs or globes on the cross... . In 
the right hand of the said armed man was a sword, with which he had riven open the upper jaw of a 
griffin, and cut it almost through; which griffin is very lively portrayed on the seal, (though some part of 
it be broken since off) holding a naked child in his mouth, which by that means, it seems, was delivered 
from being devoured by that monster.’ 


At some length Sir Simonds develops the theme that the figure represents the Justiciar 
himself, the shield bearing his coat armour, and is ‘a hieroglyphical allusion to his 
place of office’. The drawing of this seal in the Book of Seals is reproduced on Plate III. 
Both document and seal seem as unique to-day as they did to their fortunate récipient 
in the seventeenth century. His careful description of the seal, which is now almost 
obliterated by mending, is a welcome confirmation of the tricker’s skill and honesty. 

On the last ten folios in the Book of Seals, folios 119-28, an attempt was made 
to present a comprehensive view of the seals of English and Welsh boroughs and 
corporate institutions. The seals are shown under their county headings in alphabetical 
order of counties; first the English and then the Welsh shires. Each seal is depicted 
hanging from a scroll on which a description of the owner of the seal is written. From 
these descriptions it is clear that the seals are drawn from impressions attached to 
documents available to the draftsman. A list of the seals on each folio, with the descrip- 
tions written on the scrolls, is printed at the end of this Introduction. From this 
list it can be seen that the original plan in regard to the seals was never completed. 
Blank circles depend from some scrolls which bear descriptions evidently taken from 
deeds. From other scrolls nothing depends at all. It would seem from this that 
interest rather than material failed, and in all probability the plan proved too am- 
bitious for completion. Nevertheless the book may well owe its title to these folios 
of seals with which it ends. 

That the title Book of Seals was used in the seventeenth century to describe this 
book is certain, for it recurs again and again in Roger Dodsworth’s own handwriting 
in three of his manuscript volumes in the Bodleian Library, vols. 68, 90, and 100. 
Many charters which are to-day in the Book of Seals are entered in Dodsworth’s 
volumes under the heading ‘In Sir Christopher Hatton’s Booke of Seales’, although 
they are rarely transcribed in the order in which they appear in the Book of Seals 
itself. Moreover, interspersed with them and under the same heading are charters 
which are not in the Book of Seals at all. In vol. 68 there are entered on folios 1-7 
under the heading ‘In Sir Christopher Hatton’s Booke of Seales’ and in the following 
order Nos. 434, 38, 303, followed by an agreement not in the Book of Seals, then Nos. 
298, 43, 42, 280, 286, 285, 297, 307, 40, and another charter not in the Book of Seals. 
The last two charters had both been printed by Augustine Vincent in his correction of 
the errors of his fellow herald, Ralf Brooke. Dodsworth has put a reference to Vin-

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cent in the margin, but he does not make it clear whether he copied these two docu- 
ments from Vincent or from the originals. Vol. 90 contains more transcripts from 
the Book of Seals than either vol. 68 or vol. 100. Folios 107-26 contain charters 
said to be in the Book of Seals, but not to be found there to-day. Folio 137 is again 
headed ‘In Sir Christopher Hatton’s Booke of Seales’, a heading which recurs several 
times between folios 137 and 151. The charters on these folios occur in the Book of 
Seals in the following order: No. 224, then a charter not in the Book of Seals, then 
Nos. 120, 121, 129, 135, 137, 131, 321, 365' (which is also described as ‘ex cartis 
Willelmi le Neue custodia domini Hatton’), 97, 85, 77, 78, 73, 118, 157, 161, 143, 146, 
130, 132, 133, 134, 128, 62, 88, 95, 302, 304, 306, 338, 241, 309, 314, 315, 343, 365,? 
34, 98, 111, 113, 114, 152, 346, 400, 405, followed by a charter not in the Book of 
Seals which completes folio 149. Folio 150 is headed as from the Book of Seals, but 
the two charters it bears are not in the book. Folio 151 again bears the same heading, 
but again the charter on it is not in the Book of Seals. It is a confirmation in favour of 
Belvoir Priory which is printed in the Monasticon ‘ex autographo in Bibliotheca Hat- 
toniana.’ The original is no longer at Belvoir, but a transcript of it is entered in the 
Belvoir Cartulary. Folios 153-7 contain the following charters under the Book of 
Seals heading: Nos. 251, 246, 208, 204, 203, 202, 205, 175, 177, 234, 236, 237, 233, 
217, 220, 222, 179, 187, 198, 199, 195, 189, 174, 173, 219, 242, and finally a charter not 
in the Book of Seals, but printed in the Monasticon ‘ex autographo in Bibliotheca 
Hattoniana’. On folio 158 are entered notes from another collection, but the dorse of 
the folio is again headed as from the book of Seals and contains No. 514, a charter 
of the empress Maud for Bordesley Abbey. On folio 159 Count Waleran’s charter, 
which the empress confirmed, is transcribed, but it is not in the Book of Seals. 

Of the charters transcribed in vol. 100 a similar, but even more complicated, story 
must be told. Folios 71-6 contain, under the heading ‘In Sir Christopher Hatton’s 
Booke of Seales’, first a charter not in the book, followed by Nos. 406, 409, 418, 411, 
412, 58, 422, 430, 416, which is the inspeximus of John Earl Warenne for Thetford 
priory. It runs over on to folio 77 and is immediately followed by a long run of charters 
which have a number of separate headings interspersed among them stating that some 
of these transcripts were taken from the Book of Seals and that some were from the 
muniments of the Constables, Viscounts of Dunbar. The charters themselves are 
derived from two separate families, each bearing the name Constable. One is the 
family of Constable of Flamborough and Holme on Spalding Moor, represented in 
1640 by Sir William Constable, some of whose charters (Nos. 515-25) are in the Book 
of Seals. This family was an offshoot of the Constables of Chester, being descended 
from an illegitimate son of the second William the Constable who died before 1139.° 
The other family is that of Constable of Halsham, of which the representative in 1640 
was Henry Constable who had been created Viscount Dunbar in 1620. He died in 1645 
of wounds received at the siege of Scarborough castle and was succeeded by his son

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John, who married, in September 1635,’ Mary, daughter of Thomas Lord Brudenell 
of Deene, a near neighbour of Sir Christopher Hatton’s at Kirby Hall. That there 
should in later centuries be some confusion between the muniments of two prominent 
East Yorkshire families each named Constable is not surprising. 

The Book of Seals does not profess to contain any of the muniments of Henry 
Constable, Viscount Dunbar, but two of its charters, Nos. 520 and 521, attributed to 
Sir William Constable of Flamborough, are in reality charters of Robert ancestor of 
the Constables of Halsham, which had passed into the possession of Bridlington priory 
and thence, presumably, to the hands of the Constables of Flamborough. Dodsworth 
was clearly well aware of the pitfalls in regard to the Constables’ Evidences and took 
care, by the headings he inserted, to indicate the source of his material. Below the 
earl of Warenne’s charter on folio 77y. is the heading ‘In cartis Johannis vicecomitis 
Dunbar 1648’, and the same heading, but dated 17 September 1649, occurs on folio 78. 
It is hardly necessary to say that the charters under these headings are not in the Book 
of Seals. On folio 79 the Book of Seals heading precedes a charter of Erenburch of 
Burton, wife of Ulbert the Constable of Halsham, for Swine priory. It, too, is not in 
the Book of Seals. Erenburch’s husband was the father of Robert the Constable, grantor 
of Nos. 520 and 521 in the Book of Seals. Maud the prioress and the convent of 
Swine exchanged the land given by Erenburch with Bridlington priory, which probably 
explains how Erenburch’s charter had come into the possession of the Constables of 
Flamborough by the seventeenth century.” Erenburch’s charter is followed by another 
heading ‘In Sir Christopher Hatton’s Booke of Seales transcript’ ex original’ cartis 
penes dominum Henricum Constable militem vicecom’ Dunbarr’. On folio 85 is 
another heading ‘Ex cartis in custodia Henrici Constable militis vicecomitis Dunbarr 
15 June 1641’. The charters under these two headings appear to be Constable of 
Halsham deeds and they are not in the Book of Seals. These headings and a less 
precise description ‘From the Constables’ Evidences’ along the tops of each page 
cover the charters to the end of folio 91v. None of them is in the Book of Seals. But 
on folio 92 comes again ‘In Sir Christopher Hatton’s Booke of Seales ex cartis Willelmi 
domini Constable nuper de Flamborough et Holme in Spaldingmore in com’ Ebor’ 
militis et baronetti’, and then, following it, occur the charters numbered 515-19 and 
522 and 523 in the Book of Seals. The general page heading ‘From the Constables’ 
Evidences’ is continued on the dorse of each folio up to and including 95y. on which 
this series comes to an end. 

It is impossible to escape the conclusion that a far larger selection of charters lay 
before Dodsworth when he made his extracts from the Book of Seals than is contained 
in it to-day. Two alternative inferences offer themselves. Either the Book of Seals 
was originally much larger than it is now, or its compilation was abandoned before all 
the charters deposited for inclusion in it could be dealt with by the draftsman. The 
latter alternative seems the more likely, for in at least three notable cases a charter 
which appears in Dodsworth’s transcripts but is omitted from the Book of Seals has 
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so close a connexion witha document in the Book of Seals that if entered there at all 
it is inconceivable that it should not have been entered on the same folio. If Earl 
Waleran’s charter for Bordesley abbey had been entered in the Book of Seals it would 
surely have been associated with the charter of the empress Maud which confirms 
it (514). Again, the quitclaim to Aubrey de Vere, earl of Oxford, of the marriage 
portion of the countess Rohesia by the countess herself and Geoffrey earl of Essex 
would surely have been put on the same folio with Henry II’s charter to Earl Aubrey 
granting him the third penny of Oxfordshire that he might be earl thereof (40). 
The third example is even more significant. No. 298 is a charter of Gilbert de Gant 
for Geoffrey de Armenteres reducing for Geoffrey the knight service owed by his 
father from 10 knights to 8 as a marriage portion for Gilbert’s daughter Juliana. In 
Dodsworth’s transcripts this charter is preceded by a tripartite agreement between 
Gilbert de Gant, Henry de Armenteres, and Geoffrey de Armenteres, Henry’s son, 
setting out in full the complicated arrangements which this marriage necessitated. 
The agreement is printed later in this Introduction. Here it is only necessary to point 
out the intimate connexion between the two documents. 

The outside limits of date given in the Book of Seals itself are November 1640 and 
November 1641, but as not all the collections are dated the work may have begun 
earlier and gone on later than these two dates suggest. In any case the collection of 
documents for the book must have been going on during the summer and autumn of 
1640. A rich harvest of documents could be reaped in September 1640 in Sir Christo- 
pher Hatton’s library. That so assiduous a gleaner as Dodsworth should fail to take 
advantage of the collection in a single library of records drawn from the length and 
breadth of England was unthinkable. He probably hastened to the spoils before the 
work was well begun. He was certainly working in the Hatton Library on 15 September 
1640, for he headed his transcript of an inspeximus of Henry III for Coventry ‘In carta 
originali sub sigillo in custodia Christoferi Hatton militis balnei de Kirkeby in comi- 
tatu Norhanton 15 September 1640’.? The charter is not in the Book of Seals. Dods- 
worth cannot have stayed long at Kirby Hall on this occasion, for he was at work 
on the Belvoir cartulary on 18 September and he was still at Belvoir on 20 September, 
going from there on into Lincolnshire. Dodsworth’s itinerary, worked out by Sir 
Edmund Craster and Mr. Denholm-Young from notes in his manuscript collections, 
gives no hint of any other visit to Kirby Hall while the Book of Seals was in the making, 
but it is possible that he was at Kirby earlier in September, riding over from Belvoir, 
where he had been on 6 and on 12 September.*? By no means all the transcripts from 
the Book of Seals in Dodsworth’s manuscripts are in his own handwriting, but the 
Book of Seals heading seems as a rule to have béen written by Dodsworth himself. 
Brief visits to Kirby would have sufficed to instruct a copyist and to look over his 
work. 

It is possible that he added some at least of the Book of Seals’ references when

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he was looking through the work of his copyist. Two of Dodsworth’s additional 
references to individual charters clinch the argument that he was using the charters 
brought together at Kirby Hall for the Book of Seals. Above his note of No. 365 
is written in the same hand as the note ‘ex cartis Willelmi le Neue custodia domini 
Hatton’. No. 365 is among the charters of William le Neve reproduced in the Book 
of Seals. Henry II’s confirmation of the agreement between Geldwin son of Savaric 
and Savaric his brother which appears in the Book of Seals (434) as in the Cottonian 
Library is transcribed in vol. 68 as ‘In Sir Christopher Hatton’s Booke of Seales’ and 
also as ‘ex originali penes Tho. Cotton baronett’. It is perhaps fortunate that Dods- 
worth preferred the neat proleptic title “Sir Christopher Hatton’s Book of Seals’ to 
a more accurate but longer description giving both the owner of the charter and its 
temporary place of custody, for he has given us the perfect title for the present book. 
At this point it becomes necessary to consider three fundamental questions: what 
was the original plan of the Book of Seals, when was it conceived, and how nearly 
was it carried to completion? The originator of the plan, Sir Christopher Hatton, was 
a Northamptonshire gentleman of position whose seat was at Kirby Hall. He was a 
first cousin twice removed of Queen Elizabeth’s lord chancellor of the same name, 
for his great-grandfather was a younger brother of the chancellor’s father. Sir Christo- 
pher Hatton was an outstanding member of the group of antiquaries who up to the 
opening years of the Civil War were actively engaged in the collection and transcription 
of medieval records. Some of them worked in this field throughout the miseries of 
the times, but others were forced by their position to turn their attention to politics. 
Sir Christopher Hatton supported the king, was created Baron Hatton of Kirby in 
July 1643, and took his oath as Comptroller of the Household on 29 December of the 
same year. He remained with the king until Charles I left Oxford to join the Scottish 
army in April 1646. Foreseeing the coming surrender, Sir Christopher sent his son, 
afterwards the first Viscount Hatton, away from Oxford on 23 April 1646. Lord 
Hatton and the marquis of Dorchester were the only two members of the Council 
who refused to join in the demand, made on 15 May 1646, that overtures for the sur- 
render of Oxford should be made to Sir Thomas Fairfax, the Parliamentarian com- 
mander. For Lord Hatton to remain in England was impossible and on 24 November 
1646 he went from London to Dover and reached Calais three days later. In September 
1656, after considerable difficulty, he obtained leave from the Commonwealth govern- 
ment to reside in England on account of his financial difficulties. He died in 1670. 
These details are recorded in the diary of the most eminent of Sir Christopher’s 
literary associates, William Dugdale of Blyth Hall in Shustoke, Warwickshire,’ whose 
part in the compilation and subsequent preservation of the Book of Seals was by no 
means the least among his innumerable services to English history. Born in 1605, 
Dugdale was a man of standing in the antiquarian circles of 1640. He was respected 
for his energy and enthusiasm, and he was already showing that ability to plan research 
with a view to ultimate publication, which distinguishes him from many contemporaries

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of equal learning. As early as 1636 Dugdale in a letter to Sir Symon Archer was 
adumbrating a series of county histories. The first meeting of Dugdale with Sir 
Christopher Hatton took place in 1635 during the momentous visit to London that 
Dugdale made with Sir Symon. Dugdale thus describes the occasion in his auto- 
biography : 

‘Hereupon conversing sometimes with Mr Lilly’, (the arms painter) “he there accidentally met with Mr 
Richard Gascoygne, a Yorkeshire gentleman, who also stood much affected to those studies, specially as 
to matter of Pedegree . .. who having great interest with St Christopher Hatton of Kirby in the county of 
North’ton, Kt of the Bathe (afterwards created L* Hatton) a person highly affected to Antiquities, and 
who had not spared from any cost in gayning sundry choyse Collections from our publiq’ Records, 
Leiger-bookes, antient Charters, and divers old manuscripts, brought Mr Dugdale to that most worthy 
person (then lodging at an Apothecaryes-house without Temple Barr) by whom he was welcom’d, with 
all expressions of kindness, with readiness to further him in these his Studyes.”* 


The acquaintance thus made ripened quickly. On 15 November 1637 Sir Symon 
Archer, writing from Banbury to Dugdale in London, sent his ‘dew respects to St 
Christopher Hatton, and the rest of o* good Frindes that are lovers of Antiquityes’.® 
Dugdale replied on 28 November saying that he had been ‘very full of imployment in 
transcribing many excellent things . . . I think I shall hardly gett out of London till 
Munday next, for S* Christofer Hatton is earnest with me to stay for many respects. 
My stay in London hath by his meanes infinitely furthered o* buisnesse, and we are 
greatly beholding to him.’ Of Dugdale, Sir Christopher wrote to Sir Symon in Decem- 
ber ‘I find him so laborious and dexterous that I hope you will speed him with as much 
expedition as may be. . . I assure you had I such a helper as hee in North’shire, 
I would not rest a yeare from the presse.”* On 17 January 1638 Dugdale wrote to Sir 
Symon that he was setting out to London in response to a letter from Sir Christopher 
‘earnestly hastninge’ him to come ‘by Saturday next at the farthest’.® In February 
Dugdale wrote that he was Sir Christopher’s guest.° In a long letter to Sir Symon in 
May he said: Sir Christopher ‘hath used me most nobly and beyond my expectation 
or deservinge, in affoardinge me my dyet gratis with him, both the last termes, soe long 
as he was in London.’ Sir Christopher and Sir Thomas Shirley ‘with many others of 
that kinde, lovers of Antiquitye’ sent their greetings to Sir Symon by Dugdale in the 
same letter.’ 

Mr. C. E. Wright has drawn my attention to the agreement made on 1 May in this 
year, 1638, between Sir Edward Dering, Sir Christopher Hatton, Sir Thomas Shirley, 
and Mr. Dugdale.® They called it Antiquitas Rediviva, and under twenty headings 
they set out the aims of the association and the rules by which they should work. In 
order to avoid duplicating their labours they divided the field and set out the particular 


aspect of antiquarian research in which each of them should engage. They agreed | 
‘that Sir Christopher Hatton shall take care to collect and register all old rolles of armes ©

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and old parchment bookes of armes' . . . that Sir Thomas Shirley shall collect and 
enter .. . all patentes and coppyes of new grantes or confirmacons of armes and 
creastes . . . that Sir Edward Dering do gather and compose a full, compleate booke of 
armes, by way of ordinary . . . that Mr Dugdale do collect and coppy all armorial 
seales, with a breviate of ye deedes and ye true dimensions of ye seales’. In order that 
the “many useful and pleasurable notes’ which passed between them might be used to 
the fullest advantage they arranged that each member of the group should mark 
‘every severall booke, roll, treatise, deede, etc in his library’ with a distinctive personal 
mark. Each member took either his arms or some part of them as his mark. They 
agreed that when one of them received from another a note or transcript of a document 
he should at once put the sender’s mark upon it. The sender of every note was to take 
care that all his notes were written ‘(as neare as may be) in ye same paper for size 
of bignesse as he first shall use, whether ye note sent do fill ye whole sheete or but a 
line therein’. Had Sir Christopher in May 1638 conceived the idea which in time 
produced the Book of Seals it is probable that this agreement would have contained 
some hint of it, but the plan of making such a book might very easily develop out of 
the task laid upon Mr. Dugdale. 

There survives among Dugdale’s manuscripts at the Bodleian Library a note-book? 
which contains just what might be expected to result from an undertaking ‘to collect 
and copy all armoriall seales, with a breviate of ye deedes, and ye true dimensions of ye 
seales’. The title of the book, like everything else in it, is in Dugdale’s own hand and 
runs “Transcripta et analecta quaedam a diversis autographis necnon sigillorum eisdem 
appendentium exemplaria per me Willelmum Dugdale Norroy Regis Armorum’. The 
Patent granting Dugdale the office of Norroy did not pass until 1660, long after the 
majority of the entries were made in this note-book, although Dugdale occasionally 
added to its contents in the fifties and sixties of the century. One charter is even dated 
as late as 1678. Almost every entry is carefully dated in red ink and the owner of the 
document is named. Dugdale’s fastidious scholarship is nowhere better shown than 
in the neat and exact entries in this book. The earliest were made in 1636, but by far 
the greatest number in 1637 and 1638. The book is a slim vellum-covered paper 
volume, 103 x8} in. It contains 144 pages, some of which are blank. The num- 
bering is consecutive from front to back of the folios. At the end are indexes of 
persons and places also made by Dugdale. The pages are crowded closely with notes 
of charters and deeds with precise drawings of the seals, transcripts, and drawings alike

With few exceptions, the red ink references and dates 
are written close beneath the breviate of the deed, and when a charter has passed to 
another owner since Dugdale saw it he notes and dates the change. Most of the charters 
recorded in this book were in Warwickshire country houses or houses to which Dug- 
dale could get access in neighbouring shires. The collections of Sir Christopher Hatton 
on 3 November 1639 are represented by nine documents apparently derived from the 
archives of the see of Coventry and Lichfield, and on 9 April 1642 Dugdale entered a 
charter of Thomas of Arden then in Sir Christopher’s hands. In the fifties he tran- 
scribed one or two documents from the Cottonian Library. But Dugdale, like all 
students of English charters after him, could not resist the beauty of a twelfth-century 
document. His breviates tend to become not only full transcripts, but facsimiles of the 
whole document.’ From every point of view this book can be regarded as a forework 
of the Book of Seals. One who for his own delight could make this book would rejoice 
at the opportunity of compiling for a rich man a collection on more lavish and in- 
clusive lines. 

The only direct reference to the making of the Book of Seals in Dugdale’s published 
correspondence occurs in the postscript of a letter from him to Sir Symon Archer in 
which he says 

Dugdale to ‘Sir Chr. Hatton is upon a collection of rare charters and deedes, I meane the copyinge of them in the 
Sir Symon letter, observinge the shape of the deede. He hath allready made a good progresse therin, which I know you 
Archer wilt not only approve but admire. I pray you bring wth you some of your choycest, I meane such as are 
most historicall or observable, eyther antient or other, especially that of Wm the Conq. and of Siward de 
Arden (though the Seale be gone;) your Bull for the Chappell is a good one; and what other you think fitt. 
It will be noe little honour to you amongst sucha collection to be mencioned. My Lo. Marshall is exceedingly 
delighted therwith.”? 
This letter was written in March 1641 from Blyth Hall. Dugdale was about to go to 
London ‘to lodge at my chamber in the Office of Armes’ and in his letter arranged to 
meet Sir Symon Archer at Banbury that he might have his ‘ good companye to London’. 
None of the charters referred to by Dugdale are in the Book of Seals, nor is Sir Symon 
Archer’s collection represented there. 

When he came to write his autobiography Dugdale said nothing of this collection 
of deeds, but in an often-quoted passage he described the making of what must be 
regarded as a companion volume to the Book of Seals. 

The Book of | “The sayd Mr Dugdale, receiving encouragement from St Christopher Hatton before-mentioned, then

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shire, Ely, Norwich, Lincolne, Newarke upon Trent, Beverley, Suthwell, Kingston upon Hull, Yorke, 
Selby, Chester, Litchfeild, Tamworth, Warwick: and did the like in all those Cathedrall, Collegiate, Con- 
ventuall, and divers other Parochiall Churches, wherin any Tombes or Monuments were to be found; to 
the end that the memory of them, in case of that ruine then imminent, might be preserved for future and 
better times.’! 


Like the Book of Seals this volume, known to its owners as ‘the Dugdale Book’, is 
now in the possession of the Earl of Winchilsea and Nottingham. 

In 1658 Dugdale published his History of St Paul’s Cathedral, which he prefaced 
by a dedicatory letter to ‘the Right Honourable Christopher Lord Hatton Comptroller 
of the Household to the late king Charles and one of his Majesties most honourable 
Privy Council’. He dated his letter from Blyth Hall on 7 July 1657 and in it he 
reminded 

“your Lo? that soone after the beginning of our late Long Parliament (of which you were then a member) 
So great was your foresight of what we have since by wofull experience seen and felt, and specially in the 
Church, (through the Presbyterian contagion, which then began violently to breake out) that you often and 
earnestly incited me to a speedy view of what Monuments I could, especially in the principall Churches of 
this Realme; to the end, that by Inke and paper, the Shadows of them, with their Inscriptions might be 
preserved for posteritie, forasmuch the things themselves were so neer unto ruine. 

“But how little I then credited this sad Prediction, your Lordship well knows: yet so much was I ever 
inclined to the regard of such things that . . . (through the noble favour of your Lordship in affording me 
assistance by another hand and support to us both, in our travaile, whilst we laboured therein) I neglected 
no pains to take notice of those which were then here, and in many other Cathedralls.’ 

Could the Book of Seals have been brought to completion similar sentiments might 
well have been expressed about the dangers to the charters portrayed upon its pages. 

Dugdale’s letters show that his search for monuments was in progress in the summer 
of 1640, a year earlier than the date given in his autobiography. In August 1640 he 
wrote to Sir Symon Archer from Packington, Warwickshire: 

“Beinge the last night returned home from my Cheshire journey, and willinge to take all advantage of 
S‘ Christopher Hatton’s servant who hath bin with me to trick the Armes, Pictures in Windowes, and Monu- 
ments of the familye, for which I have bin employed; I thought it good to take him to Warwick, where soe 
many rare and speciall peeces of that nature are, as noe parte of our countrye nor much of this Kingdome, 
can paralell. And therfore have resolved to be there wth him to morrow by nyne of the clock, and to stay 
Fryday, soe that he may from thence goe home into Northamptonshire on Saturday. This beinge my 
determinacion, I have herewth adventured the boldnesse to lett you understand the same, soe that if you 
would please to give meetinge there (in case yo" occasions may p’mitt) we might visitt Mr Throckmorton at 
Haseley, or Mr Beufoe, beinge not farr distant, and soe make some further discoverye of those Antiquityes 
wch they themselves I suppose are ignorant of.”2 

No doubt Dugdale was mainly concerned with his projected History of Warwick- 
shire in thus planning to collect evidences at Haseley. His success is reflected in 
the Book of Seals, where nine charters are entered under the heading ‘ Ex cartis Clemen- 
tis Throckmorton de Haseley in comitatu Warr’ armigeri anno 1640’ (506-14). Before 
Dugdale went on the Cheshire journey he had written in July to Sir Symon urging him 
to ‘borrow Mr Broomes Deedes till my returne out of Cheshire’, concluding his letter 
‘Loose not yo’ opportunitye with Mr Broome, for the deedes are very rare ones which

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he hath’. Nos. 525 and 526, both of them of doubtful authenticity, are headed ‘Ex 
cartis Roberti Brome de Wodelowe in comitatu Warr’ generosi anno 1640’. No. 528 
in the Book of Seals offers another example of the way in which Dugdale kept both 
projects in mind, and collected for both in this period of his life. It is entered there 
under the heading ‘Ex autographo penes.... Stanton de Wolwardington incom. Warr’ 
anno 1640’. The same charter is cited in the History of Warwickshire with precisely 
the same reference ‘Ex autog. penes .. . . Stanton gen.” 

At the end of this Introduction is set out a page-by-page description of the book, 
giving the headlines and the numbers of the charters on each page. The men who 
planned the book were working for the benefit of posterity. They regarded the head- 
lines as offering proof to future generations of the provenance of the deeds shown 
below them. The pencil note above No. 37 on folio 10 shows the importance that was 
attached to these headings. There was some uncertainty as to the owner of the charter, 
which must, presumably, have reached the collection by the agency of ‘Mr Allen the 
paynter’, doubtless the arms painter referred to by Dugdale in his letter to Sir Simonds 
D’Ewes 27 February 1640.° Along the top of the folio is written in pencil “Enquire of 
Mr Allen the paynter in whose hand to vouch this deede’. The hand is very like Dug- 
dale’s. Such pencil notes of direction for the draftsman are often almost illegible; 
on some pages they only survive as a faint shadow on the parchment, sometimes they 
have vanished altogether, but occasionally the note is clear and, as in this case, its 
writing suggests the hand of Dugdale. 

How long the charters stayed in Sir Christopher Hatton’s library is another matter 
of doubt and speculation, but some of them seem to have been there still in 1651. 


The Bull of In April of that year Dodsworth wrote from London to Dugdale: “My Lady Hatton 


Dudley and 


William 


is not yet in towne, but expected dayly. My Lord Brudenell hath liberty to make choice 


Ward of any bookes with her: if you would send a note to him wher to find the Bull of Dud- 


ley, and other thinges you hold necessary for my worke, Hee would do it in tyme, lest 
she be come away before your Passe come to your handes.”* The‘ Passe’ was Dugdale’s 
permission from the government to travel more than a mile from his own home.® He 
had been in Warwickshire since the summer of 1649 and Dodsworth was anxious to 
have him in London to help with the Monasticon. In May 1651 Dodsworth wrote 
again saying: “I cannot possibly get the passe, for all my Cosen and I can do.... 
My Lady Hatton is in Towne... . She hath allowed my Lo. Brud. to looke and make 
use of the bookes. I wish you would give any directions for finding the Bull of Dudley, 
and I would put him upon itt.’ The Bull of Dudley is without doubt No. 59 of the 
Book of Seals. It is unlikely that Dodsworth secured another look at the original in 
1651, for the reference to it in the Monasticon is dated 1640, which must mean that 
the transcript was made when the document was being used for the Book of Seals.

Dodsworth himself contributed charters to the collection for the Book of Seals, 
for Nos. 460 to 489 are headed ‘Penes Rogerum Dodsworth de comitatu Eboracensi 
generosum September 1641’. But it is very doubtful if these charters were permanently 
in his possession. Five of them are printed in the Monasticon; of these No. 470 is 
marked as ‘ex autographo penes Sam. Roper’. The reference given for Nos. 468, 473, 
and 474 is ‘ex cod. MS in Scacc. penes Remem. Regis’. No. 484 is described as ‘ex 
autographo in bibl. Hattoniana’. It was in 1635 ‘at the lodgings of Mr Samuell Roper 
in Lincolnes Inne’ that Dugdale and Dodsworth first met and ‘readily engaged them- 
selves to prosecute the gayning what Transcripts they could’ for the furtherance of 
the work of monastic foundations begun by Mr. Dodsworth, ‘but still, with this 
reservation, that Mr Dugdale would not neglect his Collections touching the An- 
tiquities of Warwickshire’.? All three men were avid collectors of manuscripts in an 
age of collectors, some of whom were none too scrupulous in their pursuit of a desired 
document. Nos. 468, 470, 473, 474 are all charters of Mottisfont priory in Hampshire 
founded by William Briwerre, one of the leading ministers of King John. Whether the 
Monasticon account of that priory was the work of Dodsworth or Dugdale cannot now 
be decided, nor the date when it was written, nor from what book in the Exchequer 
the charters were taken. It is certain that Hampshire charters can only have come into 
Dodsworth’s possession by gift, loan, or purchase. He may well have parted with them 
to secure others or deposited them permanently in Sir Christopher Hatton’s library. 
That he should have given No. 470 to Samuel Roper was natural, for it is a confirma- 
tion by Pain of Chaworth, in whom as a Derbyshire man Samuel Roper would have 
been interested. 

That one of Dodsworth’s deeds is quoted in the Monasticon as from an original in 
the Hattonian Library suggests that he had not removed it after he deposited it for the 
Book of Seals. Five other deeds in the Book of Seals are quoted in the Monasticon 
as from an original in the Hattonian Library,* and one ‘ex rotulo pervetusto’ there.* 
Reference to an original in the Hattonian Library is given in the case of a number of 
charters in the Monasticon which are not in the Book of Seals.® One of these charters, 
that of Waleran count of Meulan for Bordesley abbey, has been quoted already as

the Book of Seals giving the library as the reference.’ When individual charters were 
examined for the purpose of the Monasticon cannot be known with certainty, but it is 
at least arguable that it was later than the months during which the charters were 
being used for the Book of Seals, since that title is never given by the Monasticon as a 
reference. It may be that by the time they were used for the Monasticon the project 
of the Book of Seals had been long laid aside and forgotten. It may even be that the 
rightful owner of the charters too had in many cases been forgotten. 

The production of these folios of charters must have been a slow and delicate business. 
That the original plan was to give precise facsimiles of all the deeds which could be 
collected is made clear by Dugdale’s letter to Sir Symon Archer. Before long the 
implications of this stupendous task were recognized and a compromise was adopted. 
Partial facsimiles of deeds not regarded as of the first importance were given and docu- 
ments from the later Middle Ages, which did not seem far away in 1640, were treated 
with less precision. Some pages, notably those containing the end of the Philipot 
collection, show signs of hurried work and are obviously unfinished. Some pages, 
always the backs of folios, are blank. The pages of seals at the end of the book were 
never completed. The title ‘Book of Seals’ preserved by Dodsworth must have been 
the name used by those who were actually working on the book in the autumn of 
1640. Had they been able to complete their plan, including the provision of bold 
scarlet headlines attesting the ownership of the deeds beneath them, a scholar who 
wished to refer to these documents might justifiably have cited them under the title 
of the book rather than by the names of the individual owners. Dodsworth, anticipat- 
ing the completion of the work, adopted this method of reference. When the plan was 
abandoned the title, too, was dropped. 

There is no need to seek elaborate explanations for the abandonment of the work. 
The storm foreseen by Sir Christopher Hatton broke in 1642. In his autobiography 
Dugdale records that on 19 March 1642 the king, prince, and duke of York betook 
themselves for safety to the city of York, while the queen went to her relatives in 
France.” On 1 June Dugdale was summoned, by virtue of his office as Rouge-Croix 
Pursuivant of Arms, ‘forthwith to repare thither’ to the king. About the middle of 
July he received further command to ‘attend the right Ho" Spenser Earle of North’ton, 
then L* Lieut of the County of Warwick’.? The castles of Banbury, over the Oxford- 
shire border, and Warwick being held for the Parliament, the earl obtained the royal 
warrant dated 4 August 1642 directed to Dugdale and commanding him to summon 
the two castles to surrender. ‘In his Coat of Armes, w® Trumpets sounding before 
him’ Dugdale rode up to Banbury castle and read the summons.’ Banbury was accord-

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ingly given up; but Dugdale’s summons was refused by the governor of Warwick 
castle, Sir Edward Peto of Chesterton, who had provided one of his charters for the 
Book of Seals (529). Dugdale remained in attendance upon the king until after the 
battle of Edge Hill and the march on London. Then Oxford being made the king’s 
chief garrison, Dugdale settled there and was admitted Master of Arts on 1 November 
1642. By the king’s command Dugdale stayed at Oxford until it was surrendered to 
the rebels about 26 June 1646, his own estate in the country being sequestered all that 
time. Although in 1644 he went to Worcester to seek materials for his work,’ there 
is no evidence that he visited Kirby Hall again before the surrender of Oxford. 

The fate of the unfinished Book of Seals can be dimly discerned from an entry which 
Dugdale made in his diary under the year 1663, over twenty years after work on the 
book had been abandoned. ‘Of those sheets in parchm‘ belonging to my L. Hatton, 
wherein divers antient Deeds are transcribed, there are in number 68.2 Even without 
removing the present binding from the Book of Seals—a process unlikely to yield any 
conclusive result—it is possible to establish a reasonable relationship between the 68 
sheets of parchment in Dugdale’s hands in 1663 and the 128 folios of the Book of 
Seals. Of these 128 folios, 118 contain copies of charters and 10 contain drawings of 
seals. There is reason to believe that the charters were entered on large sheets of parch- 
ment which could be folded into two down the middle for the purpose of making up 
into a book. The employment of such double sheets for some at least of the charters, 
notably Nos. 59, 416, and 420, was made necessary by their size. It seems highly 
probable that the 118 folios of charters now in the Book of Seals consisted in 1663 
of 59 of these large double sheets of parchment and that the remaining 10 folios of 
the Book of Seals, containing the drawings of the seals, made up the number of sheets 
in Dugdale’s hands in 1663 to 68. Seals take less space than charters and would 
naturally be depicted on the more easily manageable single sheets, or folios, of parch- 
ment. To make the numbers correspond precisely with Dugdale’s 68 it is only neces- 
sary to assume that one of the pieces of parchment containing drawings of seals was 
a large double sheet, into which the rest of the pieces on which seals were drawn could 
be slipped. If this argument can be accepted, nothing has been lost of the work done 
in 1640 and 1641. 

It is unlikely that Dugdale carried the Book of Seals away from Kirby before the 
troubles broke out in 1642. The first entry in Dugdale’s diary after his account of the 
surrender of Oxford implies that the writer was at Kirby Hall. Under the date 9 
September, nearly twelve weeks after his last entry, Dugdale notes: ‘Mr Gunning came 
to Kirby as Tutor to Mr Ch. Hatton and Mr Compton.”* It was not until 24 November 
that Lord Hatton went from London to Dover on his way to exile.” The months 
between June and November, when Dugdale made no entries in his diary, offered time 
for the packing up of deeds, books, and manuscripts at Kirby in preparation for 
departure. In the ten years of Lord Hatton’s exile Dugdale visited Kirby on several 
occasions. He evidently acted in some sort as an agent for Lord Hatton during these 
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years. Lying in a valley near which there runs the medieval and modern road from 
Northampton to Stamford, Kirby Hall was not difficult of access for a horseman who 
frequently travelled between Warwickshire and London. In 1648 Dugdale escorted 
Lady Hatton to France at the end of May. He stayed with Lord Hatton until the end 
of July, when he set out for home again. He landed at Dover on 4 August and went 
by way of Canterbury, Gravesend, London, Woburn to Kirby Hall, which he reached 
on 12 August. On 15 August he was home at Blyth Hall. In August 1649 again he 
went home from London by way of Kirby, reaching there on 11 August and Blyth 
Hall on 16 August. On 18 August 1651 Dugdale records that he was forced to acknow- 
ledge a recognizance of £1,000 not to depart above a mile from his own house. But 
in 1652 he notes that on 1 May he went from home with Mr. Dodsworth to Kirby. 
He left Kirby on 3 May. On 14 October he visited Kirby on his way from Blyth Hall 
to London, going on from Kirby to Luton on 18 October. On 13 January 1653 he 
went from London to Woburn; on 14 January he went on to Kirby, leaving it on: 
17 January. The almanacks in which Dugdale jotted down these notes have not sur- 
vived for the years 1654, 1655, and 1656. In August 1657 Dugdale visited Lord Hatton 
at Kirby! On any one of these visits Dugdale may have carried away with him the 
parchment sheets which are now the Book of Seals. In 1663, as has been noted, they 
were in his charge at Blyth Hall. At some time, by Dugdale or his executors, they were 
sent back to Kirby Hall, where they remained unbound until the nineteenth century. 

There is no evidence that the Book of Seals was used again until George Baker of 
Northampton was writing his history of Northamptonshire.” Baker was born in 1781, 
less than a hundred years after Dugdale’s death, and he lived on into the reign of 
Queen Victoria, dying in 1851. Lord Winchilsea, the tenth earl, lent the Book of 
Seals to Baker, who cited in his history thirteen of the charters. The book was still 
unbound and Baker refers to it as ‘the Hatton portfolio of deeds’. Baker’s pencil notes 
of village names still remain on some of the folios. Only in the case of No. 54 does the 
reference number given by Baker agree with the present numbering of the charters in 
the Book of Seals. As the footnote below shows,’ Baker’s reference number some- 
times approximates to the present number of the charter. The divergence is due 
to the renumbering of the charters consequent on the rearrangement of the folios 
when the book was bound. Baker also cited No. 271 as in the possession of G. W. 
Finch Hatton, Esq., of Kirby. He is probably referring to the Book of Seals rather 
than the original deed.

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When Baker was writing in the first half of the nineteenth century Kirby Hall had 
entered on its last phase as an inhabited house. The son of Sir Christopher of the 
Book of Seals lived until 1706, making Kirby his home and beautifying its garden. 
His son the second Viscount and third Baron Hatton lived mainly in London. He 
died unmarried in 1760, and his brother and successor died, also unmarried, two years 
later, when the title became extinct and the property passed to his half-sister. In 1764 
Edward Finch Hatton, son of the half-sister of the last two Viscounts Hatton of Kirby, 
inherited the estate. In 1769 he also inherited Eastwell Park in Kent and he died in 
1771. His son George rebuilt Eastwell but also lived partly at Kirby, for his son 
George William was born there in 1791. He is the G. W. Finch Hatton, Esq. to whom 
Baker refers. He succeeded to the earldoms of Winchilsea and Nottingham in 1826, 
being the tenth earl of Winchilsea. There seems to be no one day when the decision to 
abandon Kirby was taken. Concrete information about the last years of Kirby Hall 
as an inhabited house is difficult to find. Lady Gunning, whose father, the Rev. W. R. 
Finch Hatton, was born in 1827, remembers hearing from him that he used, as a boy, 
to visit his cousins at Kirby. She thinks that the house ceased to be inhabited between 
1837 and 1847, after which date it quickly fell into ruin. The Office of Works accepted 
the guardianship of Kirby Hall in 1929.1 

It was probably through the interest in the book shown by Baker that the binding of 
it was undertaken. I must again record my indebtedness to Mr. C. E. Wright, who 
wrote to me on 30 July 1949 saying that ‘on Friday afternoon’ in the course of 
examining a number of uncatalogued manuscripts at the Society of Antiquaries he had 
discovered ‘a small note-book in the handwriting of Sir Frederick Madden who was 
Keeper of Manuscripts at the British Museum from 1837 to 1866’. On the first leaf 
of the note-book is written: 


“Notes from a vellum MS containing faesimile-copies of Ancient Charters, with drawings of the Seals 
made for Christopher, Lord Hatton in the xviith century now in the possession of Lord Winchelsea. 
(November) 1831. 

‘It was lent by Lord W. to Geo. Baker Esq. of Northampton, in whose hands I saw it [signed] F.M.’ 

“In June 1858 this MS. was placed in my hands by the next Lord Winchelsea for the purpose of being 
bound, and I rearranged the sheets.’ 


The eleventh earl, at whose directions the volume was bound, succeeded to the title in 
January 1858. Sir Frederick Madden took notes from the early pages of the manu- 
script, but after he had proceeded as far as folio 54 he adds: ‘I didn’t proceed further 
with these Notes F.M.’ On a folded sheet of blue paper, dated 1858, Madden listed 
the charters in the order in which he found them. He brought together, as far as 
possible, the charters from the same collections, bringing, for example, three groups 
of Dodsworth’s charters into one. He then corrected his original numbering in 
pencil on this blue paper. Madden says that he added fresh numbers in red ink 
in the manuscript itself, but there is now no sign of any red ink numbering on

Even before Mr. Wright found Sir Frederick Madden’s note-book at the Society of 
Antiquaries it had become apparent that Madden had seen the Book of Seals. In his 
edition of the Cartularium Saxonicum (1885) Birch printed a text of No. 440 in the 
Book of Seals, giving collations from six versions of that document.* One of them was 
Dugdale’s version in the Monasticon ‘from an autograph copy in the Arundel Library’. 
The last of the six was ‘Sir Frederick Madden’s collation of D’—that is, Dugdale’s 
text—‘ with a manuscript copy (1640) in Lord Winchelsea’s possession’. Madden also 
secured photographs of Nos. 428 and 432 for the Manx historian Dr. Oliver who was 


- engaged on the preparation of his book Monumenta de Insula Manniae.” It was un- 
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fortunate that Dr. Oliver was under the impression that the originals of those deeds 
survived in the ‘Cottonian MSS.’, but that he could be thus mistaken is another 
testimony to the verisimilitude of the facsimiles in the Book of Seals. 

In the same year that the sheets of parchment were entrusted to Sir Frederick Madden 
for binding, 1858, the Rev. Lambert Blackwell Larking, Hon. Secretary of the Kent 
Archaeological Society, contributed to the proceedings of that Society an article on 
the Surrenden Charters in which he printed the agreement called Antiquitas Rediviva 
to which reference has already been made.® In a note appended to this article the 
author refers both to the Book of Monuments and the Book of Seals, recording that 
he was indebted to the kindness of his ‘valued friend Sir Frederick Madden’ for the 
information contained in the note. Mr. Larking was proud to be able to say that these 
two volumes were at that time preserved ‘in our own county, in the collection of 
the Earl of Winchelsea, the representative of the Hattons’. In 1862 at a meeting of the 
Archaeological Institute Lord Winchilsea exhibited ‘three large volumes from the 
Hatton Library, now preserved at Eastwell Park, Kent’, one of which was the Book 
of Monuments and another the Book of Seals.* No other appearance of, or reference 
to the Book of Seals can be traced between 1862 and 1921, when the thirteenth Earl of 
Winchilsea showed the book to Canon C. W. Foster, vicar of Timberland, at Haver- 
holme Priory in Lincolnshire. The present numbering of the charters was the work of 
Canon Foster. The fourteenth earl of Winchilsea deposited the Book of Seals with the 
Northamptonshire Record Society in 1930.

The 529 charters in the Book of Seals were brought together from thirty-two distinct 
sources which can be grouped under two headings: the collections of individual anti- 
quaries, and the muniment rooms of members of the nobility and gentry of England.

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A third heading might perhaps be made for two famous seventeenth-century libraries 
represented in the book, the Arundel Library and the Cottonian Library. Three hun- 
dred and thirty-eight charters in the Book of Seals were provided by three collectors 
who probably welcomed the opportunity of perpetuating the memory of their personal 
success in accumulating deeds. Sir Henry St. George, John Philipot, and Sir William le 
Neve, who produced respectively 105, 108, and 125 charters for registration under their 
names in the Book of Seals, were all Heralds. The numerous pedigrees of doubtful 
authenticity produced by some of the Heralds in the Elizabethan age has tended to 
obscure the good work done by their successors in the seventeenth century, particularly 
in the rescue of evidence from destruction. That men of such distinction as Augustine 
Vincent, William Camden, and William Dugdale were Heralds has seemed to be in- 
cidental, rather than to contribute to their reputations. No one hada better opportunity 
than a Herald to make a great collection of ancient charters. When Heralds made 
their visitations and gentlemen produced evidences of their ‘gentility’ the whole 
country-side was aware of the presence of men concerned with relics of the past. The 
Book of Seals indicates the way in which three Heralds at least used their opportunities. 

Sir Henry St. George was the son of Sir Richard Saint George, Clarenceux King of 
Arms, and the father of three Kings of Arms: Sir Thomas St. George, who succeeded 
Dugdale as Garter; Sir Henry, who in turn became Garter; and Richard, who became 
Ulster King of Arms. References to Sir Henry in Dugdale’s correspondence show 
him as one of the little group associated closely with Sir Christopher Hatton in the 
years before the Civil War. Dugdale sent Sir Henry’s greetings to Sir Symon Archer 
together with those of Sir Christopher Hatton, Sir Henry Spelman, ‘and the rest’ in 
1637. When the Book of Seals was made Sir Henry was Clarenceux. In April 1644 he 
became Garter, but enjoyed that office only until November when he died. John 
Philipot, Somerset Herald, was fortunate in that his wife was the niece of Robert 
Glover, Somerset Herald from 1571 until his death in 1588.1 It was on collections 
made by Glover that Philipot founded his Catalogue of Chancellors.2 Philipot was 
made Somerset Herald in 1624. His death in November 1645 occurred too soon for 
the king to carry out his intention of appointing him Norroy King of Arms. Although 
he is no more than barely mentioned in Dugdale’s correspondence, the presence of 


his collection in the Book of Seals shows that he was a member of the same group of 


‘lovers of Antiquity’, to use a contemporary phrase. Sir William le Neve was made 
Norroy King of Arms in 1633 and Clarenceux in 1635. A newsletter of his to Sir 
Christopher Hatton written from London on 24 September 1640 quotes letters of Sir 
Henry St. George who was with the king at York, and Sir William concludes by send- 
ing his ‘kinde love to Mr Dugdale’.? All three men were royalists and, like Dugdale, 
suffered for their loyalty, but Sir William le Neve fared the worst. He was badly 
Shaken by his experiences when he vainly summoned the rebel army at Edge

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Hill to surrender to the king and in October 1658 he was declared a lunatic. He died 
in 1661. 

If no other charters had been portrayed in the Book of Seals, the collections of these 
three men would have made a notable book. As a group they contain at least one 
document from every English county except Cheshire and Durham. Wales, Scotland, 
and Ireland are also represented. In addition to deeds relating to the transfer of land 
and other property each of these collections contains documents of more general 
political, constitutional, or economic significance. Sir Henry St. George possessed 
a most interesting document which throws light on the financial instability of Edward I 
before ever he became king (64). A joint bond made before the bailiff and mayor of 
Sandwich by Robert Walerand, one of the king’s chief ministers and a former warden 
of the Cinque Ports, Stephen of Pencester, a future holder of that position, and Robert 
Burnel, the future chancellor, acknowledging a debt of £225 for wine, shows in associa- 
tion two of the four men in whose charge the lord Edward left his affairs when he went 
on crusade in 1270 (94). The charter which Robert Arsic made in his court at Cogges 
shows a lord laying out a village and inviting settlers to take land there (114). The 
charming agreement made before the bishop of Lincoln, the archdeacon of Leicester, 
and the whole chapter between Peter the forester of Rutland and the parson of Allexton 
setting out the conditions on which Peter may have an oratory in his own house shows 
how effectively in the twelfth century the bishop could protect the parish priest from 
encroachment on his tithes and offerings (163). All these documents belonged to Sir 
Henry St. George. 

John Philipot and Sir William le Neve were perhaps even more fortunate than Sir 
Henry in the documents of general interest which they secured. Philipot possessed 
letters patent of Elizabeth de Burgh, lady of Clare, of 25 September 1333 setting out 
her rights as patron of Anglesey priory during a vacancy (242), a document which is 
paralleled by Sir William le Neve’s ratification by the prior and convent of Castle Acre 
priory, Norfolk, of an agreement made between Roger of Huntingfield, the patron, and 
the priory of Mendham, Suffolk, at a much earlier date (325). Philipot preserved the 
military indenture made between Edward III and Edmund Mortimer, earl of March, 
in February 1372, by which the earl agreed to serve in person with the king in war 
for a year accompanied by 19 knights, 60 esquires, and 120 archers (227). Sir William 
had also a military indenture, again an earlier document than Philipot’s. It was made 
in June 1297 between Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, and John of Seagrave and sets out 
the service that John shall do to the earl (320). A copy of this document was found 
by Mr. Denholm-Young among Dugdale’s transcripts and has been printed by him. 
Le Neve possessed the charter which recorded the restoration by Henry II of the office 
of Marshal and the lands which went with it to John son of John the Marshal (280). 
Philipot had acquired the agreement between Rannulf earl of Chester and William 
de Fougéres touching the marriage portion of the earl’s wife, a document which in- 
corporates also an agreement between William de Fougéres and the countess of 
Chester’s brother, Geoffrey de Fougeéres (236). The importance of the people who 
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made this deed brings it almost to the rank of a document of international diplomacy. 
More important still, Philipot rescued from oblivion the feudal treaty made in King 
Stephen’s reign between the earl of Gloucester and the earl of Hereford. In Geoffrey de 
Mandeville Round published a text of this document derived from Dugdale’s transcript 
of Philipot’s original. Since he had not seen the document itself or the facsimile in the 
Book of Seals, Round felt no assurance that Dugdale’s text was complete. The fac- 
simile made in 1640 in the Book of Seals which shows the seal strip at the bottom of 
the deed resolves this doubt (212). 

These three great collections are in a real sense complementary to each other. Twenty- 
three religious foundations are represented among Sir Henry’s deeds, twenty-five 
among Philipot’s, and twenty-one among Sir William’s. No religious house appears 
in each group except Bruern abbey, of which Philipot and le Neve had each one deed, 
while Sir Henry St. George had three. Sir Henry had as many as five deeds, all 
interesting early documents, from Southwark priory. Neither Philipot nor le Neve 
had any from that house. From Bordesley abbey Sir Henry had four charters and 
Philipot two, of which No. 197 refers to a previous charter by the grantor, which was 
No. 143 of Sir Henry’s collection. Philipot had a single specimen from the muniments 
of Anglesey priory, Stoneleigh abbey, and Langley priory, while Sir George had three 
Stoneleigh abbey deeds and one each from the other two houses. Of the eighteen 
religious houses from which Sir George had charters, but Philipot had none, only two 
—Boxley abbey and Canons Ashby priory—appear on Sir William le Neve’s list. 
It is roughly true to say that the strength of Sir George’s collection lies in the midlands; 
of Philipot’s in the south and west; and of le Neve’s in East Anglia. Four early deeds 
of Quarr abbey in the Isle of Wight and single deeds from Maiden Bradley, Monkton 
Farleigh, Plympton, Clifford, and Monmouth priories, and from the abbeys of Dore, 
Evesham, and Pershore help to give a distinctive local character to Philipot’s collection. 
Le Neve possessed a charter from the Maiden Bradley muniments and three from those 
of Dore abbey, but his collection, alone of the three under discussion, gives the im- 
pression that it was formed by a man with a strong interest in the history of a particular 
part of the country. He was a Norfolk man and collected East Anglian charters. 
Twelve deeds from Sibton abbey, five from Thetford priory, three from Mendham, 
one from Normansburgh, and one each from Carrow and the hospital of St. Mary 
Magdalene by Norwich testify to his success. It becomes more evident when to the 
deeds which he had derived from East Anglian religious foundations are added the 
twenty-one charters issued by and to laymen and concerned with land in Norfolk or 
Suffolk. 

The documents which these men preserved are all, or almost all, collectors’ pieces. 
Even Nos. 252-79 of Philipot’s collection which are entered in a very cursory manner 
in the Book of Seals have among them several documents which Baker was interested 
to cite (270, 271). Among them too is a charter by which a certain Roger Pantulf 
made a modest provision for his mistress and her children (269). No. 265 is also worth

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noticing. By it Robert of Napton, knight, gave half an acre of land which he claimed 
because of the death of one of his tenants in villeinage (265). The British Museum 
catalogue assigns this deed to the year 1322. In the present edition the charter has been 
dated 1287, since the dating formula is that used for Edward I, rather than for Edward 
II, ‘in the fifteenth year of the reign of King Edward’. Philipot’s collection was sold 
before the death of Sir Simonds D’Ewes in 1650, for No. 236, the agreement between 
William de Fougéres and the earl of Chester, is printed in Ormerod’s History of 
Cheshire ‘ex originali penes Simon Dewes militem et baronettum’. Ormerod, writing 
in the nineteenth century, must have obtained his transcript at second hand from the 
original. Fifty-four of Philipot’s charters are now in the Harleian collection. Thirteen 
are among the Cottonian charters in the British Museum and forty have been lost. 
As a collection, Sir Henry’s charters did not long survive their owner’s death in 1644. 
Before 1647 Sir Simonds had acquired the fine charter of Richard Engayne to Fine- 
shade priory (120). It is quoted in the Monasticon ‘ex ipso autographo in bibl. 


' Deuvesiana an. 1647’. Five of Sir Henry’s charters found a home in the Cottonian 
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Library. Sixty-nine are in the Harleian collection. Thirty-five have disappeared. This 
is a heavy loss, but as far as can be ascertained all but one of Sir William’s documents 
have disappeared. The exception is the deed, now Additional Charter 17735, by which 
Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, gave land in Settrington to Stephen of Seagrave, Justiciar 
of England (303). When Sir William fell a victim to lunacy, Sir Edward Walker, 
Garter King of Arms, was empowered to execute his office. On le Neve’s death in 
1661 ‘most of his collections came into the possession of Sir Edward Walker, Garter; 
some of them he gave to the College, others he left to Sir John Clopton, who married 
his daughter and heir’.* No trace of these charters has been found at the College of 
Arms, and it is clear that le Neve’s collections must have been dispersed. 

Sir William le Neve’s choice of individual items for his collection appears to have 
been guided not only by his interest in his native East Anglia, but also by a general 
interest in the development of feudal society. Many of his later deeds evidently came 
in as a little collection of the Duke of Norfolk’s documents, but individually they 
illustrate important aspects of English medieval life. The collection contains appoint- 
ments of attorneys to deliver seisin (388, 389); the delivery to an heir of a manor held 
in wardship (401); the grant for life by a magnate of an annuity to ‘his well-beloved 
esquire’ (387); letters from the steward of the royal household permitting a magnate 
to hold his hundred courts and leets notwithstanding the presence of the king and 
within the verge of the court (366); the appointment by Cecily duchess of York, the 
king’s mother, of a feodary for her knights’ fees in Buckinghamshire, Bedfordshire, 
Northamptonshire, and Oxfordshire (390). But the most interesting of all these later 
deeds is the indenture made between John de Mowbray, lord of the Isle of Axholme 
and of the honors of Bramber and Gower, of the one part and his Welsh tenants of 
Susboys” of the other, by which he pardoned all his tenants’ trespasses by way of

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enclosure from the beginning of the world to the date of the indenture, that is 3 August 
1348 (398). 

Two of le Neve’s charters have been reproduced among the illustrations to this book. 
One of them (302) is a grant by Bernard de Baliol of the manor of Faxton, Northampton- 
shire, in exchange for the land which Gerold’s father and Gerold himself should have 
held of the donor overseas by doing the service of four knights, a pleasing illustration 
of one of the ways in which the new aristocracy in England brought tenants into the 
country from their overseas possessions. The other (301) is a charter made by an 
honorial baron in the court of his lord. The grantor was also a tenant of the king by 
despenser serjeanty as the legend on his seal testifies. In addition to the interest of the 
matter of the deed, the seal attached to it shows a gentleman of modest estate depicting 
on his seal a seated figure holding a sword in its right hand, presumably in imitation 
of the king in glory. The pig rampant to the dexter somewhat reduces the majesty of 
the picture. No. 298 must also be mentioned as one of the early charters belonging to 
le Neve which reflect the inner workings of great estates. It is a charter of Gilbert de 
Gant giving to Geoffrey de Armenteres in marriage with Gilbert’s daughter the service 
of two knights by reducing the service owed from the fee which Geoffrey’s father held 
of Gilbert de Gant from ten knights to eight. Gilbert also quitclaimed to Geoffrey the 
relief due from him for entering upon the inheritance of his father Henry. Taken alone 
this charter is important as an example of a recurring situation, the marriage of one 
of the daughters of the chief lord to one of his principal tenants. Its full significance 
and its date can only be seen when it is read in association with the tripartite agreement 
of which a copy is preserved in Dodsworth’s transcripts from the material collected 
for the Book of Seals." 

This document must also have been among le Neve’s charters. It is a pity that it is 
not included in the Book of Seals. :

Dodsworth sketched the counterseal and noted that the seal bore an eagle ‘with one 
head displaid’, the same seal which was borne by No. 298. Only the first few lines of 
this agreement were transcribed by Dodsworth himself, but he checked it and corrected 
slips. One or two words copied inaccurately or indistinctly he wrote in the margin. 

The identity of the witnesses to both the agreement and the charter shows that they 
were made at the same time. It is possible that the marriage agreement may mark the 
conclusion of a dispute about the tenure of Stow between Gilbert de Gant and Henry 
de Armenteres, who seems to be getting the better of the bargain, provided that he was 
on good terms with his son. Henry’s own knight service is reduced; he gets the con- | 
siderable sum of 60 marks; his lord will bear the expense of knighting his son ; although 
Stow is to be given by charter to Juliana in dower, Henry is to receive its issues for life. 
Moreover Gilbert de Gant will aid Henry to suppress Geoffrey should Geoffrey try to 
oust his father prematurely from possession of the profits of Stow. Since the first 
instalment of the 60 marks was to be paid at Martinmas 11 John the agreement was 
probably made during the autumn of 1209. The ceremony of knighting Geoffrey, 
unless by common counsel it seemed best to postpone it, would have taken place in the 
summer of 1210. The marriage could have been celebrated soon afterwards, but Juliana 
must have been still young at that date. Gilbert de Gant was under age when his father 
died in 1191 and did not come of age until 12Q1. The phrase ‘common counsel’ 
probably means the general opinion of the chief tenants of the honor rather than the 
judgement of an honorial council. Whatever the precise meaning of these words, the 
agreement, as definitely as the charter of William de Anesye, No. 301, takes the modern 
reader into the workings of an honorial court. 

Sir William le Neve’s charters are followed in the Book of Seals by those of a notable 
seventeenth-century character. Sir Simonds D’Ewes was a country gentleman with a 
‘sweet and pleasant seat’ at Stowlangtoft in Suffolk’ purchased by his father. From 
his maternal grandfather Sir Simonds inherited an estate in Somerset, and he married 
a Suffolk heiress, descended as he was proud to claim, from “a prime and ancient

family of that county’.! University-bred and trained to the law, his abilities would have 
won him a distinguished practical career. But his interests were overpoweringly drawn 
to the past and he was happiest transcribing rolls and records and preparing for the 
true history of England which he never wrote. He sat in the Long Parliament and kept 
full diaries of its proceedings from a profound conviction that history was daily being 
made and should be recorded. The merits of these diaries, their copiousness and 
accuracy, have given to Sir Simonds D’Ewes a most distinguished place among the 
authorities for English history in the seventeenth century. On the other hand, too much 
of a Puritan in temperament to stomach Laud, too good an historian to be happy in 
rebellion against the king, Sir Simonds was driven to take refuge in his ivory tower of 
antiquity. He collected books and coins as well as charters. The Book of Seals shows 
how carefully he selected the objects which he prized. His naive account of the way he 
obtained the Basset deed from Mr. le Neve shows how single-minded urgency can 
prevail over a weaker will. Sir Simonds wanted the deed, Mr. le Neve let him have it2 
Not a single one of the deeds depicted under Sir Simonds’s name in the Book of Seals 
can have been his inherited muniments. His acquisition of the Fineshade charter and 
the Chester-Fougéres agreement after the deaths respectively of Sir Henry St. George 
and John Philipot shows that he was still buying choice pieces long after the Book of 
Seals had been laid aside. Dodsworth heartily disliked him. ‘The knight att West- 
minster”? or ‘our freind of Westminster”! is his ironical, and ‘the beast’® his more 
usual, way of referring to Sir Simonds in letters to Dugdale. Sir Simonds lacked the 
dignity of Dugdale and the innocent disinterestedness of Dodsworth, but he would 
Tejoice to realize that the greater part of his collections are now safe in the British 
Museum, where in the words of his will ‘all lovers of learning of known virtue and 
integrity’® may have access to them. Sir Simonds’s collections were bought in 1706 
through the agency of Humphrey Wanley for the library of Sir Robert Harley. By 
that time four of the charters shown in facsimile in the Book of Seals had been lost. 
‘Two had passed into the Cottonian Library, but the other twelve are now among the 
Harleian charters. 

Every one of Sir Simonds’s charters entered in the Book of Seals is shown there in 
full facsimile. Sir Simonds possessed the deed, now lost, by which the sureties of the 
last Ferrers earl of Derby handed over the lands of the earldom to Edmund the king’s 
son (411). Historically, this document is so important that the facsimile has been 
reproduced as one of the illustrations to this book.” Sir Simonds had also collected

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three documents concerned with the establishment of the see of Ely in the reign of 
Henry I. One of them is the solemn charter of the king, founding the new bishopric 
(419). There seems no adequate reason for doubting its authenticity. The other two 
documents are similar to each other in wording. One professes to be the charter 
whereby Hervey, the first bishop, separated the lands of the bishopric from those 
which he assigned for the maintenance of the cathedral priory (420). By the other 
charter the second bishop, Nigel, professes to do the same (415). These charters sur- 
vive and can be examined in the British Museum. It is certain that neither of them can 
have been written as early as the first half of the twelfth century. But Nigel’s charter 
bears an endorsement which appears to be in a twelfth-century hand and it is probable 
that they were cast into their present form before that century was over. The shape of 
these documents is highly unusual, for two seal strips protrude from the left-hand side 
of each of them. In the early years of the twelfth century before custom had established 
the fashion in which seals were attached to charters, a strip might well be cut for the 
seal on the left-hand side of the parchment which was being prepared for use. It is — 
worth noting that the charter by which Henry I gave the bishopric of Ely to Bishop 
Hervey has just such a strip protruding from its left side. This document is now 
among the Cottonian charters in the British Museum. It was entered in facsimile 
among the charters from the Cottonian library in the Book of Seals (430). Again 
there is no adequate reason to doubt its authenticity. It is possible that its form in- 
fluenced that of the two documents which the monks prepared to pass as the deeds of 
the two first bishops. | 

Sir Simonds’s charters are immediately followed in the Book of Seals by seventeen 
items from the Cottonian Library. Sir Robert Cotton, its founder, had incurred the 
king’s distrust by his association with the leaders of the opposition and in 1629 an 
occasion had been seized to deny him access to his library. Sir Simonds D’Ewes records 
how he went several times to see Sir Robert during 1630 to comfort him and Sir 
Robert told him that ‘they had broken his heart that had locked up his library from 
him’. He died in 1631. In addition to the political suspicion that Sir Robert had 
incurred, it was undoubtedly felt that he had usurped for himself a treasury of records 
that of right should belong to the Crown. Sir Robert’s son, Sir Thomas Cotton, 
recovered control of the library before 1640. Since some of the charters possessed in 
1640 by St. George, Philipot, and D’Ewes, all of whom died between 1644 and 1650, 
are now in the Cottonian collection it is clear that Sir Thomas was adding manuscripts 
to his library in the middle years of the century. He was as generous as his father in 
allowing scholars to use his books and manuscripts. He even lent Sir Simonds D’Ewes 
his father’s coins. 


Importanceof The documents from the Cottonian Library entered in the Book of Seals were very 
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carefully selected. Most of the seventeen items are instruments of kings or queens or 
of their near kin. They are all shown in the Book in full facsimile, and most of them 
are very fine specimens. The charter of William brother of Henry II was already much 
decayed, but William’s charters were rare and its subject-matter was interesting (429). 
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The bilingual letter of Odo bishop of Bayeux and earl of Kent addressed to Arch- 
bishop Lanfranc, Hamo the sheriff, and all the men of Kent, has suffered considerable 
damage since the Book of Seals was made (431). Odo’s seal, showing him bothasa knight 
and a bishop, no longer survives. This document is one of those chosen to illustrate this 
book. Henry I’s charter granting the bishopric of Ely to Hervey the bishop still 
survives (430), but the fine ratification by Henry II of the agreement made between 
the sons of Savaric fitz Cana must have perished in the fire which destroyed the Cot- 
tonian Library in 1731 (434). A charter of John as count of Mortain was included 
among the Cottonian exhibits (435), as was the charter of Stephen as count of Boulogne 
and Mortain to Savigny abbey which resulted in the foundation of Furness abbey (423). 
Two charters of Queen Maud, wife of King Stephen (424, 426), are included, two of 
Harald king of Man and the Isles (428, 432), and one each of Louis IX king of France 
(427), Malcolm king of Scotland (436), and Richard king of the Romans (437). No. 
433 is a letter of Nigel de Mowbray, but it is addressed to Henry bishop of Winchester, 
King Stephen’s brother (433). The remaining three charters from this collection in the 
Book of Seals are a charter each of Simon de Senlis III, earl of Northampton (439), 
his wife, the countess Alice (425), and Simon de Senlis, the earl’s brother (438). Seven 
of these important documents have been lost since the Book of Seals was made. 

That no more than two deeds from the Arundel Library are contained in the Book 
of Seals may be accounted for by the heavy preoccupations of Thomas Howard, the 
second earl of Arundel of his line. He became steward of the household on 12 April 
1640 and on 29 August was appointed Captain-General south of the Trent. In March 
and April 1641 he presided as lord high steward at the trial of the earl of Strafford. 
At the end of June the earl petitioned the king for the restoration of his grandfather’s 
title of Duke of Norfolk, but could get no satisfaction. In August 1641 the earl resigned 
his post as steward of the household and before the end of the year he had left the 
country to reside abroad. He was out of sympathy with the court, but was not drawn 
to the opposition. During the war he aided the royalist cause financially. He died 
at Padua in 1646 as he was preparing to return to England. From Oxford in 1644 the 
king had issued a patent granting him the title of earl of Norfolk. Neither of the two 
documents from the Arundel library shown in the Book of Seals has been traced. It is 
possible that the earl’s departure from England prevented their return to his library. 
One of them is the only document coming from the Anglo-Saxon period which the 
Book of Seals contains (440). The other is. the appointment of a seneschal for his 
demesne of Oswestry in the March of Wales by William earl of Arundel in 1439 within 
six months of his succession to the title (441). 

A document belonging to the earl of Arundel’s fifth son, born in 1614, is also entered 
in the Book of Seals in full facsimile under the heading ‘ex autographo penes Willel- 
mum Howard militem balnei’. He was made a Knight of the Bath at the coronation 
of Charles I and married in 1637 Mary, sister of Henry last baron Stafford, who died 

unmarried at about that time. Created Baron Stafford on 12 September 1640, he was 
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advanced to a viscounty before the end of the year.’ The fact that his new title is not 
given in the Book of Seals shows that this deed was entered before September 1640. 
It is a charter which came to his wife as her brother’s heir. By it Nicholas son of 
Robert of Stafford and Robert his eldest son and heir confirm to Kenilworth priory 
the church of Stone and the lands sold to Geoffrey of Glympton for the use of the 
church (130). This charter can be dated 1130-2. It is sealed in an unusual manner. 
Two strips project downwards from the left-hand side of the charter, each bearing an 
equestrian seal. By the time that the Book of Seals was made these seals must have 
been almost indecipherable, for the draftsman has given the figures on horseback a 
curiously contemporary appearance, apparently dressing one of them as a woman. 
The charter itself has disappeared, but it was printed in the Monasticon ‘ex rotulo 
pervetusto in Bibl. Hattoniana’. Stafford and his wife returned to Antwerp when the 
Civil War broke out, and it is probable that this charter remained unclaimed in the 
library of Sir Christopher Hatton. Thirty-six years later, as an unpopular peer of 
the Roman Catholic faith, Lord Stafford fell a victim to the excitement caused by the 
invention of the Popish Plot and was beheaded on Tower Hill on 29 December 1680. 

‘From the charter chest (armario) of the very noble lord, George earl of Rutland 
at Belvoir’ nine charters are entered in the Book of Seals. No date is added to this 
heading and there is no other evidence to indicate when the charters were carried from 
Belvoir to Kirby Hall. Nevertheless it is permissible to wonder whether Dodsworth, 
who was working on the manuscripts at Belvoir on 6 and on 12 September, was at Kirby 
on 15 September, and back again at Belvoir on 18 September 1640,” may not have 
carried with him to Kirby a small packet of the earl of Rutland’s charters for inclusion 
in the Book of Seals. On his way from Belvoir to Kirby he looked in on the earl of 
Westmoreland’s library at Apethorpe to take a few extracts from the Red Book of 
Thorney.” The Belvoir charters in the Book of Seals are well distributed over the 
centuries. A charter of Stephen (442) and one of William d’Aubigny III (443) represent 
the twelfth century. A charter of Hawise countess of Aumale of 1212-14 (444) and a 
charter of her son William de Forz, count of Aumale, of about 1214 (445) represent the 
thirteenth century. The other five belong two to the fourteenth (446, 449) and three 
to the fifteenth centuries (447, 448, 450). It is possible that ‘ye gentleman with the 
broadbrim’d hat’,’ as Dugdale once described Dodsworth, thought he would take a 
representative handful of documents to please his friends at Kirby. They do not seem 
to have been returned to Belvoir, for none of them are to be found in the report made 
of the documents of the duke of Rutland for the Historical Manuscripts Commission. 
The death of George earl of Rutland in March 1641 and the succession of his second 
cousin to the title and estates may help to explain why the documents entered in the 
Book of Seals were not returned to Belvoir. The new earl was a supporter of the 
Parliament.*

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Eighteen charters in the Book of Seals were derived from the charter chest of the 
most noble lady Katherine duchess of Buckingham, and the heading above them is 
dated July 1641. The widow of George Villiers, created duke of Buckingham in 1623 
and assassinated on 23 August 1628, this lady had married in 1635 as his first wife the 
marquis of Antrim. Dugdale notes in his diary under 10 January 1645 ‘The E. of 
Antrim and Dutches of Buck. came to Oxford’! The duchess died in 1649.” The heir 
to the dukedom of Buckingham was born in February 1628, so that, although he took 
his M.A. at Cambridge in 1642, he was still a minor when the Book of Seals was made.? 
His mother retained the title derived from her first marriage, and the deeds entered 
under her name in the Book of Seals must in great part have been derived from her first 
husband’s family. He was the fourth son of Sir George Villiers of Brooksby, Leicester- 
shire.* Most of the duchess’s documents are concerned with Leicestershire properties 
and had been part of the title-deeds of Garendon abbey. A few of them were derived 
from Belvoir and were probably brought thence by Katherine, who was the daughter 
and ultimately the only surviving child of the sixth earl of Rutland. From her father 
she inherited the barony of Ros.® The letters patent of William de Ros of Helmsley 
granting to Belvoir priory the right to purchase the churches of Uffington, Lincoln- 
shire, and Norton by Twycross, Leicestershire (16), and the confirmation charter of 
Newstead priory, ‘the new place at the bridge of Uffington’ (11), were in no sense title- 
deeds belonging to the barony of Ros. They may, however, have been regarded as of 
especial interest to the holder of that title. 

Henry fifth earl of Huntingdon provided eleven documents for the Book of Seals. 
He was descended from that Sir William Hastings of Kirby Muxloe in Leicestershire 
and Burton Hastings in Warwickshire, who took an active part in the Wars of the 
Roses and became chamberlain to Edward IV. He was raised to the rank of a baron 
with the title of Lord Hastings early in Edward’s reign.” The muniments of the Hast- 
ings family were reported on by the Historical Manuscripts Commission before they 
were sold to the Huntington Library in America. The report, of which the first volume 
was issued in 1928, shows that the family possessed a very extensive collection of 
records ranging from the twelfth down to the seventeenth century. The fifth earl must 
therefore have made a careful selection for the Book of Seals. He seems to have chosen 
such records as he considered would best illuminate the family history, in particular 
such as would show its connexion with people of greater consequence. The makers of 
the Book of Seals were particularly interested in documents issued by great men, and 
the muniments of the Hastings family could provide a representative collection of 
deeds issued by members of the nobility in the later Middle Ages. Letters of George 
duke of Clarence and of John Lord Lovel are entered in the Book, each appointing 
Lord Hastings as his steward for certain of his lands, and each describing Hastings as 
‘kinsman’ of the grantor (28, 32). The letter by which Anne duchess of Buckingham

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appointed Hastings steward of her manor of Oakham is also included (23). The earl 
also chose for insertion in the book the agreement between Edward duke of Bucking- 
ham and Margaret countess of Salisbury concerning the marriage between the heir 
apparent of the duke and the lady Ursula Pole, daughter of the duchess. (21) The 
letters patent of Charles the Bold duke of Burgundy granting Lord Hastings an 
annuity of 1,000 crowns in recognition of his services to the duke’s brother-in-law 
Edward IV (33) and the letters patent of Queen Elizabeth Woodville appointing her 
father, Earl Rivers, and Lord Zouche and St. Maur her overseers in respect of her 
Northamptonshire lands (22) were two documents which could not be omitted from 
the earl’s contribution to the book. Two documents were included to illustrate the 
family connexion with Kirby Muxloe (29, 30), but perhaps the most interesting item 
in the earl’s contribution is the charter by which Walter Rumseye gave to Walter de 
Hungerford his rights as patron of the priory of Maiden Bradley, Wilts. (31) This 
document had come into the family with the wife of the second Lord Hastings, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Hungerford and heiress in her own right of the baronies of 
Botreaux, Hungerford, and Moleyns. Five of the earl’s charters shown in the Book of 
Seals appear to have been lost since 1640 as they were not among the records reported 
on in 1928. The fifth earl died in 1643. Neither he nor his successor appear to have 
been sufficiently moved by contemporary passions to take an active part in the Civil 
War. . ; 

Three extremely interesting twelfth-century charters were provided for the Book of 
Seals by a man described in the Dictionary of National Biography as ‘a soldier of 
fortune’. Sir Simon Harcourt was the son of Sir Robert Harcourt of Ellenhall, Staf- 
fordshire, and Stanton Harcourt, Oxfordshire, who had lost large sums of money in 
his attempts to promote a settlement of Englishmen in South America. Sir Simon was 
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unsuccessful efforts in colonization forced his son to attempt to make a career for 
himself, and a great part of his life was spent in military adventures abroad. He was 
knighted at Whitehall in 1627 and he was in England in 1636 to look after his private 
affairs. His father had died in 1631 after selling Ellenhall and his Berkshire estate at 
Wytham. The expedition against the Scots in 1639 gave Sir Simon employment in 
England, and it was probably at this time that he handed his three charters to Sir 
Christopher Hatton for inclusion in the Book of Seals. Sir Simon commanded a 
regiment of foot in the army against the Scots and in 1641, when the Irish revolt broke 
out, he was appointed governor of Dublin with the rank of Colonel. He died of wounds 
in March 1642. It is improbable that such a man troubled to retrieve his charters from 
Kirby Hall in the months of life left him after they had been entered in the Book of 
Seals (42-4). No trace of them has been found. 

Of all the charters shown in the Book of Seals perhaps the most important is No. 
39, the charter of Henry I conferring upon Aubrey de Vere in fee and inheritance the 
office of Master Chamberlain of England. It is entered under the heading ‘from the 
charters of Robert Bertie earl of Lindsey Great Chamberlain of England’. Robert 
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Bertie was the son of Peregrine Bertie, Lord Willoughby d’Eresby, by Mary daughter 
of John de Vere, earl of Oxford. On the death, without issue in 1625, of his cousin 
Henry de Vere, earl of Oxford, Lord Willoughby d’Eresby claimed the title of earl of 
Oxford and the office of Lord Great Chamberlain against Robert de Vere. According 
to Sir Simonds D’Ewes this claim was ‘to all men’s wonder and the great distaste of 
most’. The title of earl of Oxford and the place of Lord Great Chamberlain, Sir 
Simonds points out, ‘had, with little interruption, been joined, near upon 500 years last 
past, together in that great and noble surname of Vere. Whereas the family of Bertie 
was certainly very mean and ordinary in the male line.’ Sir Simonds claimed that he and 
Sir Robert Cotton ‘both joined our best skill and searches together to assert and up- 
hold the said Robert de Vere’s just and undoubted title to the same earldom; which 
in the issue . . . was settled upon him; though he most unfortunately lost the place of 
Lord Great Chamberlain of England, which the Lord Willoughby obtaining, was 
afterwards created Earl of Lindsey’. The ashes of this suit were still hot in 1640, and 
those who made the Book of Seals were careful to facsimile not only the charter but 
also the endorsements on it. It has been chosen as one of the illustrations of this book. 
Although judgement went against Lord Willoughby d’Eresby in regard to the earldom 
of Oxford, he seems to have retained possession of the charter of Henry II confirming 
the earldom to Aubrey de Vere (40). The third charter provided by the earl of Lindsey 
for the Book of Seals was one of the title-deeds of his father’s family (41). The earl of 
Lindsey was very much a Lincolnshire man. From 1629 until his death he was Lord 
Lieutenant of his county. Many Lincolnshire gentlemen turned out for the king in the 
Civil War because of their respect for the earl of Lindsey. He died of a wound received 
in the battle of Edge Hill. 

One of those Lincolnshire gentlemen who was commissioned by the earl to raise 
forces for the king in his own parts was also a contributor to the Book of Seals. 
Gervase Holles of Grimsby, who refers affectionately to the earl as ‘our old generall’,? 
came of a younger branch of the family of Holles of Haughton, Nottinghamshire, the 
head of which was made earl of Clare by James I in 1624. Gervase Holles was the son 
of Frescheville Holles, so named after the family of his mother, a daughter of Peter 
Frescheville of Staveley, Derbyshire. The mother of Gervase Holles was Elizabeth 
daughter and heiress of John Kingston of Grimsby, where Gervase was born. In his 
history of the Holles family Gervase tells a lively tale of his grandfather’s runaway 
marriage with Frances Frescheville? and draws an attractive picture of his hot-tempered 
but generous and lovable father, Frescheville Holles, who died in 1630. Gervase 
Holles was himself a collector of charters and in the years before the Civil War he was 
visiting Lincolnshire churches and taking notes of the monuments and arms in them. 
He visited Mansfield, Haughton, and Tuxford in Nottinghamshire and Staveley in 
Derbyshire as well, because of his family connexions with those parts. In 1640 he was 
living at Newark and he was still living there in 1642 when his son Frescheville was

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born. It was more accessible than Grimsby, but he represented Grimsby in both the 
Short and the Long parliaments of 1640. In April 1641 he was suspended for his 
defence of the royal prerogative. He served at Edge Hill and was with the king at 
Oxford. In 1645 he tried to compound for his lands but could not find the money. 
He was taken prisoner at Colchester in 1648 and after a time of imprisonment retired 
to France. He did not return until the Restoration, when Charles II made him Master 
of Requests and gave him an annuity of £100 a year. He returned to Grimsby, 
was three times mayor, and represented the town in parliament until his death in 
1675." | 

The most notable work of Gervase Holles is his account of his own family and of all 
the families allied to it. The writing of this story solaced his exile, and in the writing 
he was helped, he says, by ‘my worthy good freind M* W™ Dugdale who was pleased 
to take the paynes to make search for me (w™ favour I likewise ow him for severall 
other things in this treatise)’.? Two of the three documents provided by Gervase Holles 
for the Book of Seals came from families whose connexion with his own he traces in 
this book. One was the appointment by John de Beaumont, Viscount Beaumont, of 
William Tyrwhit, knight, to be his steward (55). The sister of Gervase Holles’s Fresche- 
ville grandmother had married William Tyrwhit of Kettleby, Lincolnshire.’ The other 
is a grant by William Longsword son and heir of the earl and countess of Salisbury of 
land in Wanborough and Aldbourne in Wiltshire to Philip Lucy (56), presumably a 
thirteenth-century member of the family of Lucy of Charlecote. The connexion of 
Gervase Holles with the Lucy family was remote. His great-grandmother Anne wife 
of Sir William Holles was the daughter of Mary daughter of Sir William Lucy of 
Charlecote.* 

It seems very probable that it was through the agency of Gervase Holles that the 
first two charters entered in the Book of Seals reached Kirby. The absence of the 
scarlet headline on the first folio of the book meant that it was not until the note-book 
of Sir Frederick Madden was found by Mr. Cyril Wright that the ownership of those 
two charters could be certainly known. The pencil note that they were ‘Frescheville’ 
deeds was much more easy to read in 1858 than it is nearly a hundred years later. It 
is still faintly visible when the reader knows what to look for. When Gervase Holles’s 
grandfather ran off with Frances Frescheville she and her sister were co-heiresses of 
Peter Frescheville of Staveley. But in his old age he married again and had a son and 
heir, Sir Peter Frescheville, ‘an honest and worthy gentleman of good erudition, and 
a great lover of learning and learned men’.® His son and heir was John Frescheville, 
born at Staveley in 1606. He supported the king until after the battle of Marston 
Moor ‘when he delivered up his house unsummoned’. After being in London for a 
time he returned to the royal allegiance. He was made governor of Welbeck, but gave 
it up without action, when he was surprised by a band of rebels.®° The charter of

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Thomas de Chaworth, No. 1 in the Book of Seals, had passed before the Monasticon 
was printed into the possession of Sam. Roper like another Chaworth deed entered in 
the Book of Seals under Dodsworth’s name. It is possible that, like Dodsworth’s deeds, 
the Frescheville charters were left at Kirby and by some means the two Chaworth 
documents came into the possession of a collector of Derbyshire evidences. 

That the Book of Seals should contain a charter from the muniment room of Thomas 
Wentworth earl of Strafford is remarkable, for while the book was being made Straf- 
ford was on trial. He was executed on 12 May 1641 before work on the book was laid 
aside. The heading ‘From the charters of Thomas earl of Strafford lord lieutenant of 
Ireland’ is given no definite date. It is written in the usual bold scarlet letters and 
below it in what appears to be Dugdale’s hand the same heading is written in pencil 
for the guidance of the draftsman. The charter (170) is of no particular note, and it is 
unlikely that the earl himself can have been interested at this time to provide it for the 
Book of Seals. But those who were doing the work were notably royalist in sympathy 
and may well have been anxious to have an example of the earl of Strafford’s docu- 
ments. The most likely agent to be able to procure a charter of Lord Strafford’s was 
Gervase Holles, for the earl had married in 1625 a cousin of his, Arabella, one of the 
sisters of the second earl of Clare. Her death in childbirth in 1630 caused a breach 
between Strafford and his father-in-law. Gervase Holles records that his own father 
could never well agree with the second earl of Clare, but ‘had a most tender affection’ 
for the Lady Arabella, viscountess Wentworth and ‘frequently receaved letters full 
of kindenes and affection’ from her.1 

The Book of Seals contains a group of charters from the muniments of another 
royalist of the north who was also a kinsman of the earl of Strafford. Sir William Savile 
of Thornhill, baronet, was a son of Sir George Savile who in 1607 married a sister of 
Thomas Wentworth, afterwards earl of Strafford. Sir William succeeded his father in 
1626, was a member of the Council of the North, and served in the expedition against 
the Scots in 1639. When war broke out he took up arms for the king. In April 1643 
he became governor of Sheffield and a little later of York also. He died at York in 
1644. It is possible that his documents were obtained for the Book of Seals while the 
Great Council met at York in September 1640. Sir Henry St. George was in York, 
and others must have been there whose documents are in the Book of Seals. The work 
on Sir William’s charters is dated July 1641. It is unlikely that the first charter entered 
under his name was ever his property. It is a letter from the citizens of York to Arch- 
bishop Geoffrey about the advowson of the church of All Saints in the Marsh. When 
Drake printed it in his Eboracum in 1739 this document was ‘amongst the records of 
the city on Ouse-bridge’. Sir William may well have removed it from the archives 
of the city for registration in the Book of Seals. Drake’s reference shows that he took 
care to return it. Since 1739 this letter has strayed from York, but fortunately it is now 
safe in the British Museum. Two of the other charters entered under Sir William’s 
name had come into the possession of Colonel Gascoigne of Parlington Hall, Leeds, 
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by 1909. Of the others no evidence has been found, but it seems likely that Sir William, 
conscious that No. 451 must be returned to York, retrieved them all from Kirby when 
work on them was done. 

The single charter of Lord Fauconberg entered in the Book of Seals (37) was not pro- 
cured direct from its owner for inclusion in the book. The pencil note below the scarlet 
headline on this page has been discussed earlier in this Introduction." It indicates that 
the charter had been acquired through the agency of John Allen the painter, from whom 
inquiry must be made as to its owner before the headline can be inserted. Thomas 
Belasyse of Newburgh, Yorkshire, was created Baron Fauconberg of Yarm in 1627 
and in 1643 was rewarded for his loyalty to Charles I with the title of Viscount Faucon- 
berg of Henknowle. After the battle of Marston Moor in 1644 he fled abroad and 
there became a Roman Catholic. He died in 1653.” That the charter entered under his 
name was one of his title-deeds there can be no doubt, for it deals with the place from 
which his family name was derived. 

Lord Fauconberg’s charter is followed in the Book of Seals by a single specimen of 
another royalist’s documents (38). Sir Hamo Lestrange was the second son of Sir 
Hamo Lestrange of Hunstanton and brother of Sir Nicholas, the first baronet. As a 
younger son he probably had few ancient charters of his own. He was an historian 
and a theologian. Although he was involved with his father and brother in an attempt 
to deliver King’s Lynn to the royalist forces he came to terms with the government in 
1651. His work on the liturgies of the Church of England was published in 1659 and 
dedicated to Christopher, Lord Hatton. 

It was probably from his ‘Cheshire journey’ taken in 1640 with Sir Christopher 
Hatton’s servant to collect drawings of monuments that Dugdale brought back for 
inclusion in the Book of Seals the two charters ‘of Sir Thomas Aston of Aston in the 
county of Chester, knight’. The date when they were registered in the book is given 
as December 1640. Dugdale was particularly interested in those parts, because of the 
suggestion of the Elizabethan ‘pedigree makers’ that the Hatton family was derived 
from Hatton by Chester—‘I doubt’, says Dugdale, ‘this is a fiction.’* Dugdale cor- 
responded with Mr. William Vernon of Shakerley in Lancashire and was in touch 
with Mr. Peter Leicester, later Sir Peter, of Tabley. He was in correspondence with 
Mr. Vernon about the Hatton pedigree in 1647. ‘Such was the ambition that those 
mercenary fellows had to obteyne y° favour of y° late lord Chancelour y‘ they brought 
to him divers old deedes of yt name, which had no relation to Cheshire Hatton.’* The 
two deeds of Sir Thomas Aston in the Book of Seals are both from the fourteenth 
century and of more interest to the genealogist than the historian (45, 53). Sir Thomas 
was a royalist and came of a family long settled in Cheshire. He represented his county 
in the Short parliament of 1640 and wrote ‘A Remonstrance against Presbytery... with 
a short survey of the Presbyterian discipline, showing the inconveniences of it, and the 
inconstancy thereof with the constitution of this state. ..’. When the war broke out

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Sir Thomas supported the king and was captured at Middlewich in March 1643. He 
escaped, but was again captured and imprisoned at Stafford. He was injured in attempt- 
ing to escape again and died at Stafford on 24 March 1645.1 

Through the help of his friends in Warwickshire, notably of Sir Symon Archer, The war- 
Dugdale was already in 1636 acquiring access to muniments in country houses for his "ickshire 
work on the history of that county.” The Book of Seals is therefore the richer by 
Dugdale’s acquisition of a number of choice specimens from Warwickshire collections. 

The ‘rare’ charters of Robert Brome have already been mentioned in this Introduction? 
Dugdale chose for inclusion only such Warwickshire charters as he considered worthy 
of a full facsimile, and from several of the Warwickshire houses he included one 
charter only in the Book of Seals. Richard Yardley’s charter touching the Beauchamp 
chantry in the chapel of Guy’s Cliff, No. 490, is quoted also in the history of Warwick- 
shire. It is possible that Richard Yardley had no other muniments. One charter, 
belonging to Anthony Stoughton and coming from the muniments of the hospital of 
St. John the Baptist in Warwick, is entered in the Book (491). The seal has been in- 
cluded in the Plate of seals. In his History of Warwickshire Dugdale states that the 
hospital passed to Anthony Stoughton, ‘a servant to the Queen’, grandfather of ‘the 
present possessor thereof’.* The decayed state of this charter suggests that the rest of 
the muniments of the hospital may have been consumed by rats or mice. The last 
charter in the Book of Seals (529) came from a Warwickshire gentleman who had many 
other charters but served the Parliament in the civil war, Sir Edward Peto of Chesterton. 
No. 528, which provides important evidence about the history of scutage and military 
service, was owned by a gentleman named Stanton, whose Christian name Dugdale 
never learned. It has already been noticed that he quoted the charter in his History of | 
Warwickshire as it is entered in the Book of Seals ‘penes . . . Stanton’. 

There can be no question that the eight charters entered in the Book of Seals in 1641. Robert Arden 
under the name of Robert Arden of Park Hall are his hereditary family deeds. Park %?4”* #4! 
Hall had been the seat of the family of the Ardens ‘for neer CCC Years last past’, 
as Dugdale says in his History of Warwickshire.’ In the reign of Elizabeth Edward 
Arden ‘had the hard Hap to come to an untimely Death’, being convicted of high 
treason in 1583, largely through the insistence of the earl of Leicester, whom ‘he had 
irritated in some Particulars’. When he was attainted his lands were given to Edward 
Darcy, but after long litigation the greater part of them were recovered by Edward 
Arden’s son, Robert, ‘a prudent person, and well read in the Laws’. Robert Arden 
lived to a great age, with ‘no small Reputation in his Countrey’. He was succeeded 
by the Robert of the Book of Seals, who before the History of Warwickshire was writ- 
ten, “being much accomplisht with Learning, and other excellent Parts, died in the 
Flower of his Youth, whereby the Inheritance of this antient Family resorted to his 
Sisters ’.” 

The nine charters belonging in 1640 to Clement Throckmorton of Haseley were all

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derived from the muniments of Bordesley abbey.’ In 1884 four of them were in the 
possession of W. Bromley Davenport, Esq., of Baginton Hall, Warwickshire. Dugdale 
doubtless saw to it that when they had been facsimiled for the Book of Seals they were 
returned to Haseley. One of them was at Goodrest, Reading, in 1875, but where it is 
now it has proved impossible to discover. The Throckmortons of Haseley were an 
offshoot of the family of that name settled at Coughton. Queen Mary gave Haseley to 
Michael Throckmorton, secretary of Cardinal Pole, when it fell in to the Crown on the 
attainder of John duke of Northumberland in 1553. Michael Throckmorton, who 
had been in Italy with the cardinal, preferred to live at Mantua and gave Haseley to his 
nephew Clement, third son of Sir George Throckmorton of Coughton. Clement be- 
came a protestant and his son, Job, was, says Dugdale, ‘one of those notable Zelots in 
Q. Eliz. Time’. Job’s son, Sir Clement, was ‘a Gentleman not a little eminent for his 
Learning and Eloquence’.? He was the father of the Clement Throckmorton of 1640. 

Seven Warwickshire charters are entered in the Book of Seals as in the possession of 
William Lord Craven at Combe (499-505). The date of the entry is given as Novem- 
ber 1641. William Craven, earl of Craven, was the son of a man who, born at Apple- 
treewick near Skipton, was sent to London when no more than a boy to be apprenticed 
to a merchant taylor, was elected Lord Mayor in 1610, and died a rich man. His son 
William was born in 1606 and took service with the Prince of Orange before he was 
twenty. Charles I knighted him in 1627 and made him Baron Craven of Hampstead 
Marshall, Berkshire. With Prince Rupert Lord Craven was captured in 1637 during the 
expedition under Charles Lewis, eldest son of the Queen of Bohemia, to try to weaken 
the imperial hold on the Palatinate. Lord Craven ransomed himself in the autumn of 
1639. It was presumably while he was in England at this time that the Combe charters 
were secured for the Book of Seals. Dugdale gives no information about Lord Craven’s 
acquisition of the estate and there is no evidence that he ever lived there. Most of his 
time was spent at the court of Elizabeth of Bohemia, for whom he seems to have felt 
a romantic affection. He repeatedly helped Charles I, and Charles II after him, with 
money and was rewarded with an earldom. 

Five charters are described in the Book of Seals as belonging to Sir Thomas Shirley 
of Botulf Bridge in the county of Huntingdon, knight. He was one of the scholars who 
signed the antiquaries’ agreement discussed earlier in this Introduction? and his name 
is often mentioned in Dugdale’s letters. In his History of Warwickshire Dugdale 
describes him as ‘a great Lover of Learning, and especially affected to Antiquities, in 
the study whereof he hath attained to much knowledge, and thereby given no small 
Lustre to this antient and worthy Family’.* He was born about 1590, knighted in 1622, 
and established by his father in the manor of Bottle Bridge, now part of Orton Longue- 
ville. Nothing of the house remains, for already in 1669 Sir Robert Cotton said that

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‘the place where this ancient house was is now converted into a wood ground’. His 
father settled on him in addition to Bottle Bridge, the manors of South Newington in 
Oxfordshire and Dorsington in Gloucestershire and part of the manor of King’s 
Newton in Warwickshire. Sir Thomas was the author of a book called The Catholic 
Amorist and is described in the history of the Shirley family written by a member of 
that house as ‘a violent and bigoted Roman Catholic’. Sir Thomas himself claims that 
he suffered ‘losses, dishonours, disgraces pecuniary .. . for the love of God’! Already 
in 1632 the manor of Bottle Bridge was seized for Sir Thomas’s recusancy, and although 
he was discharged in 1634 he mortgaged the manor in 1637 for £500. The first entry 
in Dugdale’s Diary is the note under 1643 ‘Sir Thomas Shirley lyeth at Mr Turpin’s 
house at Morloix in France’. In 1653 he was at his nephew’s house at Staunton Harold 
and he died in London early in the next year. His contribution to the Book of Seals is 
a group of charters all relating to the Nevilles of Scotton in Lincolnshire (25-7, 35, 36). 

It is worth noticing that although Sir Edward Dering was one of the signatories of 
the antiquaries’ agreement discussed earlier in this Introduction,” none of his charters 
are in the Book of Seals. He was building up the great collection of documents at 
Surrenden in Kent in the years before the Civil War. But Sir Edward became a violent 
Opponent of the policy of Laud, and in the words of a Kent historian ‘he constituted 
himself the adviser and leader of the restless and complaining in his county’.* It is 
possible that Sir Edward was out of touch with his friends of 1638 before work on the 
Book of Seals was well begun. Although Sir Edward Dering’s charters are not repre- 
sented in the Book of Seals, charters from two collections owned by Parliamentarians 
appear there. | 

Sir Thomas Pelham succeeded his father in his estates in Sussex in 1624 and himself 
died in 1654, when he was succeeded by another Thomas.® The Sir Thomas of the Book 
of Seals represented his county in both the Short and Long parliaments of 1640 and acted 
as sequestrator for royalist property in Sussex.° The charters entered under his name

are Pelham family deeds (492-8). It is noteworthy that in entering them no indication 


is given of the part of the country from which they were derived as is done in the case of 
almost every other heading. It is possible therefore that they were not acquired directly 
from Sir Thomas Pelham himself. It is also possible that Sir Thomas knew nothing 
about the proposal to make the Book of Seals and include his documents in it. About 
1620 the Sir Thomas, then head of the family, appears to have had his pedigree 
registered,’ as it was again registered in the visitation of 1634, which Philipot made in 
association with George Owen, York Herald.® In his article on the origin of the Finches 
Round refers to a paper of his own on the Pelhams, which has not been found. Of 
Philipot Round says: ‘he deals... with Finch precisely as he deals with Pelham. Each

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of these families could be traced . . . to an undistinguished Sussex man living under 
Edward I; for each of them he invented a distinguished pedigree from a far antecedent 
date . . . by deliberately tampering with the evidence of public records’.* Philipot’s 
latest biographer suggests that this bogus pedigree was in all probability taken over 
from an earlier fabrication.2, However that may be, there is no doubt that when 
Philipot accepted the pedigree he must have inspected the deeds. It is at least arguable 
that the Pelham documents in the Book of Seals remained in Philipot’s hands after his 
visitation of 1634 or even from an earlier occasion. He may well have produced them 
for the Book of Seals, informing those who made it as to the name of the true owner 
of the deeds. 
Sir William The other parliamentarian whose deeds are in the Book of Seals is Sir William 
pours, Constable of Holme on Spalding Moor.? He married Dorothy daughter of the first 
Holme on Baron Fairfax and was therefore uncle by marriage of Sir Thomas Fairfax, the Parlia- 
Spalding mentarian general. Fairfax would have saved the king’s life if he could and he refused 
to act as a judge at the trial. He was a lover of learning, the protector of the Bodleian 
Library when Oxford was taken, and the patron of Dodsworth. Constable, on the 
other hand, was assiduous in attendance as a judge at the king’s trial and was one of 
the signatories of his death warrant. Sir William had sold his manor of Holme in 1633 
and his manor of Flamborough in 1636, so that in the Book of Seals he is accurately 
described as ‘formerly’ of Flamborough and Holme. That he had also parted with 
his charters when he sold his land there is no evidence but a high probability. It may 
be significant that Dodsworth himself had in his possession two Constable deeds when 
the Book of Seals was made (488-489). In this company of royalists the Sussex 
sequestrator and the Yorkshire regicide seem strangely out of place.

Ecclesall Bierlow is now part of the city of Sheffield. An account of it and of the family of Ecclesall will be 
found in Hunter’s Hallamshire, ed. Gatty, 340 et seq. Ralf of Ecclesall witnessed a charter of Gerard de 
Furnival for Kirkstead abbey in the period 1200-18 (EYC iii, No. 1279) and others of about the same time 
(ibid., Nos. 1288, 1291, 1293, 1294). In 1225 the witness Henry of Tankersley presented to the church of 
Tankersley, which his son Richard had previously held (Reg. Gray, Surtees Soc. 2); and together with 
Nicholas of Wortley before 1227 witnessed a charter for Watton priory (EYC iii, No. 1685 7.).

The first donor was despenser of the earl of Chester, of whom he held land in Loughborough; he was the 
ancestor of the well-known baronial house (HKF ii. 58 et seq.). From a number of related instruments 
printed by Nichols from the Garendon cartulary (op. cit. iii, pt. ii. 817-18) it would seem that the Thomas 
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of the present instrument was son of Geoffrey the Despenser and identical with the Thomas who occurs 
under Leicestershire in 1176 (PR 22 Hen. II, 185), but it is impossible to date it closely. The other donors 
also occur in the same documents. Holywell Hall lies about 2 miles south-west of Loughborough. Nichols’s 
copy from the cartulary is inaccurate and incomplete.

Anschetil Mallory was dead at Michaelmas 1186 (PR 32 Hen. IT, 126). William de Breteuil was the eldest 
son of the earl and died shortly before his father; Robert his brother succeeded to the earldom and is 
better known as Robert fitzParnell. The family of de Bosco were tenants of the earl’s Norman honor of 
Breteuil from the 11th century, deriving their name from Bois-Arnault near Breteuil, upon which in turn 
they bestowed the distinctive name of Ernald. By marriage with Emma daughter and coheir of Payn of 
Houghton they acquired a moiety of Little Houghton and Brafield-on-the-Green, Northants., and other 
fees held of the honor of Huntingdon (HKF ii. 309). Owing to the fact that for more than 200 years the 
head of the family bore the name of Ernald it is as a rule a practical impossibility to distinguish between 
them.

The original charter, of which secondary evidence is here given, had presumably been lost or destroyed, 
The present instrument must be later than the departure of Earl Robert Blanchesmains at the end of 1189 
on the crusade on which he died (CP, 2nd ed. vii. 532); it is probable that it was later than the death of Earl 
Robert fitzParnell in Oct. 1204, but this presumption is weakened by the fact that he was much absent 
from England, being first on crusade and afterwards occupied by the war in Normandy during which he 
was for a time a prisoner. The only safe limits of date are therefore 1190-1212, the death of the countess 
(ibid. vii. 533). The presence of Herbert prior of Ware is accounted for by the fact that Parnell had 
Ware in dower. He is mentioned in a charter of William bishop of Lincoln between 1203 and 1206 (CDF, 
No. 648, where the name is wrongly given as Hubert, see Jnventaire sommaire de l’Orne, Série H, i. 190). 
It is interesting that the countess records that the original charter was sealed with the earl’s counterseal. 
The loss of the original charter seems to have been a continuing source of anxiety to the monks; as late 
as 1344 they were obtaining a confirmation from Alice de Beaumont (No. 13); see also Nos. 17 and 20.

Roger de Quincy, earl of Winchester, was the son of Saher the first earl by Margaret sister and coheir of 
Robert fitzParnell, earl of Leicester. Roger married firstly Helen daughter and coheir of Alan lord of 
Galloway, constable of Scotland; secondly Maud daughter of Humphrey de Bohun, earl of Hereford and 
Essex; thirdly Eleanor daughter of William de Ferrers, earl of Derby, and widow of William de Vaux. 
The countess Eleanor is mentioned in this charter, and since her first husband died shortly before 5 Dec. 
1252 (CP, 2nd ed. iv. 199) it cannot be earlier than 1253; Roger himself died 25 Apr. 1264. This charter 
must be earlier than No. 19, although not necessarily much earlier. So that the later limit of date may be 
regarded as 1260. It is possible that in Richard the knight of Thorpe lies the origin of the place-name 
Knight Thorpe between Loughborough and Garendon.

The grantor was the son of Nigel d’Aubigny and Gundred daughter of Gerard de Gournay. He took part 
in the second crusade in 1147 and arrived in Jerusalem for the second time about Easter 1186; he died on

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his way home (CP, 2nd ed. ix. 370-1). The reference in the charter to his first journey to Jerusalem shows 
that it was drawn up at a time when his second one was in contemplation. What appears to be Gundred’s 
charter making the gift here confirmed is printed from the Garendon cartulary in Nichols, ii, pt. i, app., 
p. 135. It is followed by a charter, which cannot be authentic in its present form, being a conflation of the 
present charter and a confirmation by Roger’s son. Then comes an agreement between the abbey and 
Ernald de Bosco, which makes it certain that the Thorp of this charter is Thorpe Arnold.

Newbottle is a lost place-name in Water Stratford (EPNS Bucks. 49); the other places named are Shalstone 
and Dodford in Stowe, Bucks. With this charter should be compared one of Hugh de Camville (Oxford 
Charters, No. 54), which deals with Godington, Oxon., about six miles south of the places here in question. 
It is witnessed by Richard de Camville and ‘Alardus’, who may well be identical with the ‘ Oelardus clericus’ 
of this charter. Mr. Salter suggests that Hugh de Camville was probably a younger son of Richard de 
Camville, the elder, by his first wife, and the fact that Hugh’s son Thomas was living in 1227 (Bracton’s 
Note Book, No. 262) affords chronological support for this view. But the Godington charter shows Hugh 
to have had a brother Roger, and there is no evidence that Richard had either a son Hugh or a son Roger. 
On the other hand, a charter of Richard for the abbey of Jumiéges dated 1170 (Vernier, Chartes de Jumiéges, 
Soc. Hist. Norm. ii. 1) mentions his deceased brother Roger, and his foundation charter for Combe 
abbey of 1150, or slightly later, is witnessed by his brother Hugh (Von. v. 584). On this view the grantor 
is Richard de Camville, the elder, who died in 1176 (PR 3 & 4 Ric. I, xxv—xxvi), rather than Richard, his 
son by his second wife. It is not chronologically impossible that his nephew, Thomas de Camville, Hugh’s 
son, should have survived as late as 1227. That the Thomas de Camville of 1227 was the son of the Hugh 
of the Godington charter is evident, for he mentions his mother Christina, the domina Cristina of the 
charter. The charter is copied into the Biddlesden cartulary (Harl. MS. 4714, f. 338) at the end of the 
Westbury section and bears no relation to the other Westbury charters, all of which are of considerably 
later date. This Camville interest in Westbury seems hitherto to have escaped notice. In the 13th century 
the Harangs became the predominant family there (VCH Bucks. iv. 263; cf. No. 9 ante).

Roger de Somery married Nichola, sister and coheir of Hugh d’Aubigny, earl of Arundel, who died 
7 May 1243, which Hugh was son of Mabel, sister and coheir of Ranulf III, earl of Chester (CP, 2nd ed. 
i. 237). The Despenser lands in Loughborough and the neighbourhood (Nos. 3 and 19) were held of the 
honor of Chester, and Roger’s interest must have been derived through his wife and her mother. On the 
Close Roll of 1244 the service of Philip de Corlingstorp of a third of a fee in Thorpe Muntford was assigned 
to Roger and his wife in respect of their share of the Chester and Arundel inheritance (Close Rolls, 1242-7, 
251). The name of Thorpe Muntford has disappeared, but Farrer (HKF ii. 63) suggests that it is now 
represented by Woodthorpe near Loughborough. This seems very likely, for the same third of a fee in 
Thorpe Muntford is mentioned in a list of Arundel fees of 1235-6 which includes the Despenser lands and 
others. in this district (Fees, 517). The agreement must be later than the earl of Arundel’s death in 1243. 
It is probably very little later than that date. No. 19 is witnessed by Serlo son of Richard son of Serlo de 
Torp, who is presumably the son of Richard and the grandson of Serlo, who both witness the present 
charter. It is possible that the Henry son of Serlo and Richard his brother, associated as grantors with 
Thomas Despénser in Henry II’s reign, may be an earlier generation of this family, see No. 3.

Alice was the eldest daughter and coheir of Alexander Comyn, sheriff of Aberdeen, and heir of line to her 
uncle John Comyn, earl of Buchan and constable of Scotland (see No. 17 below), and wife of Henry de 
Beaumont (CP, 2nd ed. ii. 59-60, 375). The Scottish estates were forfeited, but this charter shows her in 


possession of a part of the honor of Leicester which had descended to her uncle through the earls of 
Winchester. See note to No. 5 above.

MSS. Com. Rutland Rep. iv. 107). We have here another branch of the family establishing itself in England 
at a later date. Philip had two brothers, Oliver and Marchisius (Round, CDF, No. 408). The manor of 
Enderby was given to Oliver by Parnell countess of Leicester, a gift confirmed by King John, 16 Dec. 1204 
(Rot. Chart. i. 140); Oliver gave land in Enderby to Croxton abbey, which was confirmed by his brother 
Philip (Nichols, iv, pt. i. 157). Oliver must have died without issue and been succeeded by Philip. Philip 
died in the Holy Land in 1235 (M. Paris, Chron. Mai., RS, iii. 373). Oliver de St. George occurs on the 
rolls between 1230 and 1235. He accompanied Philip to the Holy Land, as did Bertram de Garclip (Pat. 
Rolls, 1232-47, 101). Roger de Quincy took the title of earl of Winchester on his mother’s death in 1235-6.

This cannot be regarded as a rule 
which holds good in all cases, and the present charter illustrates the point; see also Facsimiles of Early 
Charters, NRS iv. 67. The first formula is applied both to the grantor and to his father, who died in 1259, 
whereas the second is applied to the bishop of Norwich who was still alive. It is perhaps significant that 
the bishop, Roger Skerning, bore the name of one of the villages with which the charter deals.

This important charter is the root of title to the Master Chamberlainship or, as it is now called, the office 
of Lord Great Chamberlain. The history of the office has been exhaustively treated by Mr. G. H. White in 
CP, 2nd ed. x, Appendix F, 47-90, this charter being discussed at pp. 54-6: he has rendered further com- 
ment superfluous. The date can be fixed within narrow limits. A charter of the king dated at Winchester, 
1133, has a long list of witnesses including Aubrey de Vere, of whom no less than seven witness the present 
charter (Farrer, Itin., No. 697). Two charters are dated at Westbourne in transfretatione, one being dated 
1133 (ibid., Nos. 704, 707); Fareham lies between Winchester and Westbourne. The actual crossing to 
Normandy took place on 2 or 3 Aug. (ibid., No. 714). Thereafter a charter dated at Rouen 1133 is attested 
by five of the witnesses to this charter (ibid., No. 715).

This charter and the circumstances leading up to it have been discussed by Round in Geoffrey de Mandeville, 
179-94, 239-40, 439, but notwithstanding his high authority the view there put forward seems to call for 
further examination. 

Not later than 1139 Aubrey had married Beatrix, who on the death of her grandfather Count Manasses 
in that year became countess of Guisnes. In 1142 the Empress Maud executed a charter creating Aubrey 
earl of Cambridgeshire and giving him the third penny of that county, unless it should be that the king 
of Scotland already had that earldom; if it thus happened that Aubrey failed to obtain this earldom she 
granted that he should be earl of one of four counties, Oxfordshire, Berkshire, Wiltshire, or Dorset, as 
he might choose (Round, op. cit. 180). Later in the same year this grant was confirmed by the future 
Henry II, then a boy of 94, as rectus heres Anglie et Normannie (ibid. 186). In the empress’s charter 
Aubrey is described as comes and rightly, for he was then count of Guisnes in right of his wife. In or 
before 1146 the marriage of Aubrey and Beatrix must have been annulled, for she died, apparently in 
1146, as the wife of Baldwin of Ardres (ibid. 189). Aubrey never in fact became earl of Cambridge, and in 
a charter not later than 1147 he styles himself earl of Oxford (ibid. 194). 

Round’s view (op. cit. 239-40) is that the present charter is a new creation, that Henry did not recognize 
the validity of his mother’s charter of 1142, which would render the present grant of the third penny 
unnecessary, and that the comital style here given to Aubrey is referable to his countship of Guisnes. To 
this there seem to be serious objections. Aubrey’s marriage with the countess had been annulled; more- 
over, she was dead without issue and her cousin Arnold of Ghent was in possession of the comté and 
actually styled count: neither in law nor in fact was Aubrey count of Guisnes. To meet this Round prints 
a charter of Ording, abbot of St. Edmunds, making a grant Alberico comiti Gisnensi (op. cit. 189), Ording 
being the successor of Abbot Anselm who died in 1148. At first sight this seems sound evidence that 
Aubrey continued to. be styled count of Guisnes after the annulment of his marriage and his wife’s death; 
but Ording’s charter has since been again printed by Warner and Ellis (BM Facsimiles, No. 18), who point 
out that in 1138 Anselm was elected to the bishopric of London and Ording made abbot in his stead; 
Anselm’s election was ultimately quashed and he resumed the abbacy, ousting Ording probably in 1141; 
on Anselm’s death in 1148 Ording again became abbot. They attribute this charter to Ording’s first 
abbacy, and if Aubrey was styling himself earl of Oxford in 1147 it is unlikely that the abbot would style 
him count of Guisnes in 1148 or later. The argument that if Henry had recognized his mother’s grant as 
valid the present grant would have been unnecessary seems to be based on a misconception; the only 
third penny granted by the empress was that of Cambridgeshire; there was no express grant of the third 
penny of Oxfordshire and it is difficult to see what warrant the officials concerned would have had for 
paying it to him. Finally, it must not be forgotten that Henry had himself confirmed the empress’s grant. 
Had he wished to escape obligation, his youth at the time of that confirmation might have afforded a good 
pretext. 

It is submitted that the present charter is really based on the assumption of the validity of the empress’s 
charter and recognizes it to have created Aubrey an earl. That grant, however, was incomplete and the 
position exceptional. In modern parlance Aubrey had been given an option over the earldom of Oxford 
and had exercised it, but something more was needed to perfect his title and to put him in possession, and 
the problem was to accomplish this without impugning the earlier grant. It was done by the grant of the 
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third penny of Oxfordshire ut sit inde comes; armed with this he would receive the third penny which, 
operating after the manner of esplees, would be evidence that the earldom had been delivered to him and 
that he had possession of it.

Both Pinchon and his son Hugh were stewards of the bishop of Durham. In 1115 Pinchon the steward 
held of the bishop 2 car. 7 bov. in Fulstow (Lindsey Survey, LRS xix. 248) and 4 car. 6 boy. in Fulletby 
and Oxcombe (ibid. 257); while Hugh son of Pinchon held 4 bov. in Friskney of him (ibid. 253). In the 
Book of Fees and Feudal Aids the descent of these lands can be traced through the family of Bek to Robert 
of Willoughby who obtained the inspeximus of 1411; this similar devolution identifies the Pinchon and 
Hugh of the Survey as father and son. We learn from the continuator of Simeon of Durham (RS i. 156-7) 
that in 1144 Hugh son of Pinchon, the steward of William de Sainte-Barbe, bishop of Durham, betrayed 
his lord and joined William Cumin, who had usurped the see; the full tale of his iniquities is set out. An 
original charter of Bishop William de Sainte-Barbe in the treasury of Durham cathedral confirms Hugh’s. 
gift of Windgate and Smeaton, co. Durham, to Hugh Burrel (Surtees, Hist. of Durham, i. 97). At an 
uncertain date Hugh, described as seneschal of the bishop of Durham, gave land at Wainfleet, Lincs., to 
Bury St. Edmunds (Douglas, Feudal Documents, No. 213). He was still living in 1166, when he was returned 
as holding of the bishop of Durham 7 knights’ fees of the old feoffment in Lincolnshire and one of the 
same in the bishopric (RB 416-17): this is his last occurrence. A series of charters for Kirkstead abbey 
(Stenton, Danelaw Charters, Nos. 172-9) dealing with land in Kirkby on Bain show that it was by the 
marriage of Hugh’s daughter and heiress Agnes to Walter Bek that his lands passed to that family, but 
since the earliest of these is dated 1162, when Hugh was still living, Kirkby must have been Agnes’s mar- 
riage portion. The materials for dating the charter are scanty. Since Ranulf earl of Chester succeeded 
his cousin, Richard, who was drowned in the White Ship on 25 Nov. 1120, it can hardly be earlier than 
1121; the later limit is the king’s last crossing to Normandy at the beginning of Aug. 1133. Robert Bertie, 
earl of Lindsey and Lord Willoughby d’Eresby, in whose possession this charter was in 1640, was the 
representative of the Robert of Willoughby of 1411; it was therefore still in proper custody.

Richard de Camville, the grantor, was the eldest son of Richard de Camville the elder by his second wife 
Milisent, widow of Robert Marmion (of Tamworth who died 1143-4) and cousin to Henry I’s queen 
Adeliza, who gave her part of the manor of Stanton Harcourt, giving other parts to Reading abbey, the 
Templars, and William de Harfleur (White Kennett, Parochial Antiquities, 2nd ed. i. 154, from a Reading 
cartulary). Richard the father died in 1176 (PR 3 & 4 Ric. I, xxxvi); the date of Milisent’s death is un- 
certain, but the language of a charter of 1170 by which her husband, Richard de Camville, gave tithe in 
Hautot-l’Auvray, Seine-Inf., to the abbey of Jumiéges suggests that she was then dead (Vernier, Chartes 
de Jumiéges, Soc. Hist. Norm. ii. 1). The family took its name from Canville-les-Deux-Eglises, Seine- 
Inf., arr. Yvetot, about 4 miles from Hautot-l’Auvray. The grantor died at Acre on crusade in 1191; his 
eventual heir was his daughter Isabel who married Robert de Harcourt (PR 3 & 4 Ric. I, 251). Assuming 


that the land here granted at some time reverted to the Harcourts this charter was in 1640 in proper custody. 
Continuous entries on the Pipe Rolls from 1177 to 1191, confirmed by an entry in the Eynsham cartulary

(i. 398, Ox. Hist. Soc.), suggest that the manor was throughout that period in the king’s hand, but the 
present charter seems to show that at some time Richard de Camville was in possession and it may be 
that the entries in question relate to other parts of the manor. The actual transaction seems to have been 
in essence a gift by Robert Pipard to his brother Richard, effected by a surrender to the chief lord of the 
fee and a regrant by him, thus avoiding the creation of a mesne tenancy: for a similar case see No. 301.

Hugh earl of Chester was deprived of his earldom in 1174 as a result of his share in the great rebellion 
and was restored to full possession of his lands at the council of Northampton in Jan. 1177; he died 30 June

1181. John of Oxford was consecrated bishop of Norwich 14 Dec. 1175. The king left England in Apr. 
1180 and did not return until the end of July 1181. This gives the limits of date 1177-80, and in view of 
the names of the witnesses it seems certain that the charter passed at the council of Northampton in Jan. 
1177. Eyton noticed this charter from Dodsworth MSS. cxxx, f. 1195 and attributed it to this occasion (Itin. 
210). Nicholas of Stafford seems to have enfeoffed Noel with Ronton and Cooksland probably before 
1100 and Nicholas’s son, Robert of Stafford, seems to have enfeoffed Noel’s son, Robert, with Burgh by 
Gnossal in the reign of Stephen (W. Salt Coll. ii. 219 and 256). Robert son of Noel founded Ronton priory, 
and much information about the family is to be found in General Wrottesley’s abstract of the cartulary in 
W. Salt Coll. iv. William de Harcourt, son and heir of the Robert of No. 44, married Alice daughter and 
coheir of Thomas the grantee. In 1640, therefore, the original of this charter was in proper custody. The 
inquisition on the death of Richard de Harcourt in 1258 (Cal. Ing. p.m. i, No. 41 1) shows him holding the 
manor of Ellenhall, Staffs., of the bishop of Lichfield and Coventry for half a knight’s fee. In the bishop’s 
return of 1166 (RB 263) Robert son of Noel is shown as holding half a knight’s fee of the old enfeoffment. 
Richard Peche was consecrated bishop in 1161, so that his charter, here confirmed, was a regrant, or 
confirmation of Thomas’s inheritance. Laurence occurs as prior of Coventry in 1144 and died 29 Jan. 
1179 (VCH Warw. ii. 58). The charter of Abbot Anselm confirming Hawstead to William son of Albold, 
here confirmed, is printed by Professor Douglas in Feudal Documents, 127. The wife of Robert son of 
Noel was named Alice (W. Salt Coll. iv. 271) and, as Hawstead came to Thomas by inheritance, she would 
seem to have been the eventual heir of William son of Albold.

Ives de Harcourt, Robert’s father, was living in 1166 (PR 12 Hen. II, 68), but he seems to have died before 
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the end of the year, for in the carta of the earl of Warwick of 1166 Robert occurs as holding one fee in 
Weston and the mention of Ives therein clearly relates to the state of affairs in the time of Earl Roger who 
died in 1153 (RB 1325). Similarly an entry in the Ferrers carta shows Ives as having ceased to hold land 
of the earl and this, though not conclusive, suggests him to be dead (ibid. 337). Bertram de Verdun died 
between Michaelmas 1194 and Michaelmas 1195 (PR 7 Ric. I, 198).

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The early descent of Arden is shown by a suit of the year 1208 (Cur. Reg. Rolls, v. 241). The Domesday 
tenant-in-chief Thurchil of Warwick, or Arden, left by his first wife a son Siward of Arden, living in 1130 
(PR 31 Hen. I, 108), who left two sons, Henry, the present donor, and Hugh (see Nos. 52, 138), who in 
1166 held 5 and 54 fees respectively of the earl of Warwick (RB 325). The suit of 1208 shows that Henry’s 
successor in title was then his son Thomas of Arden (see No. 159); Henry’s son William must therefore 
have died without issue and probably in his father’s lifetime. By a second wife, Leveruna, Thurchil left a 
son Osbert of Arden, living 1130 (PR 31 Hen. I, 105), for whom and his descendants see Cur. Reg. Rolls, 
vii. 102; BM Facsimiles, No. 12; Stenton, English Feudalism, 187, 279. There is an elaborate pedigree of 
the family in Dugdale’s Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 651, which, however, requires correction.

The donor was of Watford, Northants.; according to Bridges (Northamptonshire, i. 586) there were four 
successive Eustaces: they appear to have been called Arden and Watford indifferently, compare Cur. Reg. 
Rolls, vi, p. 284 with p. 304. A Eustace of Arden gave the church of Watford to St. James’s abbey, North- 
ampton (Cal. Chart. Rolls, ii. 371), and this was confirmed by his son, another Eustace (ibid. iv. 376). A 
Eustace occurs in Northants. in 1184 (PR 30 Hen. II, 106) and intermittently to 1242-3 (Fees, 943). It 
seems practically certain that the witness Robert de Pinkeny was of Weedon Pinkeny. He succeeded 
his father Henry in 1209 and died in 1232, being succeeded by his son, another Henry (CP, 2nd ed. x. 523).

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The grantor is the well-known Gervase Paynel of Dudley, for whom see EYC vi. 48-50: the grantee 
held Rugby, from which he took his name (Dugdale, Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 17). The inquisition taken on 
the death of Roger III de Somery, Gervase’s representative in 1291, shows Mabel, daughter and coheir of 
Rannulf of Rugby, holding Saltley near Birmingham by the service of one-fifth of a knight (Cal. Inq. p.m. 
li, No. 813), which identifies the ‘Saluthleia’ of this charter. The date must be later than the grantor’s 
return of his knights in 1166 (RB 269), since this holding is not included. The latest limit is not easy to 
fix; Mr. Mander has shown (op. cit. 48) that Peter ‘dapifer’ is Peter of Birmingham. Alan occurs as 
Gervase’s steward in 1180 (PR 26 Hen. II, 79), also in 1181 and 1182; he also so occurs in 1193, just before 
Gervase’s death (PR 5 Ric. I, 99), and may be presumed to have held office during the intervening period. 
Peter of Birmingham occurs in 1171 (PR 17 Hen. II, 54), but in 1176 his son William makes a render for 
a forest offence (PR 22 Hen. II, 169); this taken in conjunction with the occurrence of Alan as steward 
in 1180 points to Peter being dead in 1176. John de Somery, who married Hawisa, sister and heiress of 
Gervase, was the first Somery lord of Dudley (Staffs. Coll., 1941, 35).

26 June 1262 without issue, and secondly Philip Basset, who died 1271. She died 6 Feb. 1297. For Thomas 
of Arden see Dugdale, Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 650-2. Dugdale assumes that Thomas was ruined by fine 
exacted by the Dictum de Kenilworth, since he alienated most of his properties during the years after 1281. 
Curdworth among other lands was given to Hugh de Vienne in 1281, a grant Dugdale assumed to be 
‘no other than a trust; for very soon after did the same Thomas convey the inheritance to Thomas de

The grantor was brother of Henry of Arden of Nos. 46 and 48. Described as brothers they together 
consented to a gift of Geoffrey of Glympton, the younger, to Kenilworth abbey before 1163 (Mon. vi. 
224). In 1166 Hugh held 54 fees of the earl of Warwick (RB 328), which, however, in 1166 had been 
exchanged with the earl of Leicester. Hit’ is Whitacre. Over and Nether Whitacre lie next to Curdworth. 
In 1166 Simon of Witacre or Hitacre held half a fee of Robert Marmion (RB 327). There is no express 
evidence of date, but on general grounds the charter can be placed late in Stephen’s reign or early in 
Henry II’s.

Peter of Arden died in 1292 leav- 
ing a son John aged 26, and still living in 1338 (HKF ii. 273); he is probably this John son of Peter. If so, 
the pedigree in Ormerod, Hist. of Cheshire, 2nd ed. ii. 86 seems chronologically incorrect. Ormerod (op. 
cit. 76) derives Arden of Alderley from John son of Eustace II of Arden of Watford (see No. 47); this 
seems probable, though hardly certain.

John de Wahull was under age at the time of his father’s death in 1269; he died in 1296 leaving a widow, 
Agnes, and a son, Thomas, aged 23 (HKF i. 67). He must have been married between 1269 and 1272. 
Since the land was to be held of the donor and his heirs the gift must have been made before the statute 
of Quia Emptores in 1290. William de St. John of Plumpton died shortly before 1288, leaving as his heir 
his grandson, William, who was under age and died in 1331 (HKF i. 88). Therefore this charter was 
made in the reign of Edward I, probably before 1288. It is cited by Baker, Northamptonshire, i. 725, as 
from ‘Hatton portfolio of deeds no. 54’. According to Dugdale (Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 652) the grantee, 
Thomas de Arden of Hanwell, married Rose daughter of Ralf de Vernon, ‘by whom (I think) he had the 
said lordship of Hanwell’. From Thomas de Arden of Ratley he received Peddimore, Curdworth, and 
other lands in about 1286 (Dugdale, op. cit., see note to No. 51). The pedigree of the family given by 
Dugdale, op. cit. 651, does not agree in all respects with his account of the immediate descendants of 
Thomas of Arden of Hanwell on the following page.

The places mentioned are all in the West Riding of Yorkshire except Rainton in Topcliffe in the North 
Riding, Stamford in the East Riding, and Somerby near Brigg in Lincolnshire. On the death of William 
de Percy, the last of the first house, his lands were divided between his daughters, Agnes (d. 1205) wife of 
Joscelin of Louvain, and Maud (d. c. 1204 s.p.) wife of William earl of Warwick. Agnes’s son and heir 
Henry de Percy died in his mother’s lifetime, and on the death of the coheiresses the Percy lands were 
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divided between Henry’s son and heir, William, the present grantor, and his uncle Richard de Percy, 
Agnes’s younger son, an arrangement which led to prolonged litigation. William de Percy was under age 
at Trinity 1212 and in ward to William Briwerre, who then recovered against Richard de Percy the service 
due from Rainton, lately held by Alan de Arches, who was dead (Cur. Reg. Rolls, vi. 321). But William 
must have been of age by Trinity 1214, when he occurs as plaintiff in an assize of darrein presentment 
respecting the church of Kirkby Overblow (ibid. vii. 224). He was living in 1242-3, when Thomas de Arches 
is returned as holding Somerby of him (Fees, 1013), but was dead by 28 July 1245 (CP, 2nd ed. x. 452). 
These facts give an outside limit of date for the present charter of 1214-45, but on 11 June 1231 William 
de Percy by a final concord recognized the right of Thomas de Arches to 6 carucates in Rainton (Percy 
Chartulary, Surtees Soc. 25), and in Oct. 1234 there is a record of the final settlement of the disputes 
between him and his uncle Richard before the justices at Westminster by which among other things 
Richard recognized William’s right to the manors of Tadcaster and Linton and the tenure of Thomas de 
Arches from William (ibid. 464). This charter must be later than the former of these, and in all probability 
is shortly after the settlement between nephew and uncle. By a final concord made 19 Jan. 1234/5 Thomas 
de Arches gave 21 bovates of land in Rainton to St. Leonard’s hospital, York (Yorks. Fines 1232-46, 
Yorks. Arch. Soc. Rec. Ser. Ixvii. 35). This possibly gives the latest limit of date. For the Percy family 
see CP, 2nd ed.'x.

This indulgence for the soul of the third Roger de Somery must have been granted during the jubilee of 
1300, proclaimed by a bull dated 22 Feb. 1300; the last day of the year according to the Roman reckoning 
was 24 Dec. The bishops must have acted pursuant to a papal commission, which is not, however, en- 
rolled in the register. The second Roger de Somery of Dudley died shortly before 26 Aug. 1273 and was 
succeeded by his son, another Roger (Cal. Ing. p.m. Edw. I, i, No. 16). About the first Roger de Somery 
of Dudley there is doubt; see Staffs. Coll., 1941, 29 et seq. The third Roger died shortly before 11 Oct. 1291 
(Cal. Ing. p.m. Edw. I, p. 813). In the Monasticon (v. 84) is printed an indulgence for the soul of Roger de 
Someri in similar terms to this, granted by Roger Longespée, bishop of Coventry and Lichfield, on 18 Feb. 
1290/1, which must refer to the second Roger.

Lucius III was elected 1 Sept. and crowned 6 Sept. 1181; he died 25 Nov. 1185. The year of grace in the 
Datum is therefore impossible, but the year of the pontificate and the indiction agree and give the date 
16 June 1182, which is clearly correct; the pope was at Velletri at that time.

Letters of John the abbot and of the convent of the monastery of the Blessed Mary of Halesowen of the 
Premonstratensian order of the diocese of Worcester reciting that, Whereas King Edward IV has granted 
to the abbot and convent his priory of Dodford in the diocese of Worcester so that it may be united to 
the abbey; Therefore the abbot and convent grant and promise that on every 30th December being the 
day of the death of Richard duke of York, the king’s father, they will in perpetuity solemnly celebrate at 
the altar of the conventual church a mass of requiem for the soul of the said duke and the souls of all 
the faithful departed and on the evening of the preceding day will sing solemnly (per notam solemniter 
dicent) Placebo and Dirige in the quire of the church aforesaid; they will repair and maintain the quire of 
the priory of Dodford and will cause a fitting priest twice a week at least there to celebrate masses for the 
souls of the founders and every weekday to say the office of the dead for the souls of Richard the king’s 
father and of Edmund earl of Rutland. Every canon of the monastery at his profession and every 
abbot at his installation or within three days thereof shall take his corporal oath faithfully to observe the 
foregoing.

Ela, the daughter and heir of William, earl of Salisbury, married William Longespée, illegitimate son of 
Henry II, who became earl of Salisbury and died in Mar. 1226. In 1238 she became a nun at Lacock abbey 
which she had founded and of which she was abbess from 1239 to 1257; she died in 1261. Her son Nicholas 
was treasurer of Salisbury cathedral in 1284 (Charters &c. of Salisbury Cathedral, RS, 362), was conse- 
crated bishop of Salisbury 16 Mar. 1292, and died 18 May 1297. The date of this charter must be before 
Ela’s entry into religion and its terms suggest that Nicholas had not yet embraced an ecclesiastical career.

Hubert de Burgh was created earl of Kent on 19 Feb. 1227 and died 12 May 1243. On 9 Mar. 1235 Henry 
III inspected and confirmed a charter of Hubert giving land in Soham together with a number of tenants 
and their holdings to Philip Basset, son of Alan Basset (Cal. Chart. Rolls, i. 195); among the tenants so 
given is the Aylsy Nad of this charter, which must therefore be a subsequent exchange. This therefore 
supplies the earlier limit of date. Philip Basset lived until 1271 and the later limit is therefore the death 
of Hubert.

The abbot of Peterborough was John de Caux, ‘a kinsman of the queen of England; wherefore he was 
treasurer of King Henry IV and justice itinerant’ (Walter de Whitlesey, Historia Anglicane Scriptores 
Varie, 129). He became treasurer in 1260. Philip Basset was appointed justiciar in 1261 and Walter of 
Merton chancellor in the same year. Henry III obtained absolution of his oath to observe the Provisions 
of Oxford from Pope Alexander in April and May 1261. In Feb. 1262 Pope Urban confirmed Alexander’s 
bulls. The king was attempting to recover his royal authority, lost when the barons revolted in 1258. 
Both parties were appealing to King Louis IX of France, and Henry III left England for Paris 8 July 1262 
(Annales Monastici, iii. 218), returning early in the next year. The queen had clearly been helping her son 
to raise funds to enable him to attend tournaments in France. He was abroad from early in Nov. 1260 to 
the spring of 1261, and again in July of that year. These letters prove his presence in England in early 
June 1262. According to the annals of Dunstable (Annales Monastici, iii. 216) he took a great company 
of knights abroad to tourney in 1260 and was soundly beaten, losing all he took with him. The same 
authority records that in June 1262 he was beaten again and seriously wounded in a tournament abroad 
(op. cit. 218). For the political situation in these years see F. M. Powicke, Henry III and the Lord Edward, 
ii. 411-30. 


Professor T. F. T. Plucknett has very kindly supplied the following note on the law of this document. 

‘The queen and Edward (who admit that they are the principal debtors) raised a loan from the Floren- 
tines, who, however, insisted on five substantial persons joining in the bond. The bond (containing the 
five additional names) was engrossed, but only four sealed; for reasons unknown Walter of Merton refused. 

‘It would be natural for the lenders to call upon the would-be borrowers to find a substitute for Walter. 
The fact that they did not do so seems to show that they had already parted with their money and lost 
their bargaining power. They took instead the deed here printed, which assumes that the remaining four 
are still bound, and asserts that the queen and Edward recognise themselves as principal debtors. The 
merchants seem uncertain of their rights against anyone save the queen and Edward, who then proceed 
to give the very curious indemnity which is the substance of this document. Since they demanded five 
sureties in the first place as security for a loan, it is difficult to see how the merchants could pee from 
this indemnity by the debtors themselves, in effect, guaranteeing their own debt. 

‘The “new constitution” is Justinian’s Novel 99; Accursius in his gloss on Auth. VII. 11 cedere explains 
that the benefit of this law can be renounced.’ 

Professor Plucknett adds that he has ‘traced the second renunciation of jus de principali to Novel 4,alaw 
saying that the creditor cannot sue a surety until after he has sued the principal debtor, which of course 
takes time’.

Both this charter and No. 104 are now in the Harleian collection, sold to the nation in 1753 by the widow 
of the second earl of Oxford and Mortimer (CP, 2nd ed. x. 267-8 n.). It is difficult to see how they can 
have still been in the possession of Thomas Astle when they were used by Watson, op. cit. Both charters 
are concerned with the rights of pasture on Hatfield Moor near Hatfield Chase, Yorks., W.R.; a general 
account of the locality will be found in Hunter’s South Yorkshire, Deanery of Doncaster, i. 150 et seq., and 
in J. Tomlinson’s Level of Hatfield Chase. Lindholme stands in the middle of the moor and is a piece of 
arable land about 60 acres in extent raised above the general level (Hunter, op. cit. i. 196). Thorne lies 
to the north of the moor and the river Thorne to the south. The memory of ‘Hutholmes de Clunes’ or 
“Glunes’ seems to be preserved, shown to the west of Lindholme on Hatfield Moor (map facing p. 83 in 
Tomlinson, op. cit.). Cowbridge-end is mentioned among the boundaries of the Chase in an inquest of 
1607 (Tomlinson, op. cit. 62), but does not now appear upon the map. The grantor was a natural son of 
Geoffrey, count of Anjou, and the second husband of Isabel, the Warenne heiress. The reference to the 
counts of Maine is due to the fact that Count Geoffrey’s mother, Erenburgis, was a daughter of Helias 
de la Fléche, count of Maine. Since Henry II is mentioned as dead the charter cannot be earlier than 1189, 
and the grantor died 7 May 1202. The date is probably late in this period, for William de Livet as steward 
and Thomas of Horbury witness together a charter for Lewes priory c. 1198 (Yorks. Arch. Journ. xxxi. 312).

Stanlawe abbey, founded by the donor’s father, John de Lacy, constable of Chester, was moved to Whalley 
at the end of the 13th century.

The charter of Robert, son of Erneis, giving the church of Goxhill to the priory is printed by Farrer (EYC, 
_ tii, No. 1341) and is really a confirmation. Notes on the family will be found in Farrer (loc. cit.) and in 
Registrum Antiquissimum, LRS, ii. 212. In Aug. 1203 Walter de Ver, the grantor, was under age (Cur. 
Reg. Rolls, iii. 64), and was apparently still a minor in 1205 (Farrer, op. cit. iii. 61). Walter was living in 
1212 (Fees, 159), but was dead by Michaelmas 1213 when Sybil his widow was suing for dower (Cur. Reg. 
Rolls, vii. 5). She married as her second husband Nicholas de Chavencurt, a witness to this charter. 
Nicholas and Sybil recovered her dower against the abbot of Thornton Curtis before justices itinerant in 
1218-19.

The complicated dealings with the earldom of Gloucester at this period are treated at length in CP, 2nd 

ed. vy. 689-93. Amaury was the son of Amaury de Montfort, count of Evreux, of the elder line of the 

family of Montfort-l’Amaury (ibid. vii. 716 7.) and Mabel eldest daughter and coheir of William, earl of 
Gloucester. John ceded to Philip II of France Amaury’s comté of Evreux, giving to Amaury in exchange 

the earldom of Gloucester. Early in June 1200 he wrote from Caen to Geoffrey fitzPeter, earl of Essex and 

Justiciar, informing him that he had given to Amaury ‘the third penny of the county of: Gloucester as 

all who were earls of Gloucester have had it and girt him with the sword and made him earl thereof’ 

(Pipe Roll. Soc. xxi, N.S. 89). As from Easter Amaury received the third penny (PR 2 John, 119). By a 

charter dated at Le Goulet in May 1200 John quitclaimed Evreux to Philip (J. J. Vernier, Facsimilés des 

Chartes normandes, Soc. Hist. Norm., No. 16); in which charter Amaury is described as earl of Gloucester, 
but uses his equestrian seal as count of Evreux. He died shortly before 1213. 

By a charter dated at Oxford 29 Mar. 1205 King John confirmed to the abbey this gift of William the 
chamberlain’s among others (Mon. v. 497). The limits of date of the present charter are those of Amaury’s 
tenure of the earldom, but in view of the king’s confirmation it probably belongs to the earlier part of it. 
A number of charters of a William the chamberlain for Margam abbey are printed in Clark, Cartae de 
Glamorgancia, 2nd ed. iii. 890-3; he may be identical with the present donor.

Three branches of the family of Somery seem to have been holding land in Shenley at the beginning of the 
13th century: (1) Roger de Somery (d.

Possibly the artist’s need to get this charter into a small space induced him to suggest that the strip for 
seal and the riband were cut less far across the document than they were in reality. 


This charter and No. 105, the later and fuller confirmation by Roger, the second earl, must be read 
together in the light of Round’s article on ‘Walter Tirel and his Wife’ (Feudal England, 468-79), in which 
he treats at length of the alienation of Langham to Gervase of Cornhill by Hugh Tirel, the son and heir 
of that Walter Tirel who labours under the suspicion of having caused the death of William Rufus. 
Round describes a confirmatory charter of Earl Gilbert, then PRO Duchy of Lancaster; Grants in boxes, 
A 157. It is now DL 27-47, and the collation given above shows it to be for all practical purposes a dupli- 
cate of the present charter. It should be noted that both charters are sealed. We know from a letter of 
Louis VII of France to Odo, bishop of Beauvais, that Hugh Tirel went on crusade in 1147 (Rec. des Hist. de 
France, xvi. 10), and charter No. 105 below shows that the object of the sale of Langham was to provide 
the necessary money. That sale and consequently this charter cannot well be earlier than 1146; on the 
other hand, the first witness Gilbert, earl of Pembroke, died in 1148.

Agnes was the wife of Robert de Mucegros, who died 27 Dec. 1280 (CP, 2nd ed. v. 320-1). Chinnor 
with its hamlet Sydenham had been held by Roger de Quincy, earl of Winchester (see No. 67); he left 
three daughters and coheirs, Margaret wife of William de Ferrers, earl of Derby, Elizabeth wife of Alexan- 
der Comyn, earl of Buchan, and Helen wife of Alan la Zouche. In 1278-9 the verdict of a jury as to Chin- 
nor (Hundred Rolls, ii. 783) states Agnes to be daughter of Robert de Ferrers, earl of Derby, Earl William’s 
son and successor, and to have received Chinnor as her maritagium. She must, however, have been the 
daughter of Earl William since she calls Roger de Quincy her grandfather, and moreover, the affiliation to 
Earl Robert would involve the marriage of an uncle and niece, for Hawise de Mucegros, Agnes’s daughter, 
married John de Ferrers of Chartley, son and heir of Earl Robert (CP v. 307-8).

Isabel clearly outlived her husband, for she refers to his death in a charter reproduced in facsimile by 
Watson (op. cit. i. 169); the substance of the present charter points to its being made during her widow- 
hood.

The most interesting feature of this charter is perhaps the appearance of John the nephew of St. Thomas 
among the witnesses; it is also the only criterion of date. He was the son of Rohese, the archbishop’s 
sister. At Michaelmas 1176 the sheriff of Kent accounts for a pension to Rohese of 11 pounds charged 
on the mill of Canterbury (PR 22 Hen. II, 205). The entry continues till Michaelmas 1185 when it is charged 
as paid to Rohese and her son John, Rohese having presumably died during the financial year (PR 
31 Hen. II, 224). Thereafter the pension appears on the rolls as paid to John until it disappears at Michael- 
mas 1201 (3 Joh.); John therefore presumably died towards the end of 1200. Becket was canonized in 
Feb. 1173, and the limits of date are that event and John’s death.

This charter and the next, No. 108, when read in conjunction with others referred to below, disclose a 
family originating in Rouen and connected with London, no doubt by trade, which as early as the reign 
of Henry I was holding Ashstead in Surrey of the chamberlains of Tancarville. The following pedigree 
shows the relationship of the persons mentioned in the two charters.

A charter of Henry II (Delisle and Berger, Recueil, ii. 456), for which the limits of date are 1180-3, 
confirms to William de Mare and Lecia, his wife, Ashstead, Surr., as Laurence de Sancto Sepulchro held 
it of William the chamberlain of Tancarville (d. 1129); Mitcham, Surr., which Rabel the chamberlain 
(d. 1140) gave to Ralf son of Robert and his wife Mary, daughter of the aforesaid Laurence; and their 
land of Grantham, Lincs., viz. Harlaxton and Londonthorpe, which William the then chamberlain of 
Tancarville had restored to them as their inheritance. Another charter of Henry II (ibid. ii. 205) con- 
firms to the priory of St. L6 at Rouen a rent of 60 shillings in Rouen, the gift of Ralf son of Robert, and 
another rent of 60 shillings, the gift of his wife Mary. It will have been noted that in the first of these 
charters Laurence of Rouen is described as de Sancto Sepulchro; the church of the Holy Sepulchre at 
Rouen formerly stood between the Vieux Marché and the present Place de la Pucelle not far from the 
priory of St. Lé, and his daughter’s benefaction to that house suggests the origin of Laurence’s name. 
Farin (Hist. de Rouen, 1738 ed. ii, pt. i. 97) prints in translation an agreement between the chapter of 
Rouen cathedral and William de la Mare, by which the latter released to the chapter all his claim over the 
patronage of the church of St. Sauveur at Rouen, the chapter promising to commemorate William on 
the morrow of the Nativity of the Virgin (9 Sept.); and the necrology of the cathedral has the entry, 
‘9 Sept. Guillermus de la Mara’ (Rec. Hist. France, xxxiii. 366). The church of St. Sauveur in the Vieux 
Marché was about 200 yards distant from the church of the Holy Sepulchre. It seems safe to identify 
this William de la Mare with either the husband or son of Lecia, and this is additional evidence of the 
exact provenance of the family. 

Laurence of Rouen must have had considerable interests in England, for he occurs on the Pipe Roll 
of 1130 under Surrey, Essex, and London. The Pipe Roll of 21 Hen. II (p. 149) shows Mary’s brother, 
Robert, in possession of Harlaxton; he must have died without issue before 1183, by which time the over- 
lord had restored it to Lecia and her husband as their inheritance. The two charters are contemporaneous, 
and the handwritings both of the texts and the endorsements are identical, but their date is not easy to 
determine. Lecia’s grandfather Laurence was living in 1130, and her son William was old enough to 
consent to the grant here made; both Lecia and her husband were living at least as late as 1180. On 
these data it is difficult to put the charters earlier than the early years of Henry II. A later confirmation 
by Ralf the chamberlain of Tancarville of these English lands to Lecia’s son, William de la Mare, will 
be found at No. 281.

This charter, the earliest charter of Bordesley abbey, is prior in date to the ‘foundation’ charter of Earl 
Waleran (Mon. v. 410). It sets out the abbey’s original endowment. For Earl Waleran see G. H. White, — 
Trans. R. Hist. Soc. 4th ser. xvii. 19-48. Mr. White concludes that this charter must have been made 
either during Stephen’s visit to Lincoln before Christmas 1140 or before the siege of Lincoln began in 
Jan. 1141. He assumes that R. the chancellor is Ralf the chancellor who attested two charters issued 
by Maud while Stephen was in captivity. Since he wrote, another charter issued by Maud has been printed 
(B. A. Lees, Records of the Templars, Brit. Acad. 146) witnessed by ‘Ralf my chancellor’. There is no 
reason to suppose that Stephen ‘had appointed a ‘Ralf’ as his chancellor before he was taken prisoner. 
Philip de Harcourt had been appointed as chancellor after the fall of Roger the chancellor in 1139. In the

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spring of 1140 he was nominated by the king as bishop of Salisbury, although he never secured the 
election. Mr. Clay in commenting on this charter (Yorks. Arch. Journ. xxxiv. 366-7) suggests that Philip 
resigned or was removed from the chancellorship in the spring of 1140 and was succeeded in office by 
Robert de Gant before this charter was issued.

It is impossible to connect all the numerous Nevilles of the 12th and 13th centuries. A number of charters 
connecting Erneis de Neville with Habrough, Lincs., are printed in Stenton, Danelaw Charters, Nos. 273 
et seq.; one of Erneis himself, temp. Henry II, is witnessed by his brother Hugh and his sons Hugh and 
Walter (No. 275), and Erneis and his son Hugh witnessed one c. 1200 (ibid., No. 533). Turning to the 
present charter, the witness William de Percy of Carnaby was dead in 1219 and had been succeeded by 
his son Robert (Percy Chartulary, Surtees Soc. 56); seven out of the eight witnesses witnessed a charter 
of Walter de Ver, son of Adam of Goxhill, for Bridlington, of which the limits of date are 1200-13 
(EYC iii, No. 1344). It should be noted that as Erneis de Neville merely held the land at farm there is 
no question of his having been successor in title to the family of Robert son of Erneis, for whom see

This somewhat clumsily expressed grant is clearly a reduction into writing of an agreement which had 
been arrived at as to the payment of castle guard. The grantor was the son and heir of the justiciar, 
Hubert de Burgh, earl of Kent, by his first wife (CP, 2nd ed. vii. 142, n. a). He did not succeed to the 
earldom, which was limited to the issue of Hubert’s third wife (ibid. 137, n. h). Beeston was a member 
of the honor of ‘Haganet’, ic. Haughley (Fees, 909, 1465); the honor had been held by the Montforts 
and their successors in the 11th and 12th centuries and thus had been connected with the constableship, 
a fact which accounts for the liability in respect of castle guard at Dover here in question (see Round, 
Geoffrey de Mandeville, 326). The date must be later than the death of Hubert de Burgh on 12 May 1243 
and earlier than that of the witness Paulin Peyvre in 1251 (Matthew Paris, Chron. Mai., RS, v. 242). For 
a charter of Hubert de Burgh to Philip Basset see No. 63. The original grant of Beeston by Hubert 
de Burgh to Philip Basset is PRO Ancient Deed A 5282.

This interesting charter appears to reveal the formal laying out of a village in his demesne land by its lord, 
rather in the manner in which a lord laid out a borough. Twenty-three separate holdings are described, 
only 2 of them amounting to as much as 3 acres. One of these is held by 2 men in common. One other 
tenant holds 2 holdings, one of 2 acres and another of 1 acre. The men named are free men and have 
given their lord a present of 3 shillings an acre down and promise to pay a rent of | shilling an acre. They 
undertake to pay the portion of royal service, that is, scutage, due from their land. The lord promises 
to warrant his grant to all these men. To them and ‘to all who shall afterwards take land there’ he 
promises rights of common. They are quit of attendance at the hall moot, and their lord promises that 
he or his ministers will hold a court for them on their free land. A very unusual feature of this document 
is the undertaking that each man shall put up a house on each acre of land. 

The lord, Robert Arsic, was the direct descendant of that Manasser Arsic who in 1103 founded a priory 
at Cogges, the head of his barony, giving his house at Cogges to the abbey of Fécamp to make a priory, 
with the church, and land for 2 ploughs, and all the wood necessary for the monks’ use (Round, CDF, 40; 
Dugdale, Baronage). In Domesday Book Wadard, whose land afterwards formed the Arsic barony, was 
holding Cogges, which was assessed at 5 hides. There was land for 8 ploughs. There were 2 in demesne 
with 3 slaves. The mill and the hay were both worth 10 shillings. There was a considerable amount of 
pasture and woodland. The village had been, and still was, worth £10. No tenants, either villein or free, 
are mentioned. Much of the village lands was still uncultivated woodland. 


It would seem that Robert was deliberately setting out to create a village of some importance, possibly 


inviting people to come in and take up these holdings. In the Hundred Roll account of Cogges descendants 
of some of these men appear. Of the 10 villeins noted in the Hundred Rolls one is Richard le Norreys, 
who held a half virgate, working at the lady’s will; she taking if she wished 2 shillings and 6 pence instead 
of work. Among the 13 free men, Thomas le Nappere, John de la Wike, and Richard de Wike appear 
as rent-paying tenants.

The subject of the seal refers to the hunting tenure of Pytchley and Laxton. 


This charter is written in a curious hand which has the appearance of deliberate archaism. The warranty 
and sealing clauses suggest a date not earlier than the end of the 12th century. Richard Engaine is con- 
firming his father’s foundation of Fineshade priory and elaborating the original grant. His father, Richard 
Engaine I, died about 1177. In 1185 he had been dead 8 years and his widow had married Geoffrey 
Brito and was 50 years old (Rot. de dominabus, 24, 27). Richard, the grantor of the present charter, 
married Sarah, daughter and coheir of William de Chesney, sheriff of Norfolk. He died in 1209 (Mon. v. 
450). Robert de Courtney, who witnessed this charter, died in the same year, see CP, 2nd ed. v. 72-3, 
where a pedigree of the Engaine family is set out.

The manor of Claycoton and a part of Lilbourne together with other lands in Northants. were held by 
Thomas de Astley, who was slain fighting against the king at Evesham; the lands were forfeited and on 
25 Oct. 1265 granted to Warin de Bassingbourn (Cal. Chart. Rolls, ii. 56). Andrew son and heir of Thomas 
redeemed them from Warin under the Dictum de Kenilworth, and by letters patent of 10 July 1266 the 
king confirmed to him the lands thus regranted to him by Warin, the regrant not including the advowsons 
of the churches nor £20 yearly of land in Lilbourne and Claycoton which Warin had given to Laurence 
de Sancto Medardo (Cal. Pat. Rolls, 1258-66, 615). Dugdale (Baronage, i. 669) cites Warin’s charter to 
Andrew, then in the possession of Thomas Astley of Wolvey and therefore in proper custody, and says 
that Andrew paid Warin 320 marks. It should be added that subsequent presentations show the advowson 
of Claycoton to have remained vested in the Astleys down to the middle of the 15th century (Bridges, 
i. 549).

The grantor was Hugh de Neville, the king’s forester (CP, 2nd ed. ix. 479 et seq.). He married before 
30 Apr. 1200 Joan daughter and heir of Henry of Cornhill, and the property here dealt with was no doubt 
part of his wife’s inheritance; she was dead in Apr. 1230 when Hugh had married a second wife, and 
he died shortly before 21 July 1234. This charter can hardly be earlier than 1200, and if, as is probable 
but.not certain, the first witness is Hugh’s son and heir it must be substantially later.

The only indication of date is the episcopate of the grantor, who was consecrated on 23 Aug. 1164 and 
died 9 Aug. 1179. The bishop of Worcester had a soke in London, which was apparently formed out 
of the eastern portion of Edredshythe or Queenhithe and given to the see by King Alfred (W. Page, 
London, 131-2). 

St. Mary’s Southwark being a house of Augustinian canons, the position of Cristina is somewhat 
perplexing. We are indebted to Professor Hamilton Thompson for the following observations: 

‘Soror eorum cannot refer to anybody but the prior and convent, and conferre secum implies, I should 
say, a good deal more than confraternity. The only thing I can suggest is that Cristina gave herself and 
her property to the canons, probably at the foundation of the priory, and remained part of the establish- 
ment, perhaps enclosed as an “‘ankress’’, or as a sister in a hospital attached to it. There is an old tradition

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that the priory succeeded a community of women on the site, and this may point to some foundation 
in fact for the legend. In any case, attempts at combining communities of canons and nuns on the system 
which had some success in Gilbertine houses were not infrequent in the early part of the 12th century, 
as in the early Arroasian and Premonstratensian monasteries and in isolated instances, such as the double 
house at Marton-in-Galtres, of which the female portion migrated to Moxby. It is certainly not unlikely 
that, if a double house was not actually attempted at Southwark, Cristina and her household were allowed 
to reside for life in the monastery precincts and engage in pious duties.’

Miles de Bray the son died 1212-13 (Bracton’s Note Book, No. 1608) and it seems probable that Roger 
died c. 1205 (BHRS xiii. 320). The first witness acted as a judge in 1202 and survived till at least 1215 
and several others among the witnesses appear on the Assize Roll of 1202 (VRS v). The form of the 
charter makes a date much before 1200 unlikely. The original gift of Othbert and his son was earlier 
than 1122, being confirmed by a charter of Henry I which probably passed at Easter 1122 (Von. v. 192). 
In the St. Andrew’s cartulary (Cotton MS. Vespas. E xvii, f. 143) are a number of charters confirming 
this same gift including the present one and one of Miles de Bray; in one of these Othbert is called 
‘de Mera’. The wood of Purnho is also mentioned in the cartulary under Horton (ff. 75v and 76), and 
is described as ‘Sithene Pornho iuxta boscum Simonis comitis’.

In the Michaelmas term 1200 Robert son of Thorold of Bedfont restored to his lord Richard of Herriard 
half the village of Bedfont recovered against Henry of Bedfont as a result of a final concord in the king’s 
court. Richard gave Robert 30 marks and promised that he and his heirs would pay Robert a mark every 
Easter for clothes; payment to cease on Robert’s death (Cur. Reg. Rolls, i. 353). Richard of Herriard 
offered a half mark for the enrolment of this grant upon the Pipe Roll. The entry appears on the roll 
for 1 John, 1199 (p. 130), which was probably still open when the agreement was made at Michaelmas 
1200. Richard of Herriard must thereupon have given or sold the land to Thomas de Haverill and the 
present charter was an assurance necessary to complete the transaction.

The 
present grantor is the son and successor of the founder. He was dead by 9 Feb. 1226 (final concord, 
printed by Heale, op. cit.

A charter of Henry I, printed in 
Staff. Coll. (W. Salt Soc.), ii. 207, shows Enisan of Walton who witnesses the present charter to have 
been dead by 2 Aug. 1133.

The Northamptonshire fees of the family of Béthune are dealt with by Farrer in his account of the honor 
of Chokes (HKF i. 22-6); for an elaborate history of the family see A. Duchesne, Hist. généalogique de la 
Maison de Béthune (1639), with an account of the present donor at pp. 167-76. 

William, who held Tenremonde in right of his wife, succeeded as advocate of Arras and lord of Béthune 
on the death of his elder brother Robert, which occurred in 1193 or 1194, probably on 29 Apr. 1194 
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(Duchesne, op. cit. 148 and ‘Preuves’, 52). William himself died 13 Apr. 1213 (ibid. 175-6; ‘Preuves’, 
92 and 94). The Pipe Rolls show him to have been out of possession of these English lands from his 
accession, there being in particular a yearly render of the farm of Grimsbury by the sheriff, until in 1200 
he figures as owing £100 for having seisin (PR 2 John, 61); this gives possible limits of date 1200-13. 
He was, however, absent on crusade from 1203 to 1205 and thereafter does not seem to have had effective 
possession till 1209 (Farrer, op. cit. i. 25). Moreover, Simon of Pattishall who heads the list of witnesses 
did not become the advocate’s tenant till 1209, when he received a grant of Rothersthorpe (ibid. 44). The 
witness Walter of Pattishall was Simon’s son. The more probable limits are therefore 1209-13.

In the Northamptonshire Survey Roger de Camville held three hides and a half and one great virgate 
in Crick of Roger de Mowbray (VCH Northants. i. 379); at Michaelmas 1130 he was dead and Geoffrey 
de Trailli made fine for his widow and for the wardship of his son until he attained the age of 20 (PR 
31 Hen. I, 88). Since Nigel d’Aubigny, Roger de Mowbray’s father, died later in Noy. 1129, this entry 
must represent the position at the beginning of 1130 or later. In Domesday Book both Crick and Swinford 
were held by Geoffrey de Wirce, Mowbray’s ‘antecessor’. In 1166 Walter de Camville held nine fees of 
the old feoffment of Roger de Mowbray (RB 419), and he occurs on the Northamptonshire Pipe Roll of 
1167 in connexion with Cranford (PR 13 Hen. II, 119). Early in Henry II’s reign Roger son of Walter 
de Camville witnessed two contemporaneous charters for Nuneaton priory (Stenton, Danelaw Charters, 
Nos. 327, 328); as Ives de Harcourt is among the witnesses they are probably not later than 1166. In 
a charter of the late 12th century Roger de Camville at the desire of his father Walter confirmed lands 
in Theddingworth, Leics., to Leicester abbey (Stenton, op. cit., No. 420). In 1232-3 Crick was held of 
Nigel de Mowbray by the heirs of Roger de Camville (Fees, 1467). From the above we can infer that 
Walter was the son of the first Roger, and since there was clearly only one Walter the identity of the 
grantor 1s certain. The family of the grantee gave its name to Ashby Folville, Leics.

For the earlier history of these two manors see No. 85. Two documents in the Record Office also deal 
with this transaction: Ancient Deed A 514 is another charter of Robert de Guisnes giving these two 
manors to the bishop; it is less elaborate in phraseology though identical in substance with the present 
charter, and a number of witnesses are common to both, though the two lists differ materially. Ancient 
Deed A 508 is a letter from Robert to his men of Little Holland informing them that he has given the 
manor to the bishop and ordering them to attorn to him; it is dated at Tolleshunt on 17 Aug. 1248. The 
fact that both A 514 and A 508 are witnessed by the abbot of St. John’s Colchester, the prior of Hatfield, 
and the precentor and two canons of St. Paul’s, London, leaves no doubt that they are contemporaneous. 
The present charter seems to be an elaborated version of A 514, but seven witnesses are common to both 
and it can hardly be much later.

Isabel was the sister and coheir of Robert 
d’Aubigny of Cainhoe, who died in 1233, and the charter illustrates the break up of the Cainhoe barony

Isabel was already married to William of Houghton, the father of her son here mentioned, which latter

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took the name of d’Aubigny. He died in 1235, and at an unknown date she married Dreux de Préaux 
who died in 1252. As an heiress she is unlikely to have remained long unmarried after the death of her 
first husband; in addition, as her son had executed a charter to Aaron he must have been of age. The 
witnesses, too, suggest a date after rather than before 1250, and it would seem that this charter can safely 
be referred to her second widowhood. She died in 1263. It is doubtful whether Cotes is Eastcotes in 
Cardington or Westcotes in Wilshamstead. For Henry of Chesham see note to No. 93.

1273 Eudo la Zouche, who died in 1279 (BHRS xx. 92-3); she died in 1297 leaving a son William la Zouche 
ancestor of the lords Zouche of Harringworth, which was a part of the Cantilupe inheritance (HKF ii. 338). 
It is to be noted that after her second marriage she continued to be described almost invariably as Milicent 
de Mohaut. The identity of Batcombe is established by the inquisition post mortem of Nicholas Poynz

In No. 133 Adam de Port of Mapledurwell made a grant of the church of Hatley; it is witnessed by his 
brother Henry de Port. In 1171-2 Adam suffered forfeiture and exile, and at the same time Hatley que fuit 
Henrici de Port was in the king’s hand (PR 18 Hen. II, 49). It appears therefore that Adam conveyed 
Hatley to his brother Henry and that the latter was involved in Adam’s misfortune. Henry, however, 
must have recovered Hatley, which continued to be held by this branch of the family until the close 
of the 13th century. The present donor must be Adam son of Henry de Port who in 1205 was in possession 
of Hatley (Cur. Reg. Rolls, iv. 24).

The donor was the son and successor of the Nicholas de Stafford of No. 130.. In his note on this charter 
Eyton identifies the King Henry who is mentioned as dead with Henry II’s son, the young king, and on 
that ground dates the charter 1183, the year of his death. The conjecture seems somewhat far fetched; 
the more natural interpretation is an allusion to Henry I; moreover, Robert de Stafford uses precisely 
the same language in No. 197, which is later in date than this one. Robert was succeeded by his son Robert, 
and there is no evidence available for the date of his death, with the consequence that it is impossible 
to date this charter with anything approaching precision. It is later than the accession of Henry II and 
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since this gift is not mentioned in the king’s charter of confirmation (Cal. Chart. Rolls, ii. 64) it would 
appear to be not earlier than 1156, the earliest possible date for that charter. On the other hand, Engelrand 
de Dumart, who is here mentioned as living, was dead in 1185 (Rot. de Dominabus, PRS, 23). The wording 
of the charter may suggest that Avice was not the mother of Nicholas, Robert’s younger son. The writing 
and style of the charter suggest a date in the earlier half of Henry II’s reign.

Ernald del Bec was enfeoffed of half a knight’s fee by Robert de Ferrers, the first earl of Derby, between 
1135 and 1139 (RB 338) and was still living in 1177 (PR 23 Hen. I, 61). After his death Geoffrey del Bec, 
son of Ernald, and his mother Margaret confirmed to Rocester abbey land in Hilton, Derbs., given by 
Ernald (W. Salt Soc., N.S. vii. 175-6). In 1242-3 Robert de Tuke and a later Geoffrey de Bec held a third 
of a fee in Hilton of the earl of Derby (Fees, 994). ‘Comes de Ferrariis’ is the style used by the first 
Earl William, who died in 1190; his son William styles himself earl of Derby except that for his first few 
years he occasionally uses the same style as his father. The Hatton of the present charter adjoins Hilton, 
which identifies the donor with Geoffrey the son of Ernald. An Ernulf de Bec who may be identical with 
the witness of that name occurs in 1189 (PR J Ric. I, 160). Nothing is known of the donee, but it may 
be noted that a charter of the first Earl William is witnessed by Robert Calcun, abbot of St. Pierre-sur- 
Dives, the mother house of the Ferrers foundation of Tutbury priory (Jeayes, Gresley Charters, 2).

The donor, who was the daughter of Simon de Senlis I, earl of Northampton, must have been born about 
1100. She married as her first husband Robert fitzRichard, of Dunmow, son of Gilbert of Clare, from 
which marriage descended the baronial house of fitzWalter. The statements of the chronicle of Dunmow 
priory (Mon. vi. 147) as to the early history of the family are quite untrustworthy: Maud de Senlis is 
there said to have died in 1140, whereas she was living in 1158 (PR 4 Hen. II, 133); again, her son Walter 
fitzRobert is said to have married firstly Maud de Bohun and secondly Maud daughter of Richard de Lucy, 
but in an original charter (BM Cott. Chart. xxv. 23) he speaks of his ‘late’ wife Maud de Lucy and his 
wife Maud de Bohun. The witness ‘Saher my son’ was the offspring of Maud’s second marriage to 
Saher de Quincy, as to which see No. 282 below. 

Maurice son of Geoffrey, also known as Maurice of Tiltey and Maurice the sheriff, was the founder 
of Tiltey abbey, Ess., and sheriff of Essex and Hertfordshire from 1158 to 1164. In 1166 he held one fee 
of Walter fitzRobert (RB 347), a third of a fee of the earl of Essex which was in the king’s hand (ibid.), 
and half a fee of Earl William de Ferrers (ibid.

Trans. x. 303). The London land mentioned in the present charter was part of the fitzWalter soke of 
Castle Baynard’s, for which see W. Page, London, 190 et seq. 

Robert fitzRichard died in 1136 (Robert de Torigny, 131), and it is therefore unlikely that a son of

In 1135 Henry de Boscherville held 3 knights’ fees of the Ferrers honor. In 1166 they were held by 
his son John (RB 337). Two charters printed by Nichols (iii. 5) relate to the present transaction: 

1. A charter of Aeleza daughter of Robert de Bachepuis giving her land in Allexton to her brother 
John with the consent of the lord thereof, Robert Grimbald her uncle (avunculi), and of her son John 
de Boscherville. ‘Hii sunt testes Nicholas de Jubria(? Turnebi) Guillelmus Grimbaldi et tota curia Roberti 
Grimbaldi.’ This would seem to be contemporaneous with John de Boscherville’s livery of seisin in 
Robert Grimbald’s court. 

2. A charter of John de Boscherville confirming to John de Bachepuis his mother’s gift of Allexton. 
This must have passed in the court of the Earl Ferrers, as there are a number of Ferrers under-tenants 
among the witnesses, including Roger the chaplain and Robert de Piru the steward, who witness charters 
of Robert the second earl and William the third. The attestations to Ferrers charters show that Robert 
de Piru was succeeded as steward by William fitzHerbert about 1165, and William by Richard de Fifehide 
about 1168. Robert Grimbald was sheriff of Hunts. in 1154-5 (PR 2 Hen. I, 41); the last mention of 
him as living is in 1160 (PR 6 Hen. II, 2), and in 1163 the sheriff of Northants. accounted for a debt of 
his wife (PR 9 Hen. IT, 36). He was, presumably, then dead. A charter in BM Facsimiles, No. 49, shows 
Robert de Bachepuis the elder giving lands in Berkshire to his son, this John; see also Jeayes, Derbyshire. 
Charters, Nos. 238, 239. Robert Grimbald was succeeded by his son William, but this charter shows an 
elder son Simon who must have died s.p.

West Sheen, now Richmond, was held by the Belet family by the serjeanty of the assistant butlership ; 
see Round, The King’s Serjeants, 165 et seq. The charter is not easy to date Owing to the difficulties 
presented by the descent of the manor, and to the fact that there seem to have been two contemporary 
Michael Belets, one a magister and the king’s clerk, and the other a knight, both of whom occur in con- 
nexion with Sheen and the butlership. In 1206 Master Michael Belet paid £100 to have the butlership 
as his right (Rot. de Oblatis, 358); in 1212 Michael Belet held Sheen by the serjeanty of the butlership 
(Fees, 70), and in 1215 the king committed to Hugh de Neville the land which had been (fuit) that of 
Michael Belet, knight, in Sheen (Rot. Lit. Claus. i. 237b). In 1219 Wimund de Ralegh is returned as having 
the custody of the daughter and heir of Michael Belet with her inheritance in Sheen (Fees, 273); this must 
have been the daughter of the knight, and she was apparently that Maud Belet for the succession to 
whose land in Surrey her kinsman John Belet paid a relief of 10 marks in 1229 (Excerpta e Rot. Fin. 
i. 190). John was dead in 1231 when Henry son of Nicholas paid 50 marks for the wardship and marriage 
of his heirs (ibid. i. 218), and accordingly in 1235 Henry is holding the serjeanty of Sheen by the king’s 
grant (Fees, 1363). The heirs in question were Emma Oliver and Alice her sister, daughters of John Belet, 
who in 1250 were holding the serjeanty of Sheen jointly (ibid. 1237). In the meanwhile, however, Master 
Michael Belet officiated at the queen’s coronation in 1236 as assistant butler de iure ueteri (RB 758), and 
in 1244 Michael Belet is returned as holding Sheen by serjeanty (Fees, 1153). The witness Herbert 
de Alengon occurs in 1203 (Cur. Reg. Rolls, ii. 160) and was still living in 1238 (Bracton’s Note Book, 
No. 1240), but in 1210 he occurs in conjunction with the second witness Robert of Cockfield (Cur. Reg. 
Rolls, vi. 79), while the witness Gilbert Mauduit occurs in 1217 (Rot. Lit. Claus. i. 326). On these grounds 
it seems justifiable to assign the charter to Michael Belet the knight and to the reign of John.

Great Hormead with other lands was held by the Sanford family by the serjeanty of the queen’s chamber- 
lainship (Round, The King’s Serjeants, 132 et seq.). An account of the manor and family will be found 
in VCH Herts. iv. 71, from which the following facts are taken. Gilbert de Sanford held the manor in 
1247-8 but died in or shortly before 1250 leaving a widow, the Lorette of this charter, who had Great 
Hormead in dower. She was living in 1287, but must have died soon after when the manor reverted to 
her daughter Alice de Sanford, the wife of Robert de Vere, earl of Oxford, who was holding it jointly 
with his wife on his death in 1294 (CP, 2nd ed. x. 217). The limits of date are those of the deaths of 
Gilbert and Lorette.

An account of the family of Montbegon which held lands in Lancashire and Lincolnshire will be found 
in VCH Lancs. i. 319 et seq., and a pedigree in EYC iii. 318. Roger de Montbegon temp. Henry I was 
succeeded at an unknown date by Adam, who first occurs as a witness to a charter of his lord William, 
count of Boulogne and Mortain and Earl Warenne, between 1154 and 1158 (Farrer, Lancs. Pipe Rolls, 308). 
Adam was living at Michaelmas 1171 (PR 17 Hen. II, 30) but dead at Michaelmas 1172 when a debt due 
from him was forgiven to John Malherbe (PR 18 Hen. II, 65), who married Maud, Adam’s widow. Adam 
left a son and heir Roger, who was probably under age at his father’s death and who died in 1227. John 
Malherbe died in 1181 (PR 27 Hen. II, 61) leaving by Maud a son, John, who could not have been born 
before 1173. Since.Sulby abbey was founded circa 1155 the donor must be the younger Roger de Mont- 
begon. The form of the charter strongly suggests the time of Henry II, and since John Malherbe the 
younger could not have been of age till 1194 at the earliest, the witness John Malherbe can safely be 
identified with the donor’s stepfather who died in 1181.

Hugh de Dive witnessed a Norman charter of Robert count of Mortain about 1095, and in 1103-6 one 

of William count of Mortain, his son (CDF, Nos. 1205, 1210). Ata later date the family is found holding 

East Haddon, Northants., and land in Eastbourne and Horsted Keynes, Suss. In each case the Domesday 

tenant-in-chief was the count of Mortain, East Haddon being subsequently granted to the earl of Leicester 

after the forfeiture of William count of Mortain in 1106, and similarly the Sussex lands to the family of 

Laigle. It would seem therefore that the subinfeudations to Dive must have been earlier than 1106. The

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earliest mention of the family in Northants. is in 1130, when the heir of a deceased William de Dive was 
in the wardship of Geoffrey of Glympton (Clinton’) (PR 31 Hen. I, 83). The early descent is by no means 
clear, but the subsequent alternation of the names Hugh and William in the family makes it not unreason- 
able to suggest that Hugh the father of the donor of the present charter was the son of the William of the 
1130 Pipe Roll entry and grandson of the Hugh of the 11th century. Besides the present benefaction 
William de Dive gave the church of East Haddon to Sulby abbey which was founded circa 1155 (Mon. 
vi. 904). He married Maud daughter and coheir of Geoffrey de Waterville, who had Corby, Lincs., in 
marriage (Rot. de Dominabus, 14): living in 1181 (PR 27 Hen. IT, 68) he was dead in 1185 leaving two sons 
and two daughters, his son and heir, Hugh, being aged 10 or 12 and in the wardship of another William 
de Dive (Rot. de Dominabus, 14 and 27). 

Turning to Sussex, a charter of William count of Mortain, and therefore not later than 1106, confirms 
gifts of Hugh de Dive to Lewes priory (Cartulary, f. 44; Sussex Rec. Soc. xxxviii. 75); this must be 
Hugh I. At a later date William son of Hugh de Dive gave to the priory land in Horsted Keynes and 
Bromham or Burneham, i.e. Eastbourne (ibid., f. 89, p. 160); the occurrence of a Northamptonshire man, 
Robert of Holdenby, among the witnesses should be noted. As the donor mentions benefactions of his 
grandfather he must be the William of the present charter and not the William who was dead in 1130. 
These gifts are confirmed by a charter of King Stephen for Cluny (CDF, No. 1391), from which it would 
seem that Hugh I, the present donor’s father, died before 1155. 

The present charter cannot be later than 1185 when William was dead. The earlier limit is difficult to 
determine; in the Northants. Survey temp. Henry I a Coleman held half a hide in Nortoft of the fee of 
Peverel (VCH Northants. 1. 378); the document seems to have been ‘written up’, and this may be an 
addition, but if he is identical with the Coleman of Lamora of the charter a limit near the beginning of 
Henry II’s reign is suggested.

The grantor was son and heir of William son of Corbucion, the Domesday tenant-in-chief. As Peter son 
of William he witnessed a charter of Henry earl of Warwick (died 1119) for St. Mary’s, Warwick (Mon. 
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vi. 1326) and one of Roger earl of Warwick for the same dated 1123 (ibid. 1327). In 1130 he figures on 
the Pipe Roll as Peter de Stotleia, Studley in Warwickshire, held in 1086 by his father, being his principal 
residence (PR 31 Hen. I, 108): he had yet a third designation, for in a Worcestershire survey of the last 
years of Henry I he occurs as Peter Corbezun holding 2 hides at Witton in Droitwich (VCH Worcs. i. 330); 
these hides were held by his father in 1086. He or his son occurs three times in the returns of knights’ 
fees of 1166 in RB; as Peter de Stodleia holding 10 fees of the earl of Warwick (p. 325),' as Peter Corbuzone 
5 fees of the honor of Walter Giffard, the deceased earl of Buckingham (p. 312), as Peter de Stodlega 1 fee 
in Worcestershire of the abbot of Westminster (p. 188), this last being Dormston which William son of 
Corbucion held of the abbot in 1086. These returns indicate that on the formation of the earldoms of 
Warwick and Buckingham in the reign of William II the overlordship of lands held in chief in 1086 by 
William son of Corbucion was divided between the two earls. Peter son of William was succeeded by 
his son another Peter, generally known as Peter Corbezun but occasionally as Peter of Studley. The date 
of the elder Peter’s death is unknown and consequently it is not easy to distinguish between father and 
son; if, as appears likely, William son of Corbucion is identical with the man who in Aug. 1060 witnessed 
a confirmation by William the Conqueror for the abbey of St. Pére of Chartres (CDF, No. 1256), it is 
probable that the Peter son of William died before 1166. Peter his son was living in 1200 (Cur. Reg. Rolls, 
i. 116) and his son William in 1212 (RB 604). Charters of Peter the son and of his son William are printed 
in Staff. Coll. ii. 202-5. The grantor must be Peter the elder since his son Geoffrey Corbezun, a witness, 
occurs on the Pipe Roll in 1171 (PR 17 Hen. II, 94). The grantor gave 10 acres at Hillborough in Temple 
Grafton to Bordesley by a charter (Madox, Formulare, No. 406) addressed to John bishop of Worcester 
(1151-8), a gift confirmed by his son Peter Corbezun (ibid., No. 87). That gift was confirmed by charters 
of the empress and Henry II, both of which passed at Rouen in 1156? (Cal. Chart. R. ii. 63-4). The gift 
here in question is not confirmed by either of these charters, but is confirmed by a charter of Richard I 
(ibid. 65). The earliest limit of date for the present charter is therefore 1156. The date of the grantor’s 
death being unknown, it is impossible to fix the later limit definitely, but four of the six witnesses also 
witness Formulare No. 406, and when one also takes into account the facts that the grantor witnessed 
a charter in 1119 or earlier and his father one in 1060, it seems difficult to place it much later than 1160. 
The land in question probably lay in Bearley, a manor which was held by William son of Corbucion in 
1086 and from which the acutal donor took his name: the abbey held land there at the Dissolution (Mon. 
v. 411). No. 528 is a much earlier charter of Peter of Studley.

By a charter passing at Dover in Jan. 1156 Henry II confirmed to the abbey ‘ex dono Willelmi de Kereby 
unam carucatam terre in Thingworth’ (Cal. Chart. Rolls, iii. 381). In a late 12th-century charter (Stenton, 
Danelaw Charters, No. 420) Roger de Camville, son of Walter de Camville, at the desire of his father 
and the request of William de Karebi confirmed to the abbey a carucate and four tofts in Theddingworth, 
the gift of William. If, as seems to be the case, the carucate and the four virgates are identical, the original 
gift must have been earlier than 1156; the present charter, however, appears to be a confirmation. .

The following charters throw some light on the present one: 


1. A gift by Robert de la Mare, with the consent of his wife Wimarc and his brother Geoffrey, of 
various lands in Over Rendcombe to Bruern abbey; being witnessed by Richard archdeacon of 
Poitiers, its date is 1163-73. (Madox, Formulare, No. 426.) 

2. Confirmation of the above by William earl of Gloucester witnessed by Robert de la Mare, the donor. 
and by William and Robert his sons. (Ibid., No. 83.) 

3. A gift by William de la Mare, with the consent of Amfelisa his wife and Thomas his son and heir, 
to Bruern abbey of all Over Rendcombe; there is also mention of the donor’s brothers Simon de 
Solers and Robert de la Mare. (Ibid., No. 460.) 

4. A gift by William de la Mare, with the consent of his lord, William earl of Gloucester, to Bruern 
of 66 acres in Over Rendcombe, the limits of date being 1171-83. (Ancient Charters, PRS, x. 72.) 

Exact limits of date for the present charter are not easy to fix. It must be later than 1163 since the donor’s 

father was then living. Two other charters of William for Bruern, No. 4 above and that confirmed by 
No. 288 below, cannot be later than 1183. If, as is probable, he is the man who paid scutage on the 


Gloucestershire Pipe Roll of 1196 (PR 8 Ric. I, 103), one can only date this charter as probably some time 
after 1163 and before 1200.

An account of the Takeley family up to the beginning of the 13th century will be found in HKF iii. 175-6; 
and a number of charters dealing with them are printed in the Colchester Cartulary, ed. S. Moore, Rox- 
burghe Club, 340-5. William son of Adeliz of Takeley, Muriel his wife, and Elias their son gave land in 
Takeley to Colchester abbey before 1151, the gift being witnessed by Robert bishop of London (ibid. 340); 
this is followed by charters which show Elias to have been succeeded by his son William, and him by 
his son, another William, the present donor. A charter of Lecia prioress of Ankerwyke of the year 1194 
shows William son of Elias to have then succeeded his father (BM Campb. Ch. x. 7), and he was still 
living in 1199 (Rot. Cur. Regis, i. 353-4, 398). On the other hand, the fact that the witness William 
de Hauville is described as ‘junior’ suggests that his father William who died before 1208 (see note to 
No. 157) was alive or only lately dead.

The family of Hauville held Dunton, Norf., by a falconer serjeanty which has been discussed by Round 
(King’s Serjeants, 311-17); it originated in a grant by Henry II to Ralf de Hauville, descending to his son 
Ralf II, and to Ralf IPs son Henry who held it in 1212 (Fees, 129). The present donor represented what 
seems to have been another branch. By a charter dated 2 June 1200 King John confirmed to this William 
de Hauville Takeley which had been his father Ralf’s and his grandfather William’s (Rot. Chart. i. 68). 
There is no chronological difficulty in identifying Ralf the father of the present donor with the original 
grantee of Dunton, but the fact that at the beginning of the 13th century Dunton and Takeley were in 
different hands is against such identity. Numerous charters of the Takeley Hauvilles are printed in the 
Colchester Cartulary, 345-65, and from these it appears that William son of Ralf was succeeded by his 
son William. By a charter dated 1208 (ibid. 371) Adam abbot of Colchester quitclaimed to Geoffrey 
de Hauville son of William the right to lands in Takeley which Geoffrey had by gift and sale either from 
William de Hauville son of Ralf or from William’s son and heir William; William son of Ralf therefore 
died before 1208. Geoffrey was brother of William the younger and succeeded him in or before 1223, 
William dying without issue (Excerpta e Rot. Fin. i. 103; PRO Ancient Deed A 11850). In Trans. Essex 
Arch. Soc. xxii. 68 et seq. is a paper on Colchester Hall, Takeley, in which is printed a number of unpub- 
lished Hauville charters. 

Charter No. 156 shows that the wife of William son of Elias of Takeley was Alice who survived him, 
since she held land in dower; the same charter shows her son, the younger William, to have succeeded 
his father and been of full age some time before 1208, so that Alice cannot have been married much later 
than 1180. If Deudaune had been a first wife of William son of Elias this charter would be 1180 or earlier, 
but the form of warranty against all men and women negatives so early a date. The donee is therefore 
William of Takeley the younger and since he is described simply as William of Takeley, and not as William 
son of William, the charter must be later than the death of his father who was alive in 1199 (note to 
No. 156). The donor died before 1208, and this charter can be referred to the opening years of the 13t 
century. .

For the history of this transaction see VCH Herts. ii, sub ‘Shenley’, in particular p. 265. At Michaelmas 
1179 William de Chenduit made a render of £133. 6s. 8d. pro fine terre sue (PR 25 Hen. II, 56); this is 
the earliest entry on the rolls and as it works out at the round figure of 200 marks it suggests that his 
father Ralf must have lately died. Roger de Somery was dead at Michaelmas 1190 (PR 2 Ric. I, 2). The 
witness Henry son of Ailwin was later the first mayor of London. The conveyance by William de Chenduit 
to Richard son of Reiner is PRO Ancient Deed A 5434: William’s son, Ralf de Chenduit, confirmed it to 
Henry son of Reiner, Richard’s brother, Ancient Deed A 5438. 

For the different branches of the Somery family in Shenley see note to No. 79 above. In the Michaelmas 
term 1204 the present grant was the subject of litigation between Miles de Somery, Roger’s brother, and 
Henry son of Reiner, Richard’s brother (Cur. Reg. Rolls, iii. 168).

The interesting history of Hasculf the forester and his descendants may be read in a record of the Rutland 
Eyre of 1269, which is largely occupied with the misdeeds of his great-grandson Peter de Neville (Select 
Pleas of the Forest, Selden Soc. 44 et seq.). Hasculf was appointed forester in Leicestershire and Rutland 
by Henry I at some date before 1130 since he occurs as forester on the Pipe Roll of that year (p. 87); he 
was killed in his own house by Bartholomew de Verdun in the reign of Stephen. His son Peter was 
appointed by Henry II and occurs as forester on the Pipe Roll of 1167 (p. 125); he lived till the reign of 
John and married a niece of Ives son of Alan de Neville by whom he had a son Hasculf, father of Peter 
de Neville. The chronicler Roger of Howden records that in 1194 on 6 Apr. Richard I and the king of 
Scots ‘came to the house of Peter the forester of Rutland’ (RS iii. 243). 

Since Peter’s father Hasculf was already a forester in 1130 and died before 1155 the bishop of Lincoln 
here mentioned may safely be identified with St. Hugh (1186-1200) rather than Hugh of Welles, con- 
secrated at Melun 20 Dec. 1209. The only other occurrence of Hamo archdeacon of Leicester so far 
noted is in a charter in the Boarstall cartulary (Ox. Hist. Soc. 7), the date being 1186-9. For a list of 
archdeacons see Registrum Antiquissimum (LRS iii. 230n.). The only time when Hamo can be fitted in 
with any probability is after Baldric de Sigillo and before Roger of Rolleston, who first occurs in 1191. 
A Hamo was dean of Lincoln 1189-95 and it seems probable that he is the same man as this archdeacon 
of Leicester. 1189 seems therefore the latest limit of date.

The possession of the original charter by the earl of Strafford shows the grantor to have been a Went- 
worth of Wentworth Woodhouse. The best account of the family is in Hunter’s South Yorkshire, and the 
pedigree on p. 89 shows that from the time of Edward I Wentworth was held by six Williams in succession, 
the third of whom married Isabel daughter and coheir of Walter of Tinsley. In 1327 there was a partition 
of Walter’s lands between his daughters, (1) Isabel wife of William of Wentworth, and (2) Joan, who 
married first John Eyre of Chesterfield, Derbs., and secondly Hugh of Toothill in Rastrick, Yorks. (Hunter, 
op. cit. ii. 32). John Eyre or Le Heyr had a daughter Joan who married Bertram of Bolingbroke (ibid.) 
and is the grantee here; she was therefore William’s niéce by marriage. The connexion of Wentworth 
with Sutton Veney is obscure. In 1195 a William of London made a render for half a knight’s fee and 
for land held by serjeanty in Nettleworth and Warsop, Notts., and Tinsley, Yorks. (PR 7 Ric. I, 21). In 
1242-3 a William de Lundoniis and two others held a knight’s fee in Sutton Veney of Henry Huse (Fees, 
718). Lastly, in 1371 there is a fine between Bertram of Bolingbroke, querent, and John son of Bertram 
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of Bolingbroke, deforciant, of the manor of Ordsall and a moiety of the manor of Nettleworth, Notts., 
and of land in Greasborough and a moiety of the manor of Tinsley, Yorks. (Yorks. Arch. Soc., Rec. Ser., 
Yorks. Fines, 229). This suggests that Nettleworth may have passed from the London to the Tinsley 
family and have been partitioned in 1327 between the Tinsley coheirs; a possible London-Tinsley-— 
Wentworth succession may have given Wentworth an interest in Sutton Veney, if only a contingent one.

Thereafter the 
Pipe Rolls show continuous possession by Robert son of Sewin and his descendants. Richard I was using 
the occasion to extort £30 from Robert.

Elizabeth was daughter of John Comyn of Badenoch, the claimant to the throne of Scotland, who was 
murdered by Robert Bruce in 1306, by Joan daughter of William de Valence, earl of Pembroke. She was 
coheir of her brother John Comyn killed at Bannockburn in 1314, and later she was coheir of her cousin 
Aymer de Valence, earl of Pembroke, who died 23 June 1323; it was thus that Goodrich came to her. 
She married Richard Talbot, ancestor of the earls of Shrewsbury. On the Patent Roll of 22 Edw. III is 
the exemplification of an inquest which found that she had been carried off by the Despensers and at 
Pirbright on 20 Apr. 1325 had been forced by threats to grant the manor of Painswick to the father and 
Goodrich to the son and to acknowledge the same before John de Bouser, justice of the Bench (Cal. Pat.

The grantor, a great-grandson of Richard son of Scrob, was lord of Richard’s castle and a considerable 
tenant-in-chief. The grantee was Walter Cumin of Snitterfield, Warw. The limits of date are supplied by 
the attestation of Richard of Ilchester, archdeacon of Poitiers; he first appears as such in 1163 and was 
elected to the see of Winchester in 1173.

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The charter is of interest as affording a possible clue to the origin of John Cumin, archbishop of Dublin, 
who was already a royal official in 1164 and who died in 1212. The grantee, a Warwickshire landowner, 
is somewhat surprisingly described by his relationship to a man who was apparently his younger brother. 
The first witness, Richard the archdeacon, however, was an important royal official, and if John Cumin 
be identical with the future archbishop of that name, the explanation may be that the charter was drafted 
from, so to speak, an official point of view. The hand in which the charter is written and the general format 
of the document are very reminiscent of the royal charters put out by the chancery clerks.

Hugh de Mandeville must have been a junior member of a family which was closely connected with that 
of the Reviers, earls of Devon, and which came from Magneville (dép. Manche, arr. Valognes, canton 
Bricquebec) about 3 km. north-east of Néhou, the caput of the Reviers barony in Cotentin. In 1093 
Richard de Reviers and Roger de Mandeville assisted the future Henry I to obtain the comté of the 
Cotentin (William of Jumiéges, Gesta Normannorum Ducum, lib. viii, cap. 4, by Robert of Torigny; ed. 
Marx, 271). Roger and his brother Geoffrey both came to England early in Henry I’s reign, the former 
being the ancestor of the Mandevilles of Erlestoke, Wilts., and the latter of those of Marshwood, Dors. 
Both of them witness in Normandy a charter for the abbey of St.-Sauveur-le-Vicomte (Delisle, Hist. du 
Chateau de St.-Sauveur-le-Vicomte: *Preuves’, 55), and in England one of Richard de Reviers (d. 1107) 
for Christchurch priory, Hants (Mon. vi. 304). This charter must be later than the creation of the earldom 
of Devon in 1141; on the other hand, Hugh de Mandeville’s gift of Luccombe here confirmed is among 
the numerous benefactions confirmed by Earl Baldwin’s ‘foundation’ charter of 1141-4 (see V. H. 
Galbraith, Cambridge Historical Journal, iv. 217, 297). After the gift had been thus included in a general 
confirmation a specific grant would be unnecessary, and it is therefore presumably the earlier of the two. 
Hugh died before 1162, since a gift of his son Symeon to Quarr is confirmed by Richard de Reviers, earl 
of Devon (Mon. v. 317).

Alan la Zouche, Roger’s father, was a younger son of Geoffrey vicomte of Porhéet (Mon. vi. 263). A 
charter of Alan’s for the abbey of Savigny (Morice, Hist. de Bretagne, ‘Preuves’, i, col. 656) shows that 
he married Alice daughter and eventually heir of Philip de Belmeis (cf. Mon., loc. cit.; HKF i. 129) and 
that his son and heir was William. Alan was dead at Michaelmas 1190 when William who had taken 
his mother’s name of Belmeis paid 100 marks for his relief (PR 2 Ric. J, 130). William died before 
Michaelmas 1199, when his brother Roger la Zouche made a render of £100 for his land (PR I John, 197). 
The present charter is presumably later than this, and must be earlier than 15 May 1227, when Henry III 
confirmed the gift in question (Cal. Chart. Rolls, i. 41). Letters of protection were issued in favour of 
Humphrey de Scoville, described as a knight of Roger la Zouche, in 1215 (Rot. Lit. Claus. i. 231 b). He 
witnessed William Burnel’s charter for Monkton Farleigh priory, No. 173 above.

For the family of Dunstanville see HKF iii. 37 et seq. and BM Facsimiles, No. 77. Robert de Dunstanville, 
the uncle, occurs on the Pipe Roll of 1167 as holding terrae datae in Wilts. and Devon as for the whole 
year (PR 13 Hen. II, 126, 169); on the roll of 1168 Walter is shown as holding these lands as for the whole 
year (PR 14 Hen. II, 157, 125). Robert must have died at a date not far removed from Michaelmas 1167. 
The later limit of date is supplied by the death of the witness Hilary bishop of Chichester on 19 July 1169.

The grantor was the ancestor of the family from which Newbold Saucy took its distinguishing appellation, 
and they presumably came from La Saussaye (dép. Eure, arr. Louviers, cant. Amfreville-la-Campagne), 
a fief of the Norman branch of the Harcourts (Le Prevost, Notes sur l’Eure, iii. 220). A charter of the 
grantee for Nuneaton priory is printed in Danelaw Charters, No. 316, in which he is described as ‘of 
Leicester’. The present instrument is mentioned by Nichols (Hist. of Leicestershire, ii, pt. 2, 766-7), who 
also cites from the register of Owston abbey a charter of Robert son of Osmund giving his moiety of 
Newbold to that house. The fact that Ives de Harcourt is a witness means that the charter was granted 
before his death in the latter part of 1166.

A later addition to the Lindsey Survey states that Rannulf de Bayeux married Margaret daughter of Alan 
of Lincoln (LRS xix. 246), and on the Pipe Roll of 31 Hen. I (p. 111) Rannulf proffers 20 marks for the 
daughter of Alan of Lincoln. This charter cannot therefore be earlier than 1130. Rannulf must have died 
not long before Michaelmas 1158, when his son Hugh made a render of 20 marks pro terra sua (PR 
4 Hen. II, 137). There are two joint charters of Rannulf, his wife Margaret, Hugh his son and heir, and 
another son for Newhouse abbey, one of which, addressed to Alexander bishop of Lincoln, cannot be 
later than the beginning of 1148 (Stenton, Danelaw Charters, Nos. 244, 255); since no son joins in the 
present charter there seems reason to place it substantially earlier than these. A charter of Rannulf’s son, 
Hugh, is printed by Stenton in English Feudalism, 274.

A notification addressed by Ralf de Boscheville to Richard bishop of Coventry shows this grant to have 
been made in furtherance of an agreement between the priory and Henry the clerk (Madox, Formulare, 
No. 4). A confirmation by Bishop Richard is also printed by Madox (ibid., No. 507): it is witnessed by 
Hervey de Stretton, sheriff of Staffordshire. Richard Peche was consecrated bishop of Coventry and 
Lichfield in 1161 and died 6 Oct. 1182; Hervey became sheriff in 1166 and served continuously until after 
the bishop’s death. In 1166 Ralf the grantor held one knight’s fee of Ferrers, being one of the three which 
his father William de Boscherville held in 1135 (RB i. 337). Ralf was dead in 1202 (Earliest Northampton- 
shire Assize Rolls, NRS v, Nos. 208, 440). The rectory of Sutton belonged to the priory at the Dissolution 
(Mon. vi. 398).

Richard of Fleet occurs as witness to a charter for Sixle priory in which land in East Rasen held of his 
fee is mentioned and of which the limits of date are 1153-62 (Stenton, Gilbertine Charters, LRS, 21). He 
first occurs on the Pipe Roll in 1170, and again 1175-7. In 1195 he paid 100 marks which he had owed 
for some years, ‘ut filia sit deliberata de Radulfo de Chandos qui dicebat se eam desponsasse’ (PR 7 Ric. I, 
160). At some date before 1185 he gave 50 acres in Fleet to the Templars (Lees, Records of the Templars, 
96). An Alger of Fleet appears intermittently on the Pipe Roll from 1165 to 1186; in 1188 Walter of Fleet 
occurs on the roll, as also on the Curia Regis Roll of 1194 (PRS xiv. 35).

In 1212 Geoffrey of Titsey was holding land in Titsey, of the king as of the honor of Gloucester and 
4 fee in Camberwell by the same tenure (Fees, 69). He died before 1242-3, when the land was held by 
John of Titsey (ibid. 685). In 1214 an assize was brought against Geoffrey of Titsey, whom William 
of Titsey had called to warranty for 2 acres of land in Camberwell (Cur. Reg. Rolls, vii. 119); these are 
clearly the donee and the first witness. This charter can therefore be assigned to the earlier part of the 
13th century.

The county came to Edward I 
through his first wife Eleanor of Castile: see C. Brunel, Recueil des acts des comtes de Pontieu, Coll. docs.

For an account of the family of Plumpton see HKF i. 87-8, but the succession is far from clear. The 
grantor witnessed charter No. 238 in 1183-4 and a charter for Wardon abbey which Dr. Fowler dates 
c. 1190-1200 (BHRS xiii. 94). Since he here describes his brother as his heir he was probably advanced 
in life, but it is not certain whether it was he or a predecessor who held half a knight’s fee of Walter 
.de Wahull in 1166 (RB 323). Presumably it was his predecessor who witnessed No. 140 above. Of the 


witnesses Alexander was prior of Canons Ashby temp. John (Baker, Northants. ii. 12) and Robert Revel 
was dead in 1202 (VRS v. 95).

The charter is now in a far worse condition than it was in 1640. It has been rebacked and several letters 
legible in 1640 are now gone. They have been printed within square brackets. 

For Robert, the last count of Meulan, see CP, 2nd ed. vii. 739-41. Holding, as he did, lands in France, 
Normandy, and England, he was placed in a difficult position by Philip’s conquest of Normandy, and it 
was to meet this that by a charter dated 1 May 1204 he granted to his daughter Mabiria, wife of William 
earl of Devon, all his lands in France, Normandy, and England (La Roque, Hist. de la Maison de Harcourt, 
iv. 1966, from the cartulary of Beaulieu priory; reprinted, without the witnesses, CP, 2nd ed. iv. 315 n. f). 
The present instrument appears to be a letter notifying the above-mentioned grant, which, however, never 
took effect. In the king’s court on 21 June following William the Marshal claimed against the earl of 
Devon and the countess of Meulan seisin of Sturminster and he produced a charter of the count of Meulan 
granting it to him; this charter was presumably earlier than that of 1 May. After argument the case was 
adjourned (Cur. Reg. Rolls, iii. 124). Thereafter there seem to have been negotiations with Count Robert, 
for by letters patent of 9 Sept. 1204 the king commanded the men of Sturminster to do homage to the 
Marshal as they had been directed by the letters they had received from the count of Meulan. It is to be 
noted that the count’s sons Henry and Peter mentioned in this letter were already dead. In the course 
of the year Philip Augustus confiscated both the county of Meulan and the Norman lands, and Count 
Robert died a ruined man; he was living in 1210, apparently as a pensioner of King John (Rot. de Liberate, 
226), and probably died not long before 1219, when his widow claimed the manor of Sturminster as dower 
(Cur. Reg. Rolls, viii. 116). Previously, in 1201, Count Robert executed a charter, known by a copy in 
Dodsworth MSS. xc, f. 114, by which he granted one-third of all his lands in France, Normandy, and 
England to his grand-daughter Mary, daughter of the earl of Devon, in marriage with Peter de Préaux. 
It is a curious feature of the count of Meulan’s attempts to dispose of his lands that his grandson and 
heir, Ralf, the son of his eldest son Waleran, was throughout entirely passed over (see CP, vii. 741). In 
the present charter Moreis may possibly be More’s Court, a manor in Sturminster Marshall (Hutchins, 
Dorset, iii. 31). Redelestun has not been identified.

The grantor is Geoffrey of Glympton, the younger, son of Henry I’s well-known minister. In 1166 he 
held 17 knights’ fees of the earl of Warwick (RB 325). Sometime in the reign.of Stephen he married Agnes 
daughter of Roger earl of Warwick, and William son of Ralf was one of Geoffrey’s witnesses to the 
marriage settlement (Ancestor, xi. 153). He held no land in chief and does not occur on the Pipe Rolls; 
the date of his death is unknown, but it must have been before 1175 when his son and successor occurs 
on the Pipe Roll (PR 21 Hen. II, 34, 98). A Hugh son of Hermenfred and a Henry son of Boscher who 
witnessed a charter of Henry earl of Warwick (d. 1119) for St. Mary’s, Warwick (Mon. vi. 1326) seem 
to be identical with witnesses to this.

For an account of the family and honor of Courcy see HKF i. 103 et seq., also a paper on the family by 
Sir H. Maxwell Lyte in Somerset Arch. and Nat. Hist. Soc. Proc. \xvi. 98. Nevertheless there remain 
obscure points in the descent and chronology due principally to the difficulty of distinguishing between 
members of the Norman and English branches of the family who at times bore the same Christian names. 
The attestation of Jordan de Courcy ‘my brother’ shows the grantor to be William III of the English 
branch. Robert was consecrated bishop of Bath and Wells in 1136 and died 31 Aug. 1166.

A charter of Richard I dated 15 Sept. 1189 confirms to Bruern abbey ‘in territorio de Middlintonia terras 
quas Willelmus filius Ricardi scripto suo dedit et confirmavit’ (Cal. Chart. Rolls, v. 221). Milton under 
Wychwood is a mile and a quarter south of Bruern, and a mile and three-quarters east of the road from 
Stow on the Wold, the ‘Edwardesstowe’ of this charter, to Burford; Littlehill is the name of a farm still 
existing in Milton. These details identify the present charter with that confirmed by Richard I. William 
son of Richard occurs on the Oxfordshire Pipe Roll of 1 183 (PR 29 Hen. II, 103). The latest limit of date 
is 1189 and the warranty clause suggests the later part of Henry II’s reign.

Since the witness Walter de Amundeville had sons he cannot be the steward of the bishop of Lincoln 
who died 1166-7 and was succeeded by his brother (Reg. Antiquiss., LRS iv. 157 n.); he seems to be the 
man who occurs on the Lincolnshire Assize Rolls of 1202 and 1206 (LRS xxii, Nos. 189, 1462); Simon 
de Blia occurs on the roll of 1202 (ibid., No. 495). Among the duke of Rutland’s charters at Belvoir is 
one of William de Coleville giving a mill at Muston, Leics., to Owston abbey, which Round dates circa 1200; 
the donor mentions his father William, and it is witnessed by Simon de Blia and Geoffrey de Perfite 
(Rutland Report, iv. 12). Maude de Coleville occurs in 1191 as a large debtor of Aaron the Jew of Lincoln 
(PR 3 & 4 Ric. I, 20), and the debts continue on the rolls till 1202, when her son William de Coleville 
produced documents showing that Maud had repaid the money to Aaron himself (PR 4 John, 223). 
Aaron died in 1186 and, however these debts may have originated, Maud’s husband William de Coleville 
the elder was presumably dead when Maud dealt directly with Aaron. The present charter, therefore, 
must be earlier than 1186; on the other hand, the occurrence of two of the witnesses in the early 13th 
century suggests a date in the latter part of the reign of Henry II.

The original gift of Odo Anglicus was confirmed by Richard, earl of Devon (Mon. v. 317) and must 
therefore have been made earlier than the earl’s death in Apr. 1162; the earl’s confirmation shows the 
land to have lain in Compton. There are no very exact indications of the date of the present charter. 
A comparison of the witnesses with those of William earl of Devon for Quarr (Mon. v. 317-18) and for 
Montebourg (CDF, No. 904) suggests a date towards the end of the 12th century.

For the succession to the earldom and honor of Huntingdon, of which Draughton was held, see CP, 
2nd ed. vi. David, younger brother of Malcolm and William kings of Scots, succeeded to it in 1185 
(ibid. 646). Stephen of Ecton the father made a render at Michaelmas 1187 pro pace regis habenda 
(PR 33 Hen. IT, 100); at Michaelmas 1188 his son Stephen is entered as liable for the balance of his father’s 
debt (PR 34 Hen. II, 129); the father therefore died 1187-8. The caput of the honor was Fotheringhay, 
and a court was sometimes held there (Stenton, English Feudalism, 43), but the court of the honor also 
met at Earl’s Barton (HKF ii. 300); the presence among the witnesses of Thomas the clerk of Barton and 
his brother and of Robert of Wilby, an adjacent parish, suggests that the present charter passed at Earl’s 
Barton. For a slightly later charter of William de Audre or Aldri dealing with this same matter see 
No. 220 below.

The rest of the charter is not reproduced and consequently there is no indication of a seal. 


The donor’s father Manasser Biset was a royal steward from the beginning of Henry II’s reign; he married 
Alice de Cany, the heiress of extensive lands in Caux in Normandy (Le Cacheux, Chartes du Prieuré de 
Longueville, Soc. Hist. Norm. 43-6). He was living at Michaelmas 1176 (PR 22 Hen. IT, 188), but was 
dead at Michaelmas 1177 (PR 23 Hen. II, 165), leaving a son and heir, this Henry Biset then a minor 
(PR 32 Hen. II, 168). Henry seems to have come of age in 1187, when he obtained possession of Kidder- 
minster (PR 33 Hen. II, 216): at first sight he appears to have been out of possession between 1199 and 
1201 since Geoffrey fitzPeter makes a render for the farm of Kidderminster for the first two years of 
John’s reign (PR 3 John, 116) and in 1201 Henry paid 200 marks to have it (ibid. 117), but a note on the 
roll of 1202 (p. 18) states Henry to have had the land during these years, and it is clear that Geoffrey 
made no payment. The date of Henry’s death is uncertain; on 17 Sept. 1207 he witnessed a royal charter 
(Rot. Chart. 170 b) and as he appears no more on the rolls he probably died soon after: he was certainly - 
dead in 1212 (Fees, 74-5). His widow Iseult was living on 9 Dec. 1213 (Rot. de Oblatis, 511). 

Of the places named, ‘Muct’ is Mitton 3 miles south of Kidderminster, and ‘Cambrintuna’ is Comber- 
ton, a farm just east of Kidderminster, rather than Comberton near Evesham. Aldimun’ has not been 
identified; it is possibly a corrupt form of Oldington, between Kidderminster and Mitton. The date 
cannot be earlier than 1187, when the donor attained his majority; nor, being addressed to his men 
French and English, is the charter likely to be later than 1205, by when Henry would have lost his 
Norman lands.

This charter relates to the one fee held by Murdac of the honor of Huntingdon (HKF ii. 324-6). The family 
also held one fee of the earl of Warwick in Compton Murdak, now Compton Verney, Warw.: a pedigree 
in Dugdale’s Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 404) is defective and is of no help in dating this charter. Roger 
Murdac and Ralf Gocelin appear on the Assize Roll of 1202, and Simon of Cropredy on that of 1203

Master Roger de Martivall was the son of Anketin de Martivall and his successor in the lordship of the 
village of Noseley, Leics. He had succeeded him in 1278. By this time he was, as this document shows, a 
master. In 1294 he became archdeacon of Leicester, in 1310 dean of Lincoln, and in 1315 bishop of 
Salisbury. He died in Mar. 1330 (Nichols, ii, pt. ii. 739 and 756). Nicholas de Martivall has no place 
in the pedigree in Nichols (p. 756), but he states that in 1277 Goadby was of the inheritance of Nicholas 
de Martivall (p. 438). It is possible that he was an elder son of Anketin, and that his death brought 
the inheritance to Roger, destined as a younger son for the Church.

The grantor was the younger son of King Stephen and had married Isabel daughter and heir of William 
de Warenne, the third earl of Surrey; for an account of him and his vast possessions see Round, Peerage 
and Family History, 167-71. The fishery at Lancaster was a part of the original endowment of the abbey 
(charter No. 423 post); timber would be required for the construction of the weirs. The witness Reginald 
de Warenne was a younger brother of the third earl and ancestor of the Warennes of Wormegay, Norf. 
He seems to have played an important part in the management of the Warenne lands (see BM Facsimiles, 
No. 31). Faramus is the well-known Faramus of Boulogne, as to whom see Round in Genealogist, 
N.S. xii. 145 et seq. This instrument cannot be earlier than 6 Nov. 1153, the date of the treaty between 
Stephen and the future Henry II by the terms of which Henry undertook to restore to William the lands 
in Normandy including the comté of Mortain which Stephen had possessed (Delisle and Berger, Recueil 
des Actes de Henry II, i. 62). The grantor died in 1159 on the Toulouse expedition.

This important feudal document has been printed by Round (see above) with a commentary. Round 
(p. 379) suspected that Dugdale’s transcript was incomplete and that the provisions to be observed by 
the earl of Hereford had been omitted therefrom; the transcript, however, agrees with the facsimile except 
for minor inaccuracies and is complete. The agreement is mentioned by Dugdale in his Baronage (i. 537), 
and it is significant that he describes it as ‘ex ipso autographo penes Joh. Philipot Somerset Heraldum, 
an. 1640’, the year in which this facsimile was made. The date assigned is that proposed by Round. 
Although there is no indication that a chirograph was drawn up, it seems arguable that each earl would 
have desired to hold a copy of the agreement sealed with his ally’s seal.

The donor took his name from Whitefield in the Isle of Wight; his father Robert witnessed Earl Baldwin’s 
‘foundation’ charter for Quarr between 1141 and 1144 (Cambridge Hist. Journ. iv. 297). Earl Richard, 
here clearly mentioned as dead, died Apr. 1162, but this is the only indication of date. Simon is a hitherto 
unrecorded abbot of Quarr. In connexion with this transaction there are two subsidiary instruments of 
interest: a notification by Warin de Aula that he was present and heard the gift and affidatio (Madox, 
Formulare, No. 8), and a similar notification by Geoffrey de Insula (Rutland Rep. iv. 59). These are the 
Guarinus and the Gaufridus of the affidatio. The witnesses show all three documents to be contempor- 
aneous. Hugh also gave Whitefield to Quarr (Madox, op. cit., No. 84).

A charter of Hubert Walter, archbishop of Canterbury (1193-1205), confirms this gift, describing the 
donor as Basilia of Holme (in South Runcton, Norf.) (Mon. iv. 222). By another charter domina Basilia 
de Holmia gave to Langley half a thousand eels or alternatively a rent of 3 shillings from her fishery of 
Stoke, Roger her first-born son confirming (Madox, Formulare, No. 405). By a final concord of 32 Hen. III 
(1247-8) Roger de Stokes and Nicholas de Stokes divided between them all the lands, including land at 
Stoke Ferry, which Basilia daughter of Roger of Holme held at her death (Blomefield and Parkin, Hist. 
of Norfolk, 8vo ed. vii. 438); here we seem to have the donor’s son and granddaughter. The charter 
contains no very clear indications of date, but the pedigree outlined above suggests the second half of the 
12th century.

For an account of the donor see note to No. 201. Rockbourne and the lands here in question were granted 
to his father, Manasser Biset, before Michaelmas 1156 (PR 2 Hen. II, 54; cf. 3 Hen. I, 105). A charter 
of Manasser for Breamore priory is printed in Mon. vi. 329. ‘Rockesia’ is Rockstead in Rockbourne 
(VCH Hants, iv. 584); ‘Clacke’ has not been identified. The witness Hugh de Angens must have derived 
his name from Angiens, dép. Seine-Inférieure, one of Henry Biset’s Norman possessions (Le Cacheux, 
Chartes du prieuré de Longueville, Soc. Hist. Norm. 45). The extreme limits of date are 1187, when the 
donor attained his majority, and his death about 1208, but the form of the instrument suggests a date 
late in this period.

No mention of Gilbert de Cantilupe is to be found on the rolls, and there is little external evidence bearing 
on the date. In 1205 an Adam de Rupe was a party to a suit as to land in Camel, and was then absent 
with his lord William de Cantilupe on the king’s service in Poitou (Cur. Reg. Rolls, iii. 329). William

de Cantilupe was king John’s seneschal and constantly appears on the rolls throughout his reign and in 
the early years of Henry III. This suggests that the present charter is earlier, and of the 12th century, a 
date consistent with its form and spelling.

Sampson Foliot was lord of Montfarville, close to Barfleur; by another charter he gave two houses in 
Barfleur to Quarr (Madox, Formulare, No. 419); they were probably the remaining two of the three here 
mentioned. The family were benefactors of the abbey of Montebourg, another foundation with which the 
earls of Devon were closely connected. A charter of Henry II confirms to Montebourg the gift of the church 
of Montfarville made by an earlier Sampson Foliot concessu Roberti de Novoburgo and therefore before 
1159 (Delisle and Berger, Recueil, ii. 152); this Sampson must be identical with the witness to charter 
No. 178. Between c. 1165 and 1190 William Foliot, the then lord of Montfarville, twice occurs as a 
benefactor of the abbey of Le Vceu at Cherbourg (L. Couppey, L’ Abbaye de N.-D. du Veu de Cherbourg, 
11, 22), and in 1190 he took the cross (ibid. 34). He is apparently the father whose gift is here confirmed. 
In 1213 Sampson Foliot, the present donor, confirmed a gift to Cherbourg (ibid. 43), and in 1223 Richard 
Foliot, son of Sampson Foliot, confirmed to the Maison-Dieu at Barfleur a gift by his brother William 
of land at Le Vicel (P. Le Cacheux, L’H6tel-Dieu de Coutances, i. 20). In May 1231 Louis IX gave to 
John de Fricamps ‘terram que fuit Richardi Foliot in omnibus apud Carnanvillam, Morfarvillam et terram 
Sansonis Foliot in omnibus ibidem’ (Delisle, Cartulaire Normand, No. 379). The family does not seem, 
however, to have lost its lands finally and completely, for in 1278 Richard Foliot, son of the late Sampson 
Foliot, confirmed to Montebourg lands in Montfarville among other places (Delisle, loc. cit., citing the 
cartulary of Montebourg). 

In Oxfordshire in 1235-6 a Sampson Foliot held 3 knights’ fees of the earl of Devon in Fritwell, Noke, 
and Aldbury (Fees, 447), and in Wiltshire Chilton Foliatt and Draycott Foliatt of the king as of the 
honor of Wallingford (ibid. 423). When in addition we find a William Foliot party to a fine concerning 
land in Aldbury in 1197 (PRS xx, No. 79) it is tempting to identify the Oxfordshire Sampson of 1235-6 
with the man mentioned in St. Louis’s charter of 1231. They were, however, different persons, for the 
Oxfordshire tenant in a charter giving land at Chilton to St. Frideswide’s priory, Oxford, describes himself 
as son of Henry Foliot (Cartulary, Ox. Hist. Soc. ii. 361), which Henry had succeeded an elder brother 
Ralf (ibid. ii. 359). At the same time all the circumstances suggest a relationship between the two families. 
The history of these Norman Foliots is not without interest as affording a clue to the origin of Gilbert 
Foliot, bishop of London, who had a nephew, another Gilbert, who held land at Vauville in the Cétentin 


(Delisle et Berger, Recueil, Introduction, 376, n. 5). 
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Both Sampson Foliot and Robert pincerna, a witness to this charter, witness a charter of William, earl 
of Devon, for Montebourg, which Round dates c. 1196 (CDF, No. 904).

Gundred de Warenne married firstly Peter II de Valognes, who died without issue (HKF iii. 393); secondly 
William HI de Curcy of Stogursey, who died 1170-1 (ibid. i. 112) and to whom she bore a son William, 
aged 20 in 1185 (Rot. de Dominabus, 73) and a daughter named Alice; her second marriage therefore 
cannot have been later than the beginning of 1165. She married thirdly Geoffrey de la Huse, who seems 
to have been dead by Michaelmas 1198 (PR 10 Ric. I, 69), and by whom she had a son Geoffrey. She 
died in 1224 (HKFi. 112). There is no direct evidence as to her parentage. The date of her second marriage 
suggests that she was born before 1150. She could not be a daughter of the second Earl Warenne who 
died in 1138 and who moreover had a daughter Gundred who married Roger earl of Warwick; nor of 
the third earl who left an only daughter and heir, the countess Isabel. The only available father for her 
would seem to be Reginald de Warenne, a younger son of the second earl, who married Alice daughter 
and heir of William of Wormegay, lord of a considerable honor in the eastern counties. Some little support 
for this conjecture is afforded by a charter of William de Warenne, son of this Reginald, in the Lewes 
priory cartulary which is witnessed by William de Curcy, apparently either Gundred’s second husband 
or her son (Suss. Rec. Soc. xxxviii. 55); it should also be noted that Gundred’s daughter bore the name 
of Alice, that of Reginald’s wife. 

In Domesday Book Little Fakenham was held by Peter of the abbey of Bury St. Edmunds (f. 367 5), 
and the corresponding entries in Abbot Baldwin’s Book of Fees (Feudal Documents from Bury St Edmunds, 
23-4) show him to have been Peter I de Valognes, grandfather of Gundred’s first husband. This suggests 
that Gundred held it as dower and not as maritagium, a marriage portion from her father. The subsequent 
history of the land, however, seems to negative this idea. On 9 May 1225 there is a royal writ to the sheriff 
of Suffolk to give Hugh de Neville and Joan his wife and Margaret de Reviers seisin of the land in Faken- 
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ham of which Gundred de Warenne was seised at her death and which belonged by inheritance to Joan and 
Margaret (Rot. Litt. Claus. ii. 37). They were daughters of Alice, Gundred’s daughter by her second husband, 
William de Curcy; Joan by Alice’s first husband Henry of Cornhill, and Margaret by her second, Warin 
fitzGerold (HKF i. 108); Margaret was the widow of Baldwin, son of the earl of Devon, and of Fawkes 
de Breauté. Later, in 1236, in a list of knights’ fees of the barony of Valognes (Fees, 579) Margaret 
de Reviers is entered as holding 1? fees in Little Fakenham and elsewhere. An interest which thus descended 
to the grandchildren by the second husband could not have originated in dower from the first, and in 
view of the fact that in the present charter Gundred herself describes Little Fakenham as her maritagium, 
the most probable explanation seems to be that her father held it of Valognes by subinfeudation and when 
his daughter married into the family of his overlord gave it her as a marriage portion. No very definite 
evidence of date is forthcoming for this charter, but from its substance it was probably issued not long 
after the death of Geoffrey de la Huse.

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This charter carries the history of the land dealt with by No. 200 above a stage farther. As shown in the 
note to the previous charter, Stephen the father died 1187-8, and the subject-matter of the present charter, 
in particular the mention of the relief, shows it to be soon after that event. The local character of some 
of the witnesses suggests that this charter also was executed at Earl’s Barton; indeed, the correspondence 
between the witnesses to the two charters is such that but for their subject-matter they might well be taken 
to be contemporaneous; in this connexion it may be noted that the originals are in different handwritings. 
Fackeley soke was in Rothwell hundred.

Crowhurst and Guestling lie in the Rape of Hastings and were held of the count of Eu. The present gift 
was confirmed by the donor’s son, Ralf de Dene—the usual name of the family—by a charter which 
cannot be much later (PRO Ancient Deed A 15483; see Lewes Cartulary, ed. L. F. Salzman, Suss. Rec. 
Soc. xxxviii, pt. i. 137). A charter of John, count of Eu, confirms what appears to be a different gift by 
Robert to the priory (ibid. i. 147). Roger Hai became sheriff of Sussex after Michaelmas 1163 and con- 
tinued to Easter 1170. Ralf de Dene, Robert’s son, held 6 knights’ fees of Richer de Laigle in 1166 (RB 
204); as Robert the butler witnesses two charters of Richer for Lewes priory (Salzman, op. cit. i. 159-60) 
he must have preceded his son in this holding and died before 1166. No holding by the family is shown 
in the count of Eu’s return of 1166. The press-mark xviij—o on the endorsement is a serial number and as 
such is entered against the charter in the cartulary.

Henry II gave Ravensmeols and other lands in Lancashire to Warin of Lancaster to hold by a falconer 
serjeanty, and this grant was confirmed to Warin’s son Henry, the present donor, by John count of 
Mortain between 1189 and 1194 (Farrer, Lancashire Pipe Rolls, 432). Forton, in Cockerham, Lancs., had 
been given by William of Lancaster I to Warin (VCH Lancs. viii. 106), and Warin gave a moiety to Aldred 
son of Hamlet, the Haldred of this charter (ibid.). In the Coucher Book this charter is immediately 
preceded by that of Haldred of Forton giving to Furness the other moiety of the land in question; and except 
for necessary variations the two are verbally identical; unfortunately the cartulary omits witnesses and 
consequently it is not certain that they are contemporaneous. The extreme limits of date seem to be after 
1194, when Thomas the predecessor of the witness Roger abbot de Marisco (i.e. Cockersand abbey) was 
certainly living (Farrer, op. cit. 339), and before 1216, when Roger had been succeeded by Hereward 
(VCH Lancs. ii. 158). Farrer (ibid. viii. 107 n.) says of this charter that ‘it may be dated about 1206’.

The grantor of the inspeximus was Roger Bertram III of Mitford, and the grantor of the charter inspected 
and confirmed, his niece, the daughter of Thomas fitzWilliam of Emley and Sprotborough by Agnes 
daughter of Roger Bertram II and sister of Roger III. An inquisition taken in 1311 shows that Roger III 
had a daughter Agnes who survived him but died without issue, whereupon Roger III’s four sisters became 
coheirs, of whom Agnes fitzWilliam was the eldest (Cal. Ing. p.m. v, No. 294). An accurate account of 
these Bertrams will be found in CP, 2nd ed. ii. 161-2. For the fitzWilliams see W. P. Baildon, Baildon 
and the Baildons, i. 366. Woodhall in Darfield parish, Yorks., W.R., was held by Thomas fitzWilliam, 
but passed to his younger son, Roger.

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of Roger Bertram III’s dealings with his lands and cites this inspeximus, but it errs in making Agnes the 
wife of Thomas fitzWilliam Roger III’s daughter instead of his sister. The inquisition of 1311, which is 
the crucial evidence, had not been printed when this volume was compiled. Thomas of Carlisle and also 
his son and grandson were mayors of Newcastle (ibid. vii. 389). Guichard de Charron was sheriff from 
Nov. 1267 to Nov. 1272. ‘Ouergares’ is Overgrass in Swarland and the wood called ‘Le defens’ appears 
to be that now known as Swarlandfence. The original charter and the inspeximus must have passed at 
the same time, which can be explained by the fact that as certain provisions of the former are expressly 
binding on Roger it was probably desired to show beyond doubt that he consented to them.

This agreement failed to effect a final settlement of the disputes between William de Fougéres and 
Geoffrey, for a further agreement was made in J uly 1204 (Morice, Hist. de Bretagne, ‘Preuves’, i, col. 798), 
and as late as 1208 Philip Augustus ratified a later agreement (ibid. i, col. 810). It will be noted that the 
annual payments of £100 to the earl of Chester are to run from Christmas 1201 and that the first payment 
was to be made at midsummer; also that William was to hold the land of Fougéeres for five years from 
Christmas 1201. It seems unlikely that the time thus specified in the agreement should run from a date 
more than a year later than its execution, or that the first payment to the earl should be postponed for 
more than twenty months; consequently the parties must, like so many contemporary chroniclers, have 
been considering the year to begin on Christmas Day. The charter of Geoffrey de Fougéres giving the 
lands in marriage to his sister as provided in this agreement is printed in Ormerod, History of Cheshire,

The number of extant 13th-century instruments by which a man makes a suitable provision for his mistress 
and illegitimate children must be limited. There seem to be some grounds for identifying the donor with 
a Philip Pantulf, clerk, who by a covenant dated 23 June 1256 made his peace with the prior of Monks 
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Kirby and terminated a long dispute which had originated in the death of Geoffrey de Craft, husband 
of Maud, Philip’s sister. She had ‘maliciously defamed’ the prior and his men in regard to her husband’s 
death. Philip himself had blamed the prior for his imprisonment at Warwick, which he, by this agree- 
ment, acknowledged was done in accordance with the king’s mandate. Philip’s fidejussores were John 
de Awers, John of Warwick, husband of Isabel Pantulf, and John Rag of Lawford; the first and last of 
whom witness the present charter. The case for the identification seems to be strengthened by the remark- 
able exception contained in the final clause: ‘Nolo tamen quod ego Philippus et fidejussores mei pro 
aliquo peccato carnali cum aliqua parrochiana predicti prioris a me commisso per presentem litteram 
obligatoriam predicto priori obligemur’ (Madox, Formulare, No. 158). Philip’s father was apparently 
the Roger Pantulf who in 1209-10 made an agreement with the abbot of Pipewell as to rights of pasture 
in Long Lawford (ibid., No. 47).

The grantee was elder brother of the whole blood to the famous William the Marshal, earl of Pembroke. 
_ In the Academy of 9 July 1892 (p. 33) Round deals with the succession to the marshalship at this time. 
John the Marshal the elder, who distinguished himself as a partisan of the empress during the civil war 
of Stephen’s reign, died in 1165 before Michaelmas (PR 11 Hen. II, 56) leaving a son and heir, Gilbert, 
by his first wife. Gilbert died before Michaelmas 1166 (PR 12 Hen. II, 95) and John the younger, the 
eldest son by the second wife, became heir to his father and brother (ibid. 74). The king was in England 
from May 1165 till Mar. 1166. He was at Rouen in Nov. 1166 and there met the archbishop of Rouen 
and the bishop of Lisieux. This seems to be the earliest possible date for the present charter; the latest 
limit is the adoption of the style dei gratia in 1172-3. The witnesses are consistent with these limits, but 
the subject-matter makes the date almost certainly 1166 or 1167. The priory of Notre-Dame du Pré or 
Bonne-Nouvelle, a dependency of the abbey of Le Bec, was situated in the faubourg of Emendreville 
across the Seine from Rouen. The phrase concessisse et reddidisse is also used in the charter of Conan IV, 
duke of Brittany, restoring the constableship of Richmond to Alan son of Roald in 1158 (EYC iv; Rich- 
mond, pt. 1, 48). It would appear to be the correct technical term for the admission to an inherited office 
of this kind.

The latest mention of William the chamberlain of Tancarville is June 1191, when he arrived with other 
crusaders at’ Acre (Landon, Jtin. 50): the earliest mention of Ralf his son and successor seems to be 
16 Sept. 1197 (ibid. 122). The latest limit of date is 1200, in which year William fitzRalf ceased to be 
seneschal of Normandy. The subject-matter of the present charter suggests that it was executed not long 
after Ralf’s succession.

to the time of Henry I. In 1158 Saher de Quincy was pardoned 25 shillings danegeld in Northamptonshire 
(PR 4 Hen. II, 142). He probably took his name from Cuinchy near Béthune, less than 10 miles from 
Chocques, the original home of his Northamptonshire overlord. At some time after the death of her first 
husband in 1136 Saher married Maud de Senlis, daughter of Simon I, earl of Northampton, and widow 
of Robert fitzRichard of Dunmow. In the register of Daventry priory is a joint charter of the husband 
and wife (Cott. MS. Claudius D xii, f. 5). Maud apparently had Daventry as her marriage portion 
(HKF ii. 395) and a charter of 12 Jan. 1146 is attested by ‘Seerus de Quinci dominus de Daventre’ (Mon. 
v. 182). It ultimately passed to the issue of Maud’s son, Walter fitzRobert, by his second wife, Maud 
de Bohun. No. 145 above is a charter of Maud witnessed first by her son Walter fitzRobert and, almost 
at the end of the witness list, by her son Seher. There is no evidence about the date of her husband 
Saher de Quincy’s death. Possibly the fact that he is not mentioned in No. 145 implies that he was dead 
when the charter was made. If so, he probably died between 1154 and 1166 and the Saher de Quincy, 
who held 1 fees of Robert de Chokes and 14 fees of the new feoffment of Walter fitzRobert, was his son. 
In 1208 Saher de Quincy, earl of Winchester, in a plea as to the advowson of Wimpole, Cambs., said that 
his grandfather, Saher de Quincy, had held it in Henry II’s reign (Cur. Reg. Rolls, v.231). It seems probable 
that the earl was the grandson of the Saher who married Maud de Senlis, although it is possible that 
another generation should be inserted in the pedigree and the earl is referring in 1208 to Maud’s son. 
The grantor of this present charter would seem to be Maud’s son. Geoffrey Pecche was son of Hamo 
Pecche and occurs late in Henry II’s reign (Eyton, Itin. 277; Liber Memorandum ecclesie de Bernewelle, 
ed. J. W. Clark, 47). Roger of Huntingfield is said to have succeeded his father in 1155 and died in 1204 
(CP, 2nd ed. vi. 671). Various lands in Tuddenham are confirmed to Sibton abbey by a charter of Henry II 
in 1163 (Cal. Chart. Rolls, ii. 96). Saher is not mentioned as a donor, and although plots of 20 and 30 acres 
are confirmed, they cannot be certainly identified with those of this deed, an indication that it was made 
after 1163. 

The 30 acres of broken heath were assart, measured, as was customary, by a longer perch than that 
used for ancient ploughland. The purpose of the longer perch was apparently to encourage the bringing 
of new land into cultivation by increasing the size of the acre, the ancient unit of assessment (Maitland, 
Domesday Book and Beyond, 376).

Tedelingham is not shown on the 1-inch Ordnance map, but it appears to have been not far from Budbridge 
in the parish of Arreton, Isle of Wight: see PRO Ancient Deed B 3091. The original gift to Quarr must 
have been early, for it is confirmed in Earl Baldwin’s charter of 1141-4 (Cambridge Hist. Journ. iv. 297). 
The circumstances of Quarr’s loss of Tedelingham to Christchurch do not appear, and it is impossible 
to assign fixed limits of date for the present charter narrower than those of Earl Richard de Revier’s 
tenure of the earldom, but it was doubtless late in that period. The first and second witnesses are the 
grantor’s brothers; the second ultimately succeeded to the earldom.

For the family of Rames see Round, Geoffrey de Mandeville, 399-404; the name is derived from Rames 
near Gommerville, Seine-Inférieure, a fief which passed by marriage to the family of Estouteville (CDF, 
No. 212).

For the foundation of Mendham priory by William of Huntingfield, the grantor’s father, see No. 355 . 
below. A charter of Hugh abbot of St. Martin of Sées (CDF, No. 677) dated 1196 grants to Mendham 
priory St. Martin’s portion of the church of Mendham with the assent of Roger of Huntingfield the 
patron; it is witnessed by O. de Corchun and Hubert Walter. Though Roger may have had rights of 
patronage he was not in possession of the land of Mendham until 1198 for the reasons given in the note 
to No. 325 below; this therefore is the earliest possible date for the present charter, and Roger died in 
1204. Alice de Senlis, his wife, was probably related to the earls of Northampton. It is significant that 
Roger witnesses a charter of Walter fitzRobert (No. 305) whose mother, Maud de Senlis, was a daughter 
of Simon earl of Northampton, and also one of Saher de Quincy, Maud’s son by her second husband, 
No. 282 above.

Catteshill in Godalming, Surr., was held by the serjeanty of keeping the door of the king’s chamber (see 
Round, The King’s Serjeants, 98-108). Robert of Gatton had married Mabel the eldest of the five daughters 
and coheirs of Stephen of Thornham and Edelina del Brok, the heiress of Catteshill, which on her death 
descended to Mabel. Robert, however, was never in possession, for he was dead at Michaelmas 1219 
(Cur. Reg. Rolls, viii. 24), in which year Edelina is returned as holding it (Fees, 273). There is no trace 
of Nicholas de Wancy having had any hereditary interest in Catteshill, and this quitclaim was probably 
a step in the settlement of the reversion. The witness Hamo of Gatton was Robert’s son and heir, and 
as he is described as a knight the date is probably late in Robert’s life. The hand in which the charter 
is written has the appearance of being considerably later in the 13th century than it actually is.

The earlier history of the land and rights here confirmed can be traced in the Clerkenwell cartulary (Cott. 
MS. Faustina B II) and have been set out in Robinson, History of Tottenham High Cross, 2nd ed. (1840) 
257-9. Between 1136 and 1146 Henry earl of Huntingdon, son of David I of Scotland, gave them to 
Uchtred of London (Cartulary, f. 10 v.). Between 1157 and 1165 King Malcolm gave them to Robert 
son of Sewin, to whom Uchtred’s heirs had quitclaimed them (Cott. Chart. xv. 19). William the Lion, 
probably soon after he had succeeded to the earldom in 1165, confirmed them to Robert, to whom the 
heirs of Uchtred had quitclaimed them. Thereafter Robert gave them to the priory. Since his gift was 
confirmed by William the Lion it is not likely to have been made later than 1174, when he lost the earldom. 
In 1818 the original charter was in the possession of Thomas Astle, F.S.A. (Robinson, loc. cit.). David, 
brother of Kings Malcolm and William the Lion, held the earldom from 1185 to 1216 (CP, 2nd ed. v. 646). 
The present charter is later than No. 200, since Robert de Basingham has succeeded Hugh Ridel as. 
steward. Peter was instituted to the church of Great Paxton about 1185 (Reg. Antiq. Linc., LRS, iii. 159) 
and was living as an old man 1223-7 (ibid. 165). Robert Basset, Simon de Senlis, and William Burdet 
witness a charter of Earl David 1191-4 (ibid. 147). The date of.the present charter seems to lie between 
circa 1188 and circa 1200. Robert son of Sewin held one knight’s fee of Robert de Chokes in 1166 (RB 
334), probably in Rothersthorpe, Northants. (HKF i. 41). From 1155 to 1174 he accounted for the farm 
of Northampton at the exchequer.

Gilbert Basset, son of Thomas Basset and Alice daughter of Alan de Dunstanville, married Egelina 
daughter of Reginald de Courtenay; Strafford was possibly part of her maritagium, but it has not been 
identified. The only year in which the king was at Portsmouth on 30 Apr. was 1194 (Landon, Itin. 92). 
This grant was confirmed by King John 21 Mar. 1200 (Rot. Chart. 39). Much information about Gilbert 
Basset will be found in White Kennett, Parochial Antiquities.

FitzRoscelin was adopted by the grantee as a surname and was so used by his son and heir John. William 
was living in 1230 (PR 14 Hen. III, 354), but dead by Trinity 1230, when his heir John fitzRoscelin was 
suing Lecia, William’s widow, for waste (Bracton’s Note Book, No. 632). In 1206 William le Blund sued 
William fitzRoscelin for the manor of Hainton, Norf. (Cur. Reg. Rolls, iv. 107). There is no evidence 
that the plaintiff was connected with Peter le Blund, but he is probably identical with the first witness. 
Richard of Seething was a royal official and judge who first appears in 1190-1; see No. 405 below. He 
acted as undersheriff for Hubert de Burgh in Herefordshire in 1201. He does not appear later than 1226 
(Foss, Judges of England). For the descent of Seething see HKF iii. 135-7. A list of fitzWalter fees in 
1236 shows that Fulk Baynard and William of Wheatacre were alive, but Robert son of Thomas and 
Walter de Valognes were dead (Fees, 576). Walter was living in 1233 (Excerpta e Rot. Fin. i. 109). Walter 
de Caen and Geoffrey of Loddon occur in 1221 (ibid. i. 73). The earlier limit of date is difficult to fix, 
but the handwriting suggests the middle of the period assigned.

The limits of date are those of the donor’s tenure of the earldom of Lincoln. His earliest occurrence as 
earl is in his foundation charter for Rufford abbey (Mon. v. 518); Rufford is said to have been founded 
1 Sic. 
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in 1148, but it does not follow that the charter was executed immediately: the later limit is his death in 
1156. ‘The arrangements described in this and the charter previously quoted suggest very strongly that 
when the ten /ibratae terrae were made up they would carry a full knight’s service’ (Stenton, English 
Feudalism, 159 n.). There is no trace of this Basset holding in Barton at a later time.

Gilbert de Gant was son of Robert de Gant and nephew of Gilbert de Gant, earl of Lincoln, and inherited 
the Gant honor; an account of him will be found in the CP, 2nd ed. vii. 674. In 1166 David de Armenteres 
(Armere) held 10 fees of the old feoffment of the honor of Gant then in the hands of Earl Simon de Senlis 
(RB 383). Henry de Armenteres, Geoffrey’s father, was living at Michaelmas 1207 (Cur. Reg. Rolls, v. 41), 
but died before Hilary 1214, when his widow Reine was party to an assize of novel disseisin (ibid. vii. 63); 
at Trinity of that year Geoffrey occurs as party to a fine to be made at Michaelmas and was therefore 
of full age (ibid. vii. 218). A document forming part of this transaction was copied by Dodsworth (vol. 
68, f. 3). It shows that the present charter was made earlier, probably by several years, than June 1210. 
See Introduction. A similar case in which Roger earl of Warwick provided a marriage portion for his 
daughter Agnes on her marriage with his undertenant Geoffrey of Glympton the younger by releasing 
the service of 10 knights has been dealt with by Round (Ancestor, xi. 153).

From the point of view of the organization of feudal society in England this is one of the most interesting 
charters in the whole book, for it displays the composition of the honorial court and sets it in motion 
before our eyes. The witnesses to the charter were the members of the court and the surrender and regrant 
were made, the charter records, with the counsel of the grantor’s friends and peers (see Stenton, English 
Feudalism, 58-60). The land was the grantor’s own acquisition de acato meo. A man had a better right 
as against his expectant heir to alienate land he had himself acquired than that which had come to him 
by inheritance (see Pollock and Maitland, History of English Law, 2nd ed. ii. 308). The surrender to 
the lord who thereupon regrants to the man to whom the tenant wishes to give or sell the land was a means 
of avoiding a sub-tenancy. The grantee became the immediate tenant of the chief lord of the fee. In the 
carta of John de Port, son and heir of the Henry de Port of this charter, Richard de Anesia is returned

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as holding one fee of the old feoffment (RB 208). He must be the grantee of this charter, or his successor. 
The elder line was at that time represented by William de Anesye, who occurs on the Pipe Roll under 
Wiltshire in 1165 and 1167 (PR 11 Hen. II, 59 and 13 Hen. II, 131). William de Anesye, the grantor 
of this charter, describes himself on his seal as regis dispensator. Among the Wiltshire serjeanties in 1198 
is the entry ‘Willelmus de Anesya iij carucatas et valent vj li.’ (Fees, 12). The Wiltshire list in the returns 
to the 1212 inquest records ‘Willelmus de Anesy iiij hidas per serjanteriam dispensatoris larderii’ (RB 
486). The despenser serjeanty is carried back to Henry I’s reign by the seal of the grantor of this charter. 
The subsequent history of the knight’s fee here granted raises a curious problem, for it looks as if the 
mesne tenancy, so laboriously prevented when this present charter was made, ultimately came into being. 
The returns of 1242-3 record that Robert de Anesya holds one fee in Sherfield of the old feoffment of 
Richard de Anesya, who holds of the chief lord who holds of the king (Fees, 694). There seems to have 
been no other Anesya tenure of Port save this one fee. The intermediate tenant, Richard de Anesya, of 
the 1242-3 return is the representative of the elder line. He occurs under Wiltshire in 1236 as holding 43 
hides by serjeanty (Fees, 586). 

The limits of date are not easy to determine. The fact that the fee is described as of the old enfeoffment 
in 1166 suggests that the charter was made before 1135.. It is, however, most likely that in 1166, the date 
of the original enfeoffment of William de Anesye by his lord was regarded as marking the creation of this 
fee rather than the present charter. A comparison of the witnesses with those of a charter of Henry de Port 
printed by Mr. Salter (Oxford Charters, No. 14) and dated by him 1120-30 suggests that the two charters 
are not very far separated in time. The present charter seems a little the later of the two, for the sons 
of Roger de Scures and Henry de Breiboue witness with their fathers. The period 1120-40 is therefore 
tentatively suggested.

This charter reveals the origin of the tenure of Faxton by the family of Dumart. For the Baliol family 
see Northumberland County History, vi. 14 et seq. While the descent of the main line is satisfactorily

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established, the view put forward that Bernard I was immediately succeeded by his fourth son, Bernard II, 
seems to require reconsideration. The last certain date in the life of Bernard I is 27 Apr. 1147, when at 
Paris in the presence of Pope Eugenius III he granted land near Hitchin to the Templars with the consent 
of his eldest son Ingelram (Lees, Records of the Templars, 213). There is no evidence that Ingelram 
succeeded his father and if, as is likely, he predeceased him the death of Bernard I probably occurred 
some little time after 1147. By a charter dated 1171 Bernard de Baliol II confirmed to the abbey of Selin- 
court the gifts of his father Bernard and his brother Eustace (Cartulaire, No. 112, printed Mém. Soc. 
antiq. de Picardie, x\. 189); this shows Eustace to have succeeded his father in the French lands and 
himself to have been succeeded by his brother. Turning to England Guy de Baliol confirmed to St. Mary’s 
abbey, York, the church of Gainford which his father Bernard had previously confirmed, and thereafter 


_ Bernard II also confirmed (EYC i, No. 561 n.). Again by a charter which Farrer dates circa 1150-5 Adam of 


Ingleby gave the mill of Ingleby to Whitby abbey (ibid. i, No. 569); this gift was confirmed by Guy de Baliol 
by a charter of about the same date (No. 570), and subsequently Bernard II confirmed it for the souls of 
his father and mother and of his brother Guy (No. 571). Here there seems an equally clear succession 
by Guy to Bernard I, and by Bernard II to Guy. Whether Guy and Eustace each in turn held both the 
English and French lands, or whether there was a partition, Guy taking the English and Eustace the 
French, may be doubtful, but Bernard II ultimately succeeded to both and was already in possession 
of the English lands in 1162 when the sheriff of Yorkshire made a render of £20 for his scutage (PR 
& Hen. IT, 52). 

The present charter states that Gerold de Dumart and his father should have held land overseas of the 
grantor, and this enables us to trace the family to Dumart-en-Pontieu (dep. Somme, arr. Doullens); a 
Bernard de Domno Medardo is mentioned as a donor in a charter of Guy I, count of Ponthieu, of 6 Oct. 
1100 (Brunel, Recueil des actes des comtes de Pontieu, 13). The subsequent devolution of Faxton has 
been exhaustively treated by Mr. Baker-Cresswell and Dr. Craster in a paper on the manor of Ellington 
in Northumberland (Archaeologia Aeliana, 4th ser. v. 1). It should be noted that the manor of Faxton 
included lands in Walgrave, Moulton, and Mawsley (Fees 941; Stenton, English Feudalism, 158). The 
kinship between Baliol and Dumart referred to in the present charter was through Gerold’s mother, since 
his brother and successor Ingelram de Dumart refers to a certain Walter de Baliol as his avunculus in 
a charter printed by Sir Frank Stenton (op. cit. 275), but Walter’s place in the Baliol pedigree has not 
been determined; see further Rot. de Dominabus, PRS, v. 23 and n. Since both Bernard de Baliol I and 
his eldest son Ingelram are alive this charter cannot be much later than 1150; on the other hand, it can 
hardly be much earlier since Gerold’s sister Emma lived till 1211 (Arch. Aeliana, loc. cit. 3).

Settrington in the East Riding appears to have been the head of the little honor of ‘Insula’. Robert 
de Insula held it in Henry I’s reign. It appears in 1166 on the Bigot carta as feodum Albrede de Insula 
on which were 104 enfeoffed knights (RB 397, see Hist. MSS. Com. Rutland Rep. iv. 3). Stephen of 
Seagrave, Leics., held office as justiciar from 29 July 1232 until May 1234. This is the only one of the 
charters in the possession of Sir William le Neve in 1640 that has so far found its way into public custody. 
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Charter of Hugh du Puiset, bishop of Durham, giving to Ralf son of Ralf son of 
Ulfwet three carucates of land in Hotham, Yorks., which his ancestors held. (1154-63 )

For Walter fitzRobert, the ancestor of the fitzWalters, see CP, 2nd ed. v. 472 n. The evidence of date 
is somewhat scanty since Walter succeeded his father in 1136 and lived till 1198, and though he was twice 
married both his wives were named Maud. An Ernisius Ruffus occurs in Essex in 1162 (PR 8 Hen. IT, 70), 
and at Michaelmas 1165 Jordan nephew of Gervase of Cornhill owed £100 for marrying the widow of 
Ernisius Ruffus without licence (PR 11 Hen. II, 33). The witness Odo of Cockfield held one knight’s fee 
of Walter fitzRobert in 1166 (RB 348), and no other man of that name seems to occur. Roger son of 
William of Huntingfield would have been of an age to witness charters in the early years of Henry II’s 
reign (see No. 355 below). No holding of one-fortieth of a knight’s fee is included in Walter’s return 
of 1166, but in 1236 Robert de Hauville held that amount of Robert fitzWalter in Ubbeston (Fees, 577).

Herbert de Alengon, a judge and royal official, appears first as a litigant in Suffolk in 1203 (Cur. Reg. Rolls, 
ii. 160); he was sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk 1227-32. This charter, however, must be earlier than 1217, 
when the witness Norman of Peasenhall had been succeeded by his son Ralf (Rot. Lit. Claus. i. 337b). 
The careful drafting of the terms of this charter may reflect the profession of the grantor. On the other 
hand, the clause touching distress in this and the following charter is similar and both documents may 
have been drafted in the abbey.

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The locality of the gifts confirmed is not stated, but by a charter of 1163 Henry II confirmed to Sibton 
abbey the heath of Sudhet (? near Chippenham, Cambs.) and 20 acres of land there given by Gilbert 
of Tuddenham (Cal. Chart. Rolls, ii. 96), and by another charter between 1169 and 1187 he confirmed 
the gift by Roger son of Gilbert of land in Tuddenham, Suff. (ibid. ii. 95); it is possible but not certain 
that it is Gilbert’s gift above-mentioned which is here confirmed. Warin fitzGerold, the king’s chamber- 
lain, married Alice sister and heir of William de Curcy IV of Stogursey after the death of her first husband 
Henry of Cornhill in 1193 (HKF i.

John de Beauchamp of Eaton, Beds., succeeded his uncle Roger de Beauchamp in 1221 and died in 1231; 

He was the son of Olive de Beauchamp, sister of Roger de Beauchamp by William 
fitzGeoffrey who between 1200 and 1203 slowly paid off on the Essex account in the Pipe Roll a debt 
of 50 marks for the confirmation of his charter.

The donee was Ralf de Belfou of Seaton, Rut., who held five knights’ fees 
of Hubert de Rye in 1166 (RB 401). For the family see Farrer, HKF iii. 110 et seq. It is clear that Ralf 
had a son Thomas who had succeeded him by 1176 (PR 22 Hen. II, 70) and who occurs under Rutland 
in 1180 (PR 26 Hen. II, 88). The latest limit of date for this charter is 1176. The earliest limit is not likely 
to be earlier than 1160.

This charter by no means represents a simple gift. In the Public Record Office there is a charter by which 
Richard son of Simon with the advice and assent of Agnes his wife gives to William son of Adam Agnel 
for his homage and service the virgate which Ralf son of Emma held in Hemel Hempstead and which 
Richard had bought of Gilbert son of William Stiward; rendering therefor 2 shillings yearly to Gilbert 
and doing the service due to the court of Hemel Hempstead (Ancient Deed C 1933; Cat. ii. 464). By 
another charter Henry son of Geoffrey son of Simon quitclaims the same virgate to William Aignel, as 
the charter of Richard son of Simon, his uncle, and the confirmation of Geoffrey son of Simon, his father, 
witness; he also quitclaims the assart which his uncle Richard had held; for this William gave Henry

Hubert de Rye gave 10 carucates of land in Aslackby to the Templars before 1185 (Records of the Templars, 
96). In the Easter term 1201 John Marshal and Geoffrey of Chester, who had married the daughters and 
coheirs of Hubert de Rye, entered into a judicial agreement with the Templars whereby the latter acknow- 
ledged their hereditary right to Aslackby (Cur. Reg. Rolls, i. 439). Geoffrey died in 1206 and his widow 
married Roger de Cressy (HKF iii. 279). The present charter must be later than the agreement of 1201, 
to which it refers: Alexander of Pointon was already holding land in Graby at the close of the 12th century

William de Braiose, lord of Bramber and Gower, died shortly before 1 May 1326, leaving two daughters 

and coheirs, Alina, wife of John de Mowbray, and Joan, who married firstly James de Bohun of Midhurst 

and secondly Sir Richard Foliot of Gressenhall (CP, 2nd ed. ii. 302-4). After the death of her first husband 
5172 Ff 
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John de Mowbray, executed on 23 Mar. 1322 after the battle of Boroughbridge, Alina married Sir Richard 
de Peshale; her son John de Mowbray succeeded to Gower. Humphrey de Bohun, earl of Hereford and 
Essex, was slain at Boroughbridge 16 Mar. 1322. He was grandson of Humphrey de Bohun (d. 1265) 
by Eleanor daughter and coheir of William de Braiose of Brecknock, lord of Abergavenny (ibid. vi. 462), 
which William was first cousin of the present grantor’s grandfather, John de Braiose of Bramber and 
Gower, both being grandsons of William de Braiose (d. 1211), lord of Bramber and Brecknock, and his 
wife Maud de St. Valery. The remainder over in default of issue of John and Alina was therefore to 
a very distant relation to the exclusion of the issue of Joan, the younger daughter, and her. husband James 
de Bohun of the line of Midhurst. William de Braiose was still in possession of Gower in Aug. 1318, for 
on 3 Aug. there is a royal mandate to Hugh le Despenser to keep the peace in the dissension which had 
arisen between him and his men of Glamorgan and William de Braiose and his men of Gower (Cal. Close 
Rolls, Edw. II, iii. 96); this charter, however, is earlier than 26 Oct. 1320, when the escheator was ordered 
to take into the king’s hand the land of Gower which William de Braiose gave to John de Mowbray with- 
out the king’s licence (ibid. 268). The present charter was cited in a plea between Thomas de Beauchamp, 
earl of Warwick, and John de Mowbray in 1353 (Clark, Glamorgan Charters, iv. 1392). For John 
de Mowbray see DNB.

The family of Avranches inherited through females the barony of William of Arques, the Domesday lord 
of Folkestone (Stapleton in Archaeologia, xxxi. 216 et seq.; Round, Geoffrey de Mandeville, 397). Simon 
d’Avranches, the father of William the grantor, was living at Michaelmas 1202, when he made a payment 
on account of scutage on 214 knights’ fees (PR 4 John, 217); but was dead at Michaelmas 1203, when 
Cecily his widow owed 100 marks and 2 palfreys not to be compelled to marry (PR 5 John, 27). Cecily 
was still living and unmarried in 1219 (Fees, 275). The witnesses suggest this charter to have been executed 
in William’s court at Moreton, Ess. Northeye has not been identified; the fact that the prior of Blackmore, 
a small Essex house, held land in it points to that county. There was a Northeye in Belchamp Walter, 
now represented by Northey’s Farm, but no evidence has been found to connect the Avranches family 
with it.

For the donor’s family see HKF iii. 137 et seq. He held Howe and other lands of the abbot of St. Edmund’s 
and was son of William of Howe, probably that William who in 1166 held 2 knights’ fees of St. Edmund’s 
(RB 393). Roger occurs in 1198-9 in connexion with Topcroft, Norf. (Fees, 1327), which equally with 
Howe was held in 1086 of St. Edmund’s by Berenger (Douglas, Feudal Documents, 16). In 1207 he offered 
a palfrey to recover his lands (Rot.

The donor belonged to a family originating at Craon in Anjou. Guy de Craon was a considerable Lincoln- 
shire tenant-in-chief in 1086 and was succeeded by Alan, apparently his son; Alan’s son, Maurice de Craon, 
was the father of the donor (BM Facsimiles, No. 45: Mon. iv. 125 et seq.). Maurice died in 1188 and was 
succeeded by this Guy (PR 34 Hen. II, 25, 81), who was living in 1196 (PR 8 Ric. I, 232); thereafter 
although sums due from him continue to be entered on the rolls up to at least 1203, a suit of the Michael- 
mas term 1201 shows him to be then dead (Cur. Reg. Rolls, ii. 13), and since William son of Henry 
de Longchamp who married Parnel, Guy’s daughter and heir, owed 300 marks in 1197 for having his 
land in Lincolnshire of which the king had disseised him (PR 9 Ric. I, 114; 10 Ric. I, 62), he seems to have 
died in 1196-7. Vivian was succeeded in this land by Peter the Angevin, possibly the witness, who in 
1212 was holding a ninth of a fee in Burton of the fee of Craon (Fees, 179). It so happens that exactly 
contemporary with Guy’s father, Maurice, was another Maurice de Craon of the Angevin line, lord of 
Craon itself (Bertrand de Broussillon, La Maison de Craon, i.

Roger of Huntingfield was the son and heir of William of Huntingfield, who had founded the priory of 
Mendham as a cell of Castle Acre about the middle of the 12th century. This charter though in form a 
grant by the prior of Castle Acre is in substance the record of an agreement between the mother house 
and the patron. The land of Mendham was temporarily lost to the family during Henry II’s reign. The 
Pipe Rolls show Stephen de Sackville holding it as terrae datae from 1172 to 1181. Thereafter it seems 
to have been in the king’s hand and in 1191 it was tallaged along with the royal demesne (PR 3 Ric. I, 41). 
Roger did not recover it till 1198-9, for on the Pipe Roll of 1 John (p. 72) he accounted for 200 marks 
for it. The present charter is subsequent to his recovery of Mendham, for its witnesses are identical with 
those to a charter printed in the Mon. v. 58, No. iv, in which he gives land in Mendham to the priory. 
On the other hand, Hugh had ceased to be prior of Castle Acre by 1203 (VCH Norfolk, ii. 358). Robert 
son of Roscelin witnessed No. 355 in the middle of the 12th century.

Charter of Ela Longespée, countess of Warwick, in her widowhood giving to Reading abbey in free alms 
all the lands and tenements which she has in Doddington, Cambs., namely, the tenement which is called 
Suthwode and 20 acres of marsh in Northwode Fen; to hold with the services of freemen and villeins 
and with all that may come to her or her heirs by reason of the said lands, rendering to the chief lords 
of the fees the services due and accustomed for all service pertaining to the donor or her heirs. Warranty 
and sealing clauses.

In addition to this Le Neve charter there is another original charter, Harl. Chart. 54 D 15, also sealed, 
printed in Mon. iv. 45. It follows the Le Neve charter practically word for word with two exceptions: 
(1) a clause is added by which the abbot and convent give the countess the benefit of their prayers, &c., 
according to the tenor of their charter which she has; (2) the witnesses differ materially and run as follows:

It is evident that the 
Harleian charter was later than the Le Neve charter and superseded it, but the fact that seven witnesses 
are common to both suggests that they are practically contemporaneous. Ela was a daughter of William 
Longespée, earl of Salisbury, by Ela daughter of William earl of Salisbury (see No. 62); she married first 
Thomas earl of Warwick, who died in 1242, and secondly Philip Basset, the justiciar, who died in Oct. 
1271; she herself died 6 Feb. 1297 and was buried at Osney priory, Oxon. Ralf de Hengham, a witness 
to the Harleian charter, was appointed a judge in 1270 and was dismissed in 1289 or 1290, not being 
restored to office till 1301. The date therefore of the Harleian charter, and consequently of the Le Neve

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charter, must lie between the death of Philip Basset in 1271 and the dismissal of Hengham in 1290. These 
limits can, however, be narrowed, for as stated above, the Harleian charter refers to a charter of the abbot 
and convent already in the possession of the countess by which they bind themselves to give the countess 
the benefit of their prayers, &c.

Manasser de Dammartin was the son and heir of Odo de Dammartin, who was enfeoffed of Mendlesham, 
Suff., by Henry I (Fees, 138; RB 409). Manasser died between Michaelmas 1178 and Michaelmas 1179 
(PR 24 Hen. II, 36; 25 Hen. II, 9) and was succeeded by his son Bartholomew who was dead without 
issue in 1190 and succeeded by his brother William (Cur. Reg. Rolls, vi. 21; PR 2 Ric. I, 102). William 
died in 1195, for at Michaelmas the sheriffs accounted for the farm of Mendlesham for a quarter of the 
year and for the farm of Norton Mandeville, Ess., also held by William, for part of the year (PR 7 Ric. I, 
51-2). He was succeeded by his daughter Galiena, for whom see No. 409. Baleshangre is now lost. 
A family of Cordebeof held land by serjeanty in Mendlesham (Fees, 138) and the grove of John Cordebeof 
probably lay in that village. Cotton is the next village on the north-west and Braiseworth lies between 
4 and 5 miles to the north-east of Mendlesham. The minster is presumably Mendlesham church.

A Richard son of Peter le Brun is recorded as having given land at Dullingham to the priory of St. Mary 
of Thetford, but no date is given (Mon. v. 143).

The grantor was the son and heir of Hugh Bigot, first earl of 
Norfolk, who died shortly before 9 Mar. 1177; Roger, however, did not obtain the earldom till 25 Nov.

The grantor was son and heir of Robert de Bruce, lord of Annandale, the competitor for the throne of 
Scotland. In 1271 he married Margaret suo iure countess of Carrick, thereby becoming earl; in 1292 he 
resigned the earldom in favour of his eldest son Robert, afterwards king of Scotland, but is said to have 
continued to be styled earl; his father, the lord of Annandale, died 1 Apr. 1295 (CP, 2nd ed., iii. 55—6). 
It is impossible with any certainty to narrow the limits of date to less than his accession to the earldom 
and his own death.

He died early in 1177, and she married secondly Roger de Glanville; she died between 
1200 and 1208 (CP, 2nd ed. ix. 585-6). The witnesses are all local men; in Henry III’s charter of con- 
firmation four of them occur as benefactors of Bungay priory, founded by Gundred and her second 
husband (Mon. iv. 338). Robert Beleperche occurs under Norfolk and Suffolk in 1193 (PR 5 Ric. I, 25), 
and Alan of Mundham is a party to a Norfolk fine in 1197 (PRS xxiii, No. 75). In 1212 a Robert of 
Badley was holding one knight’s fee of the earl of Clare in Suffolk (Fees, 137). The date probably falls 
within the last ten years of the 12th century.

Hugh succeeded to the earldom of Chester in 1153; in July 1174 he was deprived for rebellion but was 
restored in Jan. 1177 and died in 1181.

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The donor was the son of Simon de Senlis II, earl of Northampton or Huntingdon. The evidence suggests 
that in the 12th century these two territorial styles were alternatives for the same earldom. The lands seem 
usually to have been described collectively as the honor of Huntingdon, but it is to be noted that the caput 
of the honor was at Fotheringhay and that the court of the honor was usually held at Earl’s Barton, both 
of which are in Northamptonshire: furthermore, the exhaustive account of the fees of the honor by Farrer 
(HKF ii. 294-416) shows that the greater amount of the lands lay in Northamptonshire. For the complicated 
devolution of the earldom alternating between the family of Senlis and the royal house of Scotland, who 
descended respectively from the first and second marriages of Maud, the daughter of Waltheof and the 
countess Judith, see CP, 2nd ed. vi. 638-47. The Senlis earls are generally styled simply ‘comes Simon’, 
but when they use a territorial style it is almost invariably that of Northampton; with the Scottish earls, 
on the other hand, it is Huntingdon in the few instances where a territorial style is used. On his father’s 
death in 1153 the donor was a minor and did not obtain the honor till 1174, the lands and earldom till 
then being held by the Scottish line. In 1156 he married Alice, daughter and heir of Gilbert de Gant, 
earl of Lincoln (Robert de Torigny, ed. R. Hewlett, 189), thus obtaining possession of those lands in right 
of his wife; for the fees in 1166 see RB 381-4. It should be noted, however, that during that period he was 
styled “comes Simon’ (see e.g. PR 1] Hen. II, 49). The donee can be identified by means of a charter of Earl 
Simon for St. Peter’s hospital, York (EYC ii, No. 1186), among the witnesses to which are ‘ Willelmo filio 
Walteri, Roberto filio ejus de Wella’. The father, William son of Walter, held one-fifth of a knight’s fee of 
Earl Simon as of the honor of Gant in 1166 (RB 382). In 1242-3 his descendant, another Robert of Well, 
held more than three knights’ fees and a half in Well and other places of the honor of Gant (Fees, 1058). 
Little Paxton, on the other hand, formed part of the honor of Huntingdon, and the date of the present 
charter therefore falls between 1174, when Earl Simon obtained that honor, and his death in 1184. The 
witness William Mauduit, the king’s chamberlain, had married the earl’s sister Isabel (Ancestor, v. 210).

William the Lion, duke of Saxony, married Maud daughter of Henry II in 1168; from its phraseology 
this charter cannot be very much later. For Manasser de Dammartin see the note to No. 332. Some of 
the names both of persons and places are violently contracted. Weth’r’ is Wetheringsett, about 2 miles 
from Mendlesham. Hubert de Bris is the Hubert of Braiseworth who witnesses No. 332. The two names 
immediately before Hiis testibus probably belong to the witness list.

Wollaston was a member of the honor of Chokes, and an account of it will be found in HKF i. 39-41. 
In 1166 Roger de Neufbourg held two fees of Chokes (RB 334); this family had held Winfrith Newburgh, 
Dors., by chamberlain serjeanty since the days of Henry I (Round, King’s Serjeants, 123), and must not 
be confused with the Norman house of that name which was a younger branch of the family of the earls 
of Warwick. The present charter records that this Roger, or a successor of the same name, gave the mill 
of Wollaston to Peter son of Adam, but the precise nature of the interest of the Neufbourgs in Wollaston 
is not clear; in 1208 William de Béthune sued Robert de Neufbourg for the manor on the ground that 
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he held it under a mortgage which he, William, was willing to repay (Cur. Reg. Rolls, v. 233), and the 
plaintiff seems to have recovered possession. The origin of the claims of the family of Béthune on the 
honor of Chokes is obscure and has been dealt with by Farrer (HKFi. 22-6). In 1194 William de Béthune, 
advocate of Arras, succeeded to these claims (see note to No. 131 above), but apparently failed to make 
them effective. On the Pipe Roll of 1 John we find the sheriff accounting for the tallage of the men of 
Wollaston (p. 17) and William de ‘Mallium’ accounts for the farm of Wollaston (p. 20); no such entries 
appear on the previous or succeeding rolls. In 1199 therefore Wollaston was in the king’s hand and its 
custody committed to William de Mauleon, a Poitevin follower of Richard I. This state of affairs is 
consistent with the terms of the present charter and fixes its date. 

The grantee, Peter son of Adam of Northampton, was the founder of the ‘hospital of the Holy Trinity- 
without Northampton in the parish of Kingsthorpe. He died in 1200 during the process of the foundation 
of the hospital which was completed by his son Henry (Mon. v. 193). William de Béthune had confirmed 
the mill to Peter (PRO Ancient Deed C 1897); for the reasons given in the note to No. 131 above it is 
unlikely that William was actually in possession of Wollaston at so early a date, and this confirmation 
was probably obtained as a precaution. The mill was given to the hospital by either Peter or his son 
Henry; the instrument is not forthcoming but early in the 13th century the hospital took the precaution 
of obtaining a confirmation from Robert de Neuf bourg, son of Roger de Neuf bourg (PRO Ancient 
Deed C 1909).

This charter should be compared with the charter of Robert de Rames, No. 291 above, on which the present 
charter is obviously modelled. Yet a third charter to the same effect must have existed, since Henry II 
by a charter, which having passed at Thetford and being witnessed by Thomas Becket as chancellor cannot 
be later than 1158, confirmed to the priory, ‘ex dono Willelmi filii Eadmundi ecclesiam de Minori Brisset 
cum omnibus pertinentiis suis et cum duodecim acris terre de dominio eiusdem uille’ (Mon. v. 151). 
Though in form a gift the present charter would appear to be really a confirmation: there does not seem 
to be sufficient evidence to determine whether the original donor was Robert de Rames or William son 
of Eadmund.

The early history of the Cluniac priory of Mendham, a cell of Castle Acre, is obscure. It was founded 
by William of Huntingfield, the present grantor, either towards the end of the reign of Stephen or early 
in that of Henry II. The foundation charter is printed in the Mon. (v. 58, No. 1) from the Castle Acre 
cartulary, and the present charter appears to be only slightly later. It seems to be an amplification of the 
original endowment, and appears to attempt to make provision for building a stone church. The founder 
married Sybil daughter of Roger de Gigny, with whom he obtained Harlton, Cambs., held of the honor 
of Giffard. She was living in 1185, aged 70 and more (Rot. de Dominabus, PRS, 85). In the return of 
knights’ fees of the honor of Giffard in 1166 is the entry, ‘Filius Willelmi filii Rogeri j militis’ (RB 312). 
Assuming, as is extremely probable, that Farrer (Feudal Cambridgeshire, 256) is correct in identifying this 
entry with the Huntingfield fee in Harlton, William was dead in 1166; on the other hand, the present 
charter was made with the consent of his son Roger, who lived until 1204. A charter of William for 
Kirkstead abbey is printed in Stenton, Danelaw Charters, No. 157, and from a confirmation (ibid., No. 158) 
we learn that he was a kinsman of Maurice de Craon. No. 292 above is a charter of his son Roger for 
Mendham. The spelling ‘Rorbert’ for ‘Robert’ must be a transcriber’s error for ‘Rotbert’. The name 
of the last witness is thus correctly spelt. ‘Benedicto sacerdoti’ and ‘Macharii’ are so written.

In 1242-3 John de Hudebovill’ was holding a quarter of a knight’s fee in Santon Downham of Walter 
de Capell’, who held of the earl of Oxford (Fees, 920). In spite of the discrepancy as to the tenure, this 
must be the land dealt with in the present charter, for in 1302 a Nicholas de Mereseye held a quarter of 
a fee in Santon Downham of the earl of Oxford (FA v. 32), and in 1346 a later Nicholas de Mereseye 
held similarly (ibid. 80), and there is no trace of any other tenure in Downham under the earl of Oxford.

Edward 
Burnel was the son and heir of Philip Burnel, who was nephew and heir of Robert Burnel, Edward I’s 
chancellor; he died s.p. shortly before 1 Sept. 1315 (Cal. Ing. p.m. v, No. 611). Maud was Edward’s sister 
and heir; she married firstly John Lovel of Titchmarsh, who died 24 June 1314 and by whom she had 
a son and heir John Lovel; and secondly John de Haudlo (CP viii. 217 and vi. 400). Aliva was daughter 
of Hugh le Despenser of Loughborough and sister of Hugh le Despenser ‘the elder’, created earl of 
Winchester in 1322 (ibid. iv. 262-6). Although the eventual heir was John Lovel, Maud’s son by her first 
husband, the bulk of the Burnel lands passed to Nicholas, her son by John de Haudlo, who assumed the 
name of Burnel and was summoned to Parliament as Lord Burnel (ibid. ii. 435), Bedhampton belonged 
to Hugh le Despenser, Aliva’s brother (FA ii. 320). The fact that her seal clearly shows the spelling ‘ Alive’ 
Suggests that the grantor’s name should not be spelled ‘ Alina’, 
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Charter of Geoffrey Capra granting to Roger the canon of Normansburgh and his 


brethren and their successors the mill of Tittleshall, Norf., beside their house and the 
water meadow below the mill. (1166-circa 1189)

About the year 1160 William de Lisewis founded at Normansburgh in South Rainham, Norf., a small 
religious house for canons; the evidence available is insufficient to show whether the foundation was 
regular or secular, but at this period secular corporations were not being founded with any frequency 
and it was probably Augustinian. The house must have languished and possibly died out, for Geoffrey

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de Lisewis, the founder’s son, transferred it to Castle Acre priory, whereupon it became Cluniac, and if 
any canons survived they were displaced by monks. This was not earlier than 1186, since Geoffrey’s 
charter (Mon. v. 69) is witnessed by William prior of Lewes, a successor of Hugh who resigned in that 
year (VCH Sussex, ii. 70). The transfer is confirmed by John bishop of Norwich in a charter (Mon. v. 70) 
witnessed by master Reiner, almost certainly the Reiner who became an archdeacon probably circa 1187 
and who had ceased to be an archdeacon by 1195 (see ‘Early Archdeacons of Norwich Diocese’, in Proc. 
of Suffolk Institute of Archaeology &c., xx. 25). On the whole the transfer may with reasonable safety 
be placed between 1186 and 1189. The gift of the mill and land in Tittleshall here confirmed was originally 
made by Michael Capra and William his son and heir to Stephen the canon of Normansburgh and his 
brethren (Add. Chart. 24307). Michael held 4 knights’ fees of Walter fitzRobert in 1166 (RB 347) and in 
1236 Hamo Chevre held 2 fees in Tittleshall and Wixoe of Walter’s successor (Fees, 577). Geoffrey must 
be a younger son of Michael and the William Capra who witnesses and confirms this charter Michael’s 
son and heir. The date must be later than the death of Michael and earlier than circa 1189, by which 
time the house had been transferred to Castle Acre.

It is impossible to determine the donor’s place in the Valognes pedigree. David of Flitwick was holding 
half a knight’s fee in Harlow of Margery de Reviers circa 1236 (Fees, 608). Since between 1200 and 1311 
four successive members of the family were called David, this is not much use for dating purposes, although 
it seems probable that he is the second David who died in 1247 (BHRS x. 272). Richard de Canne takes 
his name from Great Canney and was living in 1224 (EPNS' Essex, 221). The formulas suggest a date 
in the latter part of the first half of the century. The manor of Weld or.Sewells in Harlow was written 
Walda in medieval records (Morant, Essex, ii. 485).

The donor is the Walter of Clifford who married Agnes daughter and heir of Roger de Condet and who 
died in 1222-3 (Reg. Antiquiss., L.R.S. i. 283). Walter abbot of St. Dogmells was elected bishop of 
St. David’s in 1199 in opposition to Giraldus Cambrensis, who had also been elected; on 15 Apr. 1203 
the pope quashed both elections (Lloyd, Hist. of Wales, ii. 626-9). For the witness Reginald de Ballon 
see Round, Peerage and Family History, 204); he was living in 1202 (PR 4 John, 274), but died before 
Michaelmas 1203 (PR 5 John, 57). The lands in question lay in the parish of Gwenddwr, some six miles 
south of Builth, Brecs., and just west of the river Wye. The Eppynt is a range of mountains west of 
Gwenddwr. A later charter of Walter of Clifford, the donor’s son and heir, follows the operative part 
of the present charter verbatim but for one slight addition (Mon. v. 554): cf. also No. 321. The Mon. 
charter was confirmed by Henry III on 20 Aug. 1227 (Cal. Chart. Rolls, i. 58).

Letter of Joan de Mortemer, countess of March. Whereas Thomas de Breouse, son of Peter de Breouse, 
is bound to her by a recognizance in chancery to pay 3,000 marks at Michaelmas next coming, Joan 
grants for herself, her heirs, and executors that if the said Thomas take money or other castles in settle- 
ment of the dispute between Thomas, son of the king of England Earl Marshal, of the one part, and Beatrice, 
Joan’s daughter, of the other as to the manors of Bosham and its members, Suss., Hinton Waldrist, Berks., 
(Henton), and Ascot and Deddington, Oxon. (Dadington’), and if the money so received, together with 
money to the value of other castles received on the same account, be deposited in a fitting place agreed 
on by Thomas de Breouse and by Joan, or friends appointed by her, to remain so deposited until Thomas 
with the said money purchase within three years of its receipt lands and tenements, fiefs and advowsons 
to him and the said Beatrice and the heirs of their bodies with remainder in default of such heirs to the 
right heirs of Beatrice, then the said recognizance for 3,000 marks shall be void and of none effect. She 
further grants that the force (execucion) of the said recognizance shall cease if Thomas shall have received 
in whole or in part the money on the account aforesaid, provided that he shall not be found guilty of 
default or slackness (Jachesse) in his attempt to recover the aforesaid manors, or other lands and tenements, 
fiefs or advowsons, or money or other castles equivalent to the said manors by the judgement and assent 
of Joan or her friends, appointed by her thereto.

Joan daughter of Peter de Joinville of Ludlow (CP, 2nd ed. v. 634) married Roger de Mortimer, earl 
of March, hanged in 1330 (ibid. viii. 441); their daughter Beatrice married Edward, son and heir apparent 
of Thomas of Brotherton, earl of Norfolk and Marshal, fifth son of Edward I (ibid. ix. 599). Beatrice 
married as her second husband Thomas de Braiose (ibid. ii. 308). At his death in 1361 Thomas de Braiose 
was holding the manor of Bosham in right of his wife Beatrice who had it for life by the gift of Thomas 
of Brotherton (Cal. Ing. p.m. xi, No. 38); such gift must have been a term in the settlement of the dispute 
mentioned in this instrument. It is clear that the marriage of Thomas and Beatrice was shortly to take 
place, and this fixes its approximate date; it follows that Edward, Beatrice’s first husband, must have died 
not later than the first half of 1334.

Besides the manor which gave Middleton its surname Cheney there was a Curcy holding in that village. 
The Northamptonshire Survey temp. Henry I records, ‘In Middleton William Meschin i hide and a half 
and one small virgate of the fee of William de Curcy’ (VCH Northants. i. 368). Round (Feudal England, 
222) points out that this entry is misleading, since William Meschin was the tenant in Henry I’s reign and 
his barony was held by his grandson William de Courcy in Henry II’s reign. At Michaelmas 1201 the 
sheriff accounted for £4 the farm of Middleton, the land of John de Courcy (PR 3 John, 187); in 1202 
the render was for the full year (PR 4 John, 152). This identifies John de Curcy with the conqueror of 
Ulster who fell into disgrace with the king in 1201 (Orpen, The Normans in Ireland, ii. 136); this being so, 
the witness Jordan de Curcy can be identified with John’s brother who was slain in Ireland in 1197 (ibid. 
ii. 134). The witness Richard de Leonibus occurs on the Northamptonshire Assize Roll of 1202 (VRS, 
v, No. 598). No definite evidence is forthcoming for the earlier limit of date. The identity of Midilton 
with Middleton Cheney seems certain. Baker (Hist. of Northamptonshire, i. 650) cites a charter in the 
Canons Ashby priory cartulary by which John de Curcy gave a virgate in Middleton to that house: at 
the Dissolution the priory possessed a rent of 13s. 4d. from land in Myddleton Chaynay (on. vi, pt. i. 444). 
Baker (loc. cit.) cites this charter from the ‘Hatton Portfolio of Deeds’, but does not give the number. 
No. 270 was made at Middleton Cheney 14 May 1310. One of the witnesses is William le Bruton of 
Middleton, doubtless a later member of the grantee’s family.

A pedigree of Merlai will be found in Hodgson, Hist. of Northumberland, pt. ii, ii. 374. Rannulf de Merlai, 
the grantor’s father, founded the abbey of Newminster circa 1137 and a charter of his (Mon. v. 399) 
suggests that he survived the foundation for an appreciable time. William himself was living in 1162 
(PR 8 Hen. II, 10), but by Michaelmas 1165 had been succeeded by his brother Roger (PR 11 Hen. II, 28). 
Hodgson (op. cit. 440) says that this charter is the only evidence known to him for the existence of the 
hospital.

The hand of the few words in facsimile, the absence of a warranty clause, the spelling of Netheravon, 
the type of seal, and the way it was attached, all suggest a date early in the 13th century. Richard of 
Coombe had been succeeded by Simon of Coombe by 1220, when he sued Thomas Makerel for a mill 
in Fittleton which John of Coombe, Simon’s grandfather, had mortgaged to him for a term which had 
expired (Excerpta e Rot. Fin. i. 46). Simon was holding Fittleton in 1235 (Fees, 423). The seal on the 
present charter shows that Richard’s father was John, presumably the John of Coombe, Simon’s grand- 
father, mentioned in 1220.

The extreme limits of date are given by the death of Roger of Huntingfield’s father William in 1220 and 
Roger’s death in 1257 (CP, 2nd ed. vi. 671), but the grantor and all the witnesses except the fifth and 
seventh occur in the returns of 1242-3 as holding land in Lincolnshire, the majority in Frieston or its 
immediate neighbourhood (Fees, 1002, 1007, 1010). The grantor and most of the witnesses held of the 
Creon family, the founders of Frieston priory, a cell of Crowland.

William 
son of Benedict, a London citizen and moneylender, last occurs in 1235 (Close Rolls 1234-37, 84). The 
reference to a quit-rent is a very early one and should be compared with the quit-rent in Surrey, which 
was the subject of a suit in 1222 in which William son of Benedict was plaintiff (Bracton’s Note Book, 126). 
Hugh de Marines mortgaged land in Westmill to Thomas de Neville, chancellor of Lichfield, for 10 years 
from the Purification next after the consecration of Eustace de Fauconberg, bishop of London, i.e. from 
2 Feb. 1222, Thomas to take the crops (Ancient Deed A 8907). His servant witnessed this charter and 
supplies a limit of date.

There is little to indicate which Dunston this charter concerns. The 16 penny rent suggests the eastern 
counties of the Danelaw and the formulas suggest the early 13th-century. It is more likely to be the 
Dunston near Norwich than the Dunston in Lincs. The first witness may then come from Newton Flot- 
man, about 4 miles south of Dunston. Le Neve has few charters from Lincs.

Hubert Walter became archbishop in 1193 and died 13 July 1205, but Bletsoe being then in the diocese 
of Lincoln this confirmation must have been during the vacancy of the see between the death of St. Hugh 
on 17 Nov. 1200 and the consecration of William of Blois on 24 Aug. 1203. The archbishop is not styled 
legate, an office he ceased to hold on the death of Celestine III, Jan. 1198. For the Broy family see 
BHRS xiii. 352-4. The charter here confirmed must be after the death or cession of Osbert prior of 
Cauldwell, predecessor of Hugh. Osbert occurs in 1186 (VCH Beds. i. 384), but the confirmation by the 
archbishop suggests a date little earlier than 1200. The hermitage was subsequently placed under the 
control of the hospital of the Holy Trinity at Kingsthorpe outside Northampton (BHRS xiii. 354), 
the bulk of whose title-deeds are among PRO Ancient Deeds: see in particular Ancient Deed C 5842. 
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Charter of Walter de Buron confirming to Walden abbey, Ess., in free alms the 

place of Cockenhatch in Barkway, Herts., as the abbot and convent of Montreuil-sur- 

Mer confirmed it to Walden abbey, and as his father Robert de Buron had 
previously given it to the abbey of Montreuil.

- For Cockenhatch see VCH Herts. iv. 32. St. Guenolé (in Old Breton Winwaloe) was the founder of the 
abbey of Landevenec in Brittany. Early in the 10th century the monks of Landevenec, fleeing from the 
Viking invaders, carried the relics of the saint to Montreuil in the Pas de Calais, where his name was 
added to the dedication of the monastery of St. Sauve (A. de La Borderie, Hist. de Bretagne, ii. 369, 
510-12). The charters of Robert de Buron and of the abbot of Montreuil cited in this charter are printed 
in Mon. iv. 151; the latter is by Abbot Robert, whose predecessor occurs in 1177 and who himself occurs 
in 1182 and 1201, but had ceased to be abbot in 1203 (Gallia Christiana, x, col. 1298). These are followed 
(p. 152) by one of Roger de Buron, son of Robert, confirming the cession to Walden, from which we learn 
that the chapel at Cockenhatch was dedicated to St. Guenolé. Roger must have died without issue and 
been succeeded by his brother Walter, the present grantor. Walter’s filiation is confirmed by a suit at 
Hilary 1206, in which a later Roger de Buron mentions his father Walter and his grandfather Robert 
(Cur.

The constables of Boulogne took their name, de Osterwic, from Austruy in the Boulonnais; they held 
Shopland of the honor of Boulogne (Round, Peerage and Family History, 158). The Pipe Rolls show 
Shopland to have been in the king’s hand and at farm from 1194 to Easter 1199. The constable seems to 
have lost it temporarily during the troubles at the end of John’s reign, but to have recovered it before 1219 
(Fees, 278) and to have been in possession in 1221-2 (ibid. 1435). By 1230 he was finally out of possession, 
and in 1236 the king granted it to Henry de Tybetot (Close Rolls, 1227-31, 429; Cal. Chart. Rolls, i. 220). 
The land in question was the manor of Butlers, held in 1261 by William le Botyller of Robert de Tybetot 
(Morant, Essex, i. 310); the name survives in Butler’s Farm (EPNS Essex, 201). The form of warranty 
against all men and women makes it unlikely that the charter is before 1194, and the limits of date are 
therefore 1199-1230. The handwriting suggests a date in the early part of the period.

For the donor see CP, 2nd ed. ix. 418-20. He was the younger son of Warin de Munchensy by Agnes, 

~ daughter and coheir of Payn fitzJohn. His elder brother Ralf was living in 1185 (Rot. de Dominabus, 50), 
but was certainly dead in 1190. Agnes died between Michaelmas 1190 and Michaelmas 1191 (CP, loc. cit.). 
Sutton was held of the earl of Norfolk (HKF iii. 108). For Richard of Seething see note to No. 296 above. 
The stipulation that William should make an annual payment from his chamber is noteworthy. It would, 
however, probably be going too far to see in it evidence of an elaborate financial organization analogous 
to the public and private finances of the king, although something of the sort may have existed in the 
case of a great magnate like the earl of Gloucester (Stenton, English Feudalism, 68-9). The phrase here 
used probably means no more than that, the payment being temporary in nature, it would be made from 
petty cash and not charged on land or rent.

The charter here confirmed seems to have been made in 1277. It is recited in an inspeximus of Roger 
Longespée, bishop of Lichfield, dated 13 Oct. 1283 (Add. Chart. 20521, see Index to Charters in B.M. 
ii. 99). Henry and Elena restored Ridgate which their ‘antecessor’ Richard son of Henry (Elena’s great- 
grandfather) had given to the lepers living there, but which had come into lay hands. In 1303 the priory 
quitclaimed the land to Elena, then a widow (Harl. Chart. 44 B 21). Elena represented a younger branch 
of the family of Lathom and Henry, her husband, was a younger brother of the contemporary lord of 
Lathom. Tarbock was held of the earl of Lincoln (Fees, 1105). Henry de Lacy succeeded his father 
Edmund de Lacy in 1258, being then under age.

Basset, abbot 1127-34, was a kinsman. The document is not entered in the cartulary, but the writ of 
Richard Basset informing his servants at Heigham that he has quitclaimed to the monks all his right in 
Heigham and restored that manor to them is entered (Register, No. 157). In form a cyrograph, the present 
document is the part remaining to the abbey. Folkwin de Fontaines, the sheriff, is probably Fulcoin, 
sheriff of Surr., Cambs., and Hunts.: see Round, Commune of London, 121-3. He ceased to be sheriff 
of Hunts. at Michaelmas 1129 (PR 31 Hen. I, 44) and does not appear elsewhere on the roll, so that 1129 
may be the later limit of date for this charter.

It is not easy to date this charter closely. Roger succeeded his father J ohn as constable in 1190 and died 
in 1211. Moreover, the witness Philip de Orreby is not described as justiciar, an office which he held 
as early as Nov. 1207; this gives the limits of 1190-1207. In 1194 Roger succeeded to the Lacy honor of 
Pontefract and took the name of Lacy; on the Pipe Roll of 1196 he occurs as Roger de Lacy in one entry 
(PR 8 Ric. I, 174), though in others as Roger the constable, so on the whole it is not safe to draw an 
inference as to date from the absence of the new surname.

Galiena was daughter and heir of William de Dammartin (see note to No. 332 above). A jury in 1275 
gave a detailed account of her marriages (Rot. Hundred. ii. 193). On her father’s death in 1195 Richard I 
gave her wardship to William Briwerre, who married her to his brother John (Rot. Chart. i. 60, 123) 
in or before 1197 (PR 9 Ric. I, 239). John was living in Mar. 1210 (Cur. Reg. Rolls, vi. 21), but died 
without issue before Michaelmas 1210 (Fees, 61 n., citing PR 12 John).. At Michaelmas 1210 Robert of 
Burgate offered 700 marks for her and her land and in 1212 is returned as holding Mendlesham in his 
wife’s right (Fees, 138). According to the jurors in 1275 Galiena was still under age when married to 
Robert; if so she can hardly have been 7 years old when married to John Briwerre. Robert of Burgate 
died at some time after Easter 1220, when he occurs under Suffolk (Cur. Reg. Rolls, viii. 320). The 1275 
jurors said that on his death she married Ernald de Mandeville, whose name suggests that he was a 
descendant of Ernulf or Ernald de Mandeville, the disinherited son of the first earl of Essex (Round, 
Geoffrey de Mandeville, 227 et seq.). He may be the Arnulf de Mandeville, son of Arnulf de Mandeville, 
who occurs in Middlesex in 1219 (Cur. Reg. Rolls viii. 110). Galiena had two sons by her third husband: 
John, the donee of the present charter, and Hugh, to whom she gave the manor of Mendlesham (Rot. 
Hundred. loc. cit.). In 1228 Ernulf de Mandeville and Galiena his wife had a plea with Isabel countess 
of Oxford as to the custody of the land and heir of Robert of Burgate (Close Rolls, Hen. ITT, 1. 92). He 
_was Peter of Burgate, son of Galiena by Robert. In 1242-3 Peter held 2 fees in Burgate, Suff., of the 
earl of Oxford (Fees, 916), and in 1257-8 he consented to a gift of land in Great Missenden made by 
Galiena (Cartulary of Missenden Abbey, Bucks. Arch. Soc. 74). 

Norton Mandeville had been held by Galiena’s father (PR 7 Ric. I, 52). The mention of Waleran 
de Monceaux assists in dating this charter. In 1212 Compton Monceaux, Hants, was held by Waleran 
de Monceaux (Fees, 75), in 1219 and 1242-3 by William de Monceaux (ibid. 258, 705), and in 1256 by 
Waleran de Monceaux (see No. 479 below). This means that the charter was made about the middle of 
the 13th century.

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No clue has been found to the identity of the persons or place mentioned in this charter. The only Wiche 
occurring in Domesday (i, f. 176) as on the fee of Tosny is Droitwich, but whereas there Tosny held only 
one hide out of ten, here the gift is one of the whole village. The British Museum Index Locorum (i. 21) 
tentatively suggests Ash Wicken in Norfolk, but there is no trace of its having been held of Tosny. A 
Silvester son of Simon occurs under Essex in 1156 and 1158 (PR 2-4 Hen. II, 18, 134), but no place of 
this name in that county seems to have been on the Tosny fee. Since the land had been held by the donor’s 
great-grandfather, this charter can hardly be earlier than the reign of Henry II; on the other hand, its 
form makes a later date unlikely.

This document represents the conclusion of the first stage in the process by which the king and his council 
contrived to deprive the untrustworthy holder of a great position of his title and lands. For the facts see 
CP, 2nd ed. iv. 200 et seq., and Powicke, Henry III and the lord Edward, 523-6. No case illustrates more 
clearly the characteristic 13th-century reliance on the forms of legal process rather than on violent direct 
sentence against an enemy of the State. :

It is dated at 
London a day earlier than these letters of attorney, but is in the same handwriting; no doubt they were 
both executed at the same time, but dated on consecutive days, a practice still followed in modern con- 
veyancing in cases of a similar nature.

This charter bears on its face the suggestion of forgery. That it was compiled in the 12th century there 
seems little doubt, but it was certainly not written, as its beginning implies, in the early years of Nigel’s 
episcopate. It may be that the monks forged it when Nigel was incapable of action in the last years of 
his life, for his seal is attached to the document. It should be compared with No. 420 which purports 
to be a similar grant from Hervey, the first bishop.

The grantor of this confirmation was the last earl of Surrey of the second house of Warenne. Maud 
de Nereford, for whose salvation it is said to be, was the mother of some of his illegitimate children. 

1. This is the foundation charter. The only fixed limits of date are the death of the donor’s father on 
11 May 1138 and the donor’s departure in 1147 on the crusade on which he died. The foundation is 
usually said to have taken place shortly before the earl’s departure on crusade, but the fact that the charter 
mentions his mother and two brothers while remaining silent as to his wife, the Countess Ela, and his 
daughter Isabel suggests very strongly that the true date is earlier and before his marriage. 

2. The Countess Isabel of this charter was the daughter and heiress of the founder, the third earl. She 
married as her first husband, William, the second son of King Stephen, who died without issue in Oct. 
1159; thereafter she married the grantor of this charter, Hamelin, a natural son of Geoffrey, count of 
Anjou. The mention of King Richard shows the charter to be not earlier than 1189, while Roger de Cailli, 
a witness, died before 1199 (HKF iii. 383). The statement that Richard I had held the land in question 
seems to be an unintelligent following by the draftsman of a similar statement regarding Stephen in the 
previous charter. A feast of the Holy Sepulchre is found on 15 July in Egerton MS. 2902, a sacramentary 
of about the year 1200 apparently executed for a monastery connected with Jerusalem, and it has been 
noted on the same date at Fontevrault, Tours, Beaulieu-lés-Loches, and Nantes.®

Edmund de Lacy was son and heir of John de Lacy, earl of Lincoln, by Margaret suo iure countess of 
Lincoln, daughter of Robert de Quincy, grandfather of the donor, by Hawise sister and coheir of Rannulf 
earl of Chester and Lincoln. His mother Margaret outlived him and he seems never to have been invested 
with the earldom, though occasionally styled earl and receiving the third penny (CP, 2nd ed. vii. 680). 
This instrument seems to have been a step in an exchange between Roger and Edmund, for in Roger’s 
inquisition it is stated that he held the manor of Elmsall in South Kirkby, Yorks., W.R.., for life in exchange 
for the manors of Kippax and Scholes (Cal. Ing. p.m. i, No. 587). Kippax, however, belonged to the 
Lacys from early times; before 1123 Hugh de Laval, when temporarily in possession of the Lacy lands, 
gave or more probably confirmed the church to Pontefract priory (EYC iii, No. 1486), and the gift was 
confirmed by Thurstan and Roger, archbishops of York (ibid., Nos. 1469, 1479) and by Theobald arch- 
bishop of Canterbury (ibid., No. 1475). In 1233 a notification by Walter archbishop of York states that 
the priory had recovered the advowson against Roger de Quincy in an assize of darrein presentment 
(Chartulary of St. John of Pontefract, Yorks. Arch. Soc., Rec. Ser. xxv. 74), and in the same year John 
de Lacy, Edmund’s father, in a letter to the archbishop acknowledged the priory’s right to the advowson 
(ibid. 39). In these circumstances it is difficult to see on what ground Roger here purports to convey the 
advowson to Edmund. The limits of date are fixed by Philip Lovel’s appointment to the treasurership 
in 1252 and the death of the witness Robert de Quincy in 1257 (Matthew Paris, Chron. Mai., RS v. 609).

This charter, the foundation charter of Furness abbey, is in facsimile throughout and appears to have 
been a very beautiful document. It is curious that in the coucher an additional witness, ‘Roberto de 
Saccavile’, appears between the last two names in the list. In view of the extreme care and accuracy of 
the man who made the facsimile in BS it is difficult to accept the conclusion that in this charter, done 
apparently with particular precision, a witness can have been omitted. The year of grace and the indiction 
agree but the epact is that of 1128. It seems an example of the epact being changed not on 1 Jan. but 
on the previous 1 Sept. (Giry, Manuel de Diplomatique, 151). It follows that this charter must be later 
than 31 Aug. 1127. For a commentary on the charter see Farrer, loc. cit.

This charter is immediately preceded in the Holy Trinity register (Ducarel, loc. cit.) by one of King Stephen 
also dated at Hedingham, which confirms it and is witnessed by Eustace the king’s son, Henry of Essex, 
Richard de Lucy, and Warner de Lisors. Queen Maud, the foundress of St. Katherine’s hospital, died 
at Hedingham, Ess., the caput of the Vere honor, on 3 May 1152 (Robert de Torigny, 166); a passage 
from the Holy Trinity register printed by Hearne in his notes on William of Newburgh (ii. 705-6) says 
that three days before her death Ralf prior of Holy Trinity arrived at Hedingham specially commissioned 
by the archbishop to administer the last sacraments, ‘cujus consilio eadem regina multas fecit elemosinas’. 
In view of this and of the king’s presence at Hedingham it would seem that the charter may safely be 
ascribed to the queen’s death-bed. Robert de Gant, who succeeded Philip de Harcourt as chancellor in 
1140-1, was still chancellor at this time, since he witnesses, as such, a charter of the king which, being 
also witnessed by Hugh du Puiset as bishop of Durham, must be of the year 1154. The witness ‘A. cancel- 
larius’ was therefore the queen’s chancellor; he is otherwise unknown. A charter in the Holy Trinity 
register shows William of Ypres to have been the original donor of the rent in Queenhithe here confirmed.

The queen’s confirmation was necessary because both Braughing and Bendysh were held of the honor 
of Boulogne, of which she was the heiress (Fees, 237-8). Being attested by both William of Ypres and 
Richard de Lucy, this charter can hardly be earlier than 1140 (Round, Geoffrey de Mandeville, 45, 49); 
on the other hand, it seems to be covered by the terms of the confirmation of Eugenius III dated 26 Oct. 
1147 (Mon. vi. 154). For other charters of the queen and Hubert the chamberlain see Mon. vi. 152-3.

The transcripts of this charter and of No. 432 printed in Manx Soc. vii, as also the coloured engravings 
of their seals which form the frontispiece of vol. v, profess to have been taken from the original charters 
in the British Museum. The editor Mr. Oswald writes (v. 8) that Dr. Oliver ‘has been so fortunate as to 
discover two others’ (i.e. these two charters) ‘among the Cottonian Manuscripts in the British Museum, 
fast hastening to decay’. A comparison of the engravings of the seals in vol. v with the drawings of them 
in BS yields an illuminating result. The drawings in BS show the seals in a very fragmentary condition, 
large portions of the circumference being broken away; the engravings show the seals after the lapse of 
more than two centuries in exactly the same condition to a hair’s breadth. The matter, however, does 
not rest there; in the BS drawing of the seal to No. 428 two long ends of the parchment tag are shown 
protruding below the seal and these display an elaborate series of twists and curls; all this is reproduced 
with the most meticulous accuracy in the engraving. Even if the drawing faithfully represented the con- 
dition of the tag in 1641 it is incredible that it should be the same in 1860, the date of the engraving. 
When it is added that there is no trace of these charters in the British Museum at the present day the 
conclusion is irresistible that they were destroyed by the Cottonian fire and that the engravings, and there- 
fore also the printed transcripts, were taken from BS, which, therefore, was used shortly before 1860.2 

Sandscale where the charter passed lies on the coast a mile and a half north of Furness where the gift 
was made. Gift and execution clearly took place on the same day, but there is a discrepancy between 
the year of grace and the regnal year which raises a difficulty. According to the Chronica Regum Manniae 
et Insularum (ed. Munch, 20-3). Harald succeeded his father Olaf in 1237, being then fourteen years old. 
He refused to do homage to his overlord the king of Norway, who in 1238 expelled and deposed him. 
In 1239 he went to Norway, where he stayed two years and more, and ultimately finding favour with 
the king of Norway was restored to his kingdom in 1242. He died in May 1249, being drowned on his 
way back from Norway. The regnal year in this charter must be reckoned from his restoration which 
was no doubt the beginning of his effectual reign, but even so his third year reckoned from 1242 would 
have ended some time in 1245. In the absence, however, of any clear knowledge as to how Harald 
reckoned his regnal years it seems safe to adopt the date of the year of grace. It is tempting to identify 
the first witness with the ‘Yvarus miles’ who killed Reginald, Harald’s brother and successor, after a 
reign of but a few weeks (Chronica, 24). 

There is no copy of this charter in the Coucher Book of Furness abbey.

Nigel de Mowbray’s charter giving the church of Banstead to Southwark priory is printed Mon. vi. 171; 
as it is there preceded by a charter of Tirel de Maneriis also giving the church to Southwark, it was, no 
doubt, really a confirmation. Nigel obtained Banstead with his wife Mabel whose parentage is unknown 
(CP, 2nd ed. ix. 372). He was the son of Roger de Mowbray by Alice de Gant, widow of Ilbert de Lacy 
who died in 1141; he could not therefore have been born before 1142. He was present at the Council 
at Clarendon in Jan. 1164, but his marriage, and consequently the confirmation to Southwark, can hardly 
have been much earlier. Henry de Blois, bishop of Winchester, to whom this notification is addressed 
died on 9 Aug. 1171.

The brothers whose agreement is here confirmed were members of the family afterwards known as Bohun 
of Midhurst. Humphrey de Bohun, contemporary with the Conqueror, had among his children two sons, 
Richard and Humphrey, who both left issue. Humphrey was the ancestor in the male line of the Bohun 
earls of Hereford. Richard, known as Richard de Meri, in 1092 gave his little son Humphrey to be a monk 
at Marmoutier, of which the priory of Bohon was a cell (CDF, No. 1213); to this notification is added 
a later clause containing a confirmation by Lucy, Richard’s wife, and his sons Robert, Henry, and 
Humphrey and their daughter Hawise. Richard must therefore have married twice, Lucy being his 
second wife. Humphrey was the monk and the two elder sons must have died without issue, for in the 
middle of the 12th century Enjuger de Bohun, another son of Richard, in a charter in favour of the family 
priory of St. George at Bohon, mentions his father Richard de Meri (ibid., No. 1215). Enjuger married 
Adelise, also mentioned in his charter to Bohon priory. She was a daughter of Stephen count of Aumale 
(ibid. 971). In 1172 Enjuger was holding 7 fees in the Cotentin (RB 627), and continuous entries in the 
Pipe Rolls show that he held Bloxham, Oxon., from 1158 to 1175 when he appears to have died. His 
brother Alexander (ibid. 669) predeceased him. It seems probable that they were sons of the second 
marriage. On Enjuger’s death the male issue of Richard de Meri became extinct. 

The lands of Enjuger passed through a sister, daughter of Richard de Meri, to a different family. In 
a charter which cannot be later than 1108 (CDF, No. 669) Savaric, son of Ralf de Beaumont vicomte 
of Le Mans and his wife Cana, together with his wife Muriel granted the church of Easebourne, Suss., 
to the abbey of St. Martin at Séez; it is witnessed by their sons Ralf and Savaric. By a charter which 
cannot be earlier than 1141 Savaric fitzCana, as he is usually called, and Muriel his wife gave the churches 
of Marden and Racton, Suss., to Lewes priory (Suss. Rec. Soc. xl. 79). The charter mentions their sons 
Ralf, Savaric, and Geldwin, whose identity with the brothers of the present charter is certain. A charter 
of Richard I of the year 1190 (Cal. Pat. Rolls, 1358-62, 534) shows that on Enjuger’s death Bohon and 
his Norman lands passed to Savaric son of Savaric fitzCana as his heir. His heirship can only have come 
through his mother Muriel, Enjuger’s sister. Savaric son of Savaric fitzCana in his turn died without 
issue and the Norman lands passed to his nephew Franco son of the Geldwin of the present charter, to 
whom they as well as the English lands were confirmed by Richard I’s charter mentioned above. The 
Norman lands were lost in 1205, but by the possession of Bohon Franco had become Franco de Bohun, 
and as the Bohuns of Midhurst his descendants are known to history. 

All the places mentioned in the charter are in Sussex. Since Savaric was his brother Ralf’s heir, it was 
only necessary to deal in this confirmation with the lands which were being diverted from the ordinary 
course of devolution and were going to Geldwin. Savaric’s title of heir meant that he needed no confirma- 
tion for the lands he retained. There is no information about Savaric’s lands, but in 1166 he held 3 knights’ 
fees of the earl of Arundel (RB 201). Geldwin’s share was a large one, and the case may be compared 
with the agreement made a few years later in the court of the earl of Derby, by which the succession of 
two members of the Shirley family was reversed (Stenton, English Feudalism, 51). Geldwin married a lady, 
Estrangia, whose origin and kinship with the emperor are discussed by Mr. A. L. Poole (Essays... presented 
to R. Lane Poole, 264-8). Their son Savaric, archdeacon of Northampton and later bishop of Bath, 
played an important part in international diplomacy. 
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The date of the present charter can be narrowly fixed. Thomas Becket was chancellor from the begin- 
ning of the reign until 1162, but the king left England in Aug. 1158 and did not return until 1163. On the 
Pipe Roll of 3 Henry II (p. 80), ie. at Michaelmas 1157, Savaric and Geldwin each owe 100 marks pro 


terra sua. No such entry appears on the previous roll, so that it may be inferred that Ralf did not die 
before 1156.

Richard earl of Cornwall was elected king of the Romans on 13 Jan. 1257 and crowned at Aachen on 
17 May. When he went to Germany in 1257 he left Fulk Basset, bishop of London, and his brother 
Philip Basset in charge of his English affairs. Philip Basset inherited Wycombe, Bucks., when Fulk Basset 
died in 1259. This made him the most important of Richard’s tenants in the honor of Wallingford. 
Philip played a prominent part in the politics of his day, being justiciar 1261-3; for his life see DNB. 
The indiction date in this document is erroneous; the sixth indiction was 1263. The indiction was used 
in dating imperial documents, but an English clerk might easily fall into error.

The donor, who held Conington of his brother’s honor of Huntingdon, was an illegitimate son of Simon 
de Senlis II, earl of Northampton; see BH RS ix. 181. In the cartulary of St. Andrew’s priory, Northampton 
(Cott. MS. Vesp. E xvii, f. 9), is a charter of Earl Simon III giving to the priory the church of Whissen- 
dine, Rut., on the day of the burial of his son Simon. Since Whissendine was a member of the honor of 
Huntingdon the death must have been after Earl Simon obtained the honor in 1174. The present charter 
must be earlier than the death in 1184 of Earl Simon, since he confirmed the gift (Won. v. 212).

Lilford was-a member of the honor of Huntingdon, and the date of this charter therefore falls between 
1174 when Earl Simon obtained the honor and his death in 1184, but since it is witnessed by Simon the 
earl’s son who predeceased him (see No. 438) it appears to be earlier than 1184. Both before and after 
the period 1174-84 the family of Olifard were holding Lilford (HKF ii. 354-5). Since they were adherents 
of the Scottish kings (Round, Feudal England, 223) the then Olifard tenant may have been disseised when 
William the Lion was deprived of the honor in 1174. The elaborate provisions for an exchange in case 
the donor should be unable to warrant the gift are probably due to the existence of a possible Olifard 
claimant.

The original charter of Ursel de Crasmesnil together with one of his son Luke confirming it are at Belvoir 
and are printed in full in Hist. MSS. Com., Rutland Report, iv. 98-9: the original of this charter is not 
mentioned in the report as now at Belvoir; it is, however, entered in the cartulary (ibid. 133) together 
with the two Crasmesnil charters, which are followed by charters of William, chamberlain of Tancarville, 
and his son Ralf confirming the gift as overlords. This tenure under Tancarville shows the family to 
have come from St-Vincent-Craménil about 44 miles west of Tancarville, Seine-Infér., an identification 
which is supported by the fact that in the reign of Henry I a Walter de Crasmesnil gave a rent in England 
to the Tancarville foundation of St. Georges de Boscherville (CDF, No. 197). The occurrence of Robert 
de Gant as chancellor fixes the date between his appointment, probably in 1140, and the death of the 
king; see notes to Nos. 110 and 424 above.

The original charter of Ralf d’Aubigny is at Belvoir and is printed in full in Rutland Report, iv. 100; its 
limits of date are 1174-82, since in a charter confirming it (ibid. 113) Richard archbishop of Canterbury 
states that the gift was made in his presence and the archbishop’s charter is witnessed by Waleran arch- 
deacon of Bayeux who became bishop of Rochester in 1182. Ralf the donor was a brother of William 
d’Aubigny II of Belvoir (ibid. 99), who died in 1166. The present charter is therefore more probably 
one of William d’Aubigny III than of William IV. It is impossible to determine its date with any precision, 
but on the whole the circumstances point to the late 12th century rather than the early 13th.

The grantor was son and heir of Hawise countess of Aumale by her second husband William de Forz: 
he succeeded his mother in 1214 and died 29 Mar. 1241. The hand suggests a date very early in the 
century and it seems safe to assume that the monks would obtain this confirmation soon after the grantor’s 
accession to the lands; it is significant that two earlier confirmations by Hawise and her first husband 
William de Mandeville are within two years of her succession and marriage. The formula of address 
to all the grantor’s men, French and English, comes oddly after the loss of Normandy. Used as it is in 
Hawise’s charter of 1212-14 also, it seems probable that the clerks who wrote these confirmations based 
them on the charter issued by William count of Aumale at Easter 1181 (Rutland Report, iv.

Nicholas de Cantilupe made complicated arrangements, of which this document is one stage, to disinherit 
his son William in favour of that son’s children, Nicholas and William. The writers of this letter were 
feoffees to uses. In the event the two grandchildren predeceased their father and left no heirs. Nicholas 
died at Avignon in 1370-1 and William was murdered in 1375. Their father at length inherited part of 
the family possessions. See CP iii. 113 et seq., and Some Sessions of the Peace in Lincolnshire, LRS, 30. 
Ixv et seq. The editor of the latter volume gives an interesting account of the murder.

Drake supposed the archbishop here addressed to have been Gerard, but Farrer rightly regards him as 
Geoffrey, illegitimate son of Henry II, archbishop 1191-1212. Geoffrey left England in 1207 as a protest 
against excessive taxation and never returned. Drake describes this document as ‘amongst the records 
of the city on Ouse-bridge’, and it is now in the BM. In 1641 it was in Sir William Savill’s possession, 
perhaps because he was on the Council of the North which sat at York. Farrer (loc. cit.) has collected 
what information can be found about Ralf Nuvel. He belonged to a York family, possibly the same 
family which in Henry I’s reign produced Ralf Nuvel bishop of the Orkneys.

In 1202 before the judges at Lincoln an inquest was held to find out whether the patronage of Thornholme 
priory belonged to the king or John Malherbe. The jurors recorded that King Stephen founded the priory 
and Henry II gave Appleby (of the honor of Peverel of Dover), in which the priory is, to William Long- 
sword his brother, who gave it to John Malherbe, ‘so that there were two priors there through John 
Malherbe’. The jurors recited William Longsword’s charter, which, they said, was confirmed by Henry II 
(Earliest Lincolnshire Assize Rolls, LRS xxii. 6). In 1202 and in 1208 the prior’s name was Walter (VCH 
Lincs. ti. 168). John Malherbe is returned as holding the soke of Appleby as late as 1212 (Fees, 190), 
but the hand of the document suggests a date in the late 12th century.

Eaglesfield was part of the liberty of Cockermouth in Cumberland, inherited by Alice de Rumilly as part 
of her share in the lands divided between the three daughters of her mother, Alice de Rumilly, and William 
son of Duncan II, king of Scotland.

Henry of Blois was bishop of Winchester 1129-71 and legate 1 Mar. 1139-Sept. 1143. yy he is not styled 
legate it cannot have been made during his legation. Henry the bishop’s chancellor witnessed a charter 
for St. Denis, Southampton, dated 1151 (BM Facsimiles, No. 32). It seems probable that this charter 
was made about the middle of the century also. Michelmersh is near Mottisfont and was given to the 
priory by its founder, William Briwerre (Mon. vi. 481). Walkelin appears to be the predecessor in title 
of William Briwerre at Michelmersh. This charter therefore carries the recorded history of the Briwerre 
family in Hants to the middle of the 12th century; see note to No. 473 below. The witness William 
Briwerre was probably the grandfather of John’s minister.

Hulle is now lost, but may be represented by Hall Place in Michelmersh, since in No. 473 a fishpond 
in Hulle is said to be next Braishfield, which is about a mile from Hall Place. The donor is Robert 
de Mandeville, who recovered the honor of Marshwood, Dors., in 1206 (Rot. Lit. Pat. i. 61b). An 
account of the family is given in the fine recorded in the Pipe Roll of 10 John (p. 113, n. 8), by which 
Robert finally secured the honor. The Mandevilles of Marshwood and the Mandevilles of Erlstoke, Wilts., 
descended from brothers, Geoffrey and Roger, who came to England from the Cotentin with Richard 
de Reviers, ancestor of the earls of Devon. These Mandevilles have no connexion with the family of the 
earls of Essex. The present letter cannot be earlier than 1212, when Robert was holding 60 solidatae of 
land in Hulle (Fees, 75).

This charter is subsequent to her brother’s death in 1233 and the 
partition of his lands (Fees, 395). She was dead in 1237, when on her son-in-law’s death his son Patrick 
proffered £500 for livery of the lands which descended to him from his father and his grandmother 
Margery Briwerre (HKF, loc. cit.).

Nothing is known of the donor. John de Briwes acted as a judge in 1209 (Hunter, Fines, i. Ixvi). He and 
his wife Margery were parties to a suit touching land in Surrey in 1204 (Cur. Reg. Rolls, iii. 101). He was 
dead in 1229, when the king took the homage of his son and heir (Excerpta e Rot. Fin. i. 184). Nether-

Ralf Gernun was son of Osbert de Gladefen and brother of Roger Gernun and Oliver de Gladefen 
(Bracton’s Note Book, No. 564). In 1202 William Briwerre offered 500 marks for the marriage of Hugh 
de Morville’s daughter with her inheritance for his son Richard or, failing him, for his nephew Ralf Gernon 
(PR 4 John, 256). It seems that a sister of William’s must have married Osbert de Gladefen. William 
gave Lavington (c. 1215) to Roger Gernun in marriage (Note Book, No. 1687). William Briwerre, bishop 
of Exeter, must have belonged to the family; probably he was another nephew of William. In 1208 William 
Briwerre, clerk, nepos of William Briwerre, was presented to the church of Braunton in the Exeter diocese 
(Rot. Lit. Pat. i. 86 b). Hugh Wake was son of Baldwin Wake by Isabel daughter of William Briwerre 
the elder. She was ultimately coheir of her brother William the younger. William the elder cannot have 
been dead when this charter was made, for his soul’s health is not mentioned. He died in 1226. The 
bishop was consecrated on 21 Apr. 1224. Ralf Gernun is still so young that he has not acquired his 
full seal.

For William Briwerre see DNB and No. 466. According to a charter of King John (Rot. Chart. i. 39) 
his grandfather William held land in Hampshire and the forestership of the forest of Bere in the time 
of Henry I, and his great-grandfather in that of the Conqueror. He founded the priory of Mottisfont 
before 1204, when King John by charter confirmed the earlier benefactions (Mon. vi, pt. i. 483). William 
of Shorwell became deputy sheriff at Michaelmas 1217 and his successor occurs at Christmas 1223. 
Another charter of William Briwerre (Mon. vi, pt. i. 481, No. iii) is contemporaneous, having the same 
witnesses. He married Beatrix de Valle (Oliver, Monasticon Exoniense, 173) and died in 1226.

Hugh derived his name from Coulonces, dép. Calvados, near Vire. His ancestor Richard de Coulonces 
died in 1125 leaving a large family, of whom Hugh, the eldest, succeeded him (Orderic, ed. le Prévost, 
iii. 17). Thomas, probably Hugh’s son, witnesses charters of Henry II circa 1170 and 1172 (Delisle, 
Recueil des actes de Henri IT, i. 446, 580). Between 1185 and 1189 Henry II confirmed the grant of 
Thomas de Coulonces and Hugh his son of the church of St. Jean-des-Baisants, dép. Manche, near 
Torigny, to the abbey of St. Lé (ibid. ii. 366). Hugh the son must be the present grantor. He witnessed 
a charter of Richard I at Montrichard in 1190 and in 1197 was one of those who swore to observe the 
treaty between Richard and the count of Flanders (Landon, Itin. 35, 118). He adhered to Philip II in 
1205, and at Rouen on 13 Nov. was one of the Norman barons who certified the rights which the kings 
of England had against the Norman clergy (CDF, No. 1318). His land at Stebbing, Ess., was forfeited 
(Fees, 615). He figures in the registers of Philip II as holding 2 fees in the bailiwick of Vire, one of them 
at Vaudry dép. Calv. (Rec. des hist. de France, xxiii. 707). His younger brother Thomas held of him 
4 fees which owed service to the castle of Torigny (ibid. 61 1). Hugh’s gift of Cadbury was confirmed by 
John in a charter dated at Woodstock 23 Oct. 1204 (Mon. vi. 483).

The grantor was the son of John Talbot, created earl of Shrewsbury in 1442, by Maud daughter of Thomas 
Neville by Joan daughter and heir of William de Furnival lord Furnival (CP, 2nd ed. v. 589-92). The 
grantee became a baron of the exchequer in 1425-6, second baron in 1435, and chief baron in 1436; he 
ceased to hold office in 1448 and died in 1461 (Foss, Judges of England). For Great Munden, otherwise 
Munden Furnival, see VCH Herts. iii. 125. In 1285 Gerard de Furnival enfeoffed John de Kirkeby, 
bishop of Ely, of the manor and advowson, from whom it ultimately came to Thomas Hayward; on his 
death in or shortly before 1447 it was sold to John Fray. The present transaction thus regulated the terms 
of an existing subtenancy from Furnival and since it did not create a new tenancy it did not infringe the 
provisions of the statute Quia Emptores.

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On 5 Dec. 1384 a commission of oyer et terminer was issued on the complaint of John duke of Lancaster 
that certain persons named, not the present feoffees, had ejected him from land in Fillingham, Lincs., 
belonging to him until the majority of William son and heir of William Fraunk, knight (Cal. Pat. Rolls, 
Ric. IT, ii. 507); William the father was living in 1381 (ibid. 88). This suggests that the present William 
had only lately come of age in 1383. In 1424 there is mention of a tenement in Louth belonging to William 
Fraunk, knight (Cal. Close Rolls, Hen. VI, i. 184). In 1431 Walter Tailboys and others held land in 
Somercotes, Saltfleetby, Louth, Ashby, and Clee of the feoffment of William Fraunk, knight (FA iii. 353, 
354, 361), which seems to identify the lands here in question.

It will be noted that this elaborate settlement is entirely for the benefit of the Clifford family; if Elena 
outlived Robert and had issue by a second husband she and her children would take nothing, although 
she had no issue by Robert. Robert de Clifford, the son of Robert lord of Ellingham, was already dead 
at the date of this charter, and his son Robert, the husband of Elena, died without issue in his grand- 
father’s lifetime. On the death of Robert in 1339, therefore, the remainder to John de Clifford took effect. 
He murdered John de Coupland, a warden of the Marches, whereupon his lands were confiscated and 
given in 1366 to Joan de Coupland, the widow of his victim: see Northumberland County History, ii. 243.

Robert Constable, son of Marmaduke (see No. 488 n.) by his will dated 29 Nov. 1400, proved 8 Jan. 1401, 
appointed his son Marmaduke executor (Testamenta Ebor., Surtees Soc. i. 264); this must be the Marma- 
duke of the present instrument, who in his will dated 29 June 1404, proved 5 Aug. 1404 (ibid. i. 337), 
mentioned his father Robert and his sons Robert and John. In'the pedigree in Dugdale’s Visitation of 
Yorkshire (ed. J. W. Clay, ii. 288) a William Constable of Flamborough figures as son of the first Marma- 
duke and father of the first Robert, but this additional generation presents grave chronological difficulties 
and is not supported by the wills. A later Robert Constable of Flamborough died 23 May 1488 (Cal. 
Ing. p.m. Hen. VII, i, No. 366) seised of the manors of Scremby and Wainfleet, Lincs. ; the issue of Thomas 
Cumberworth and Katherine and also that of Robert Cumberworth failed, and the ultimate remainder to 
the right heirs of Robert Cumberworth took effect.

(Dugdale, Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 333). Anthony died seised thereof leaving a son William ‘then 31 years

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of age, father of Anthony the present possessor therof’ (Dugdale, loc. cit.). Thomas de la Hethe occurs 
as a tenant of the earl of Warwick at Claverdon in 1221-2 (Rolls of the Justices in eyre, Selden Soc. lix, 
case 406). Mice have destroyed the name of the village where the gift lay. A Peter de Neville held 4 bovates 
of the crown by serjeanty in Leics. in 1251-2 (Fees, 1282). He may be the same Peter who married Alice 
daughter and coheir of William de Curli of Budbrooke, Warw. Peter’s son Theobald de Neville, together 
with John de Hastang, son of Alice’s sister and coheir, held one fee in Budbrooke of William de Odding- 
sells in 1295 (Dugdale, Warwickshire, 462-3). This agrees very well with the hand of the charter, which 
suggests a date in the middle of the 13th century.

On BM Add. Roll. 31577 is a copy of the king’s grant, but not of Sir John Pelham’s. As Henry IV’s grant 
was issued under the seal of the duchy of Lancaster it is not enrolled on the Patent Roll. On 15 July 1396 
Roger Ewent or Newent was constable of Pevensey castle (Cal. Pat. Rolls, 14) but a charter dated 29 Dec. 
1398 is witnessed by John Pelham as constable of Pevensey (Add. Chart. 30717). He must have been 
appointed between these dates by John of Gaunt, Henry IV’s father and predecessor as duke of Lancaster. 
For the Pelhams see Sussex Arch. Coll. \xix. 53-70, an article by L. F. Salzman, ‘The Early Heraldry of 
Pelham’, and Some Early Pelhams, by the Hon. Mrs. Arthur Pelham and D. McLean. A pedigree is given 
in the latter work. The Sir John of this deed died 1429 and was succeeded by his son John who married 
Joan de Courcy and made the will printed below, No. 498. He was succeeded by his son, another John, 
who left four daughters.

The copy in BS is extremely defective, more than a third of the document being omitted, and in these 
circumstances it has been thought sufficient to print the original without noting the omissions and variants 
in BS. The will seems of sufficient interest to justify reproduction in extenso, the more so as it seems to 
throw some light on the provincial draftsmanship of this period. In this connexion attention may be drawn 
to the fact that the original draftsman used the colloquial term ‘heirs male’, a limitation strictly speaking 
unknown to English law; a subsequent corrector started to alter this to the proper term, ‘heirs male of 
his body lawfully begotten’, but he tired of the work and left the later occurrences of ‘heirs male’ un- 
corrected: the result is a very slipshod instrument. For a discussion of the limitation to ‘heirs male’ see 
CP, 2nd ed. vii, App. E. Professor Plucknett comments that ‘Pelham has made a “‘last will”. To make 
it in triplicate is not so usual as to make three separate wills in favour of the three beneficiaries. Each 
would need a copy as part of his title to the lands.’

Charter of John abbot of Combe, Warw., and the convent of the same granting and binding themselves 
to Guy le Breton and his heirs to make a daily chantry at the altar of St. Edmund the archbishop in the 
church of Combe for the souls of William le Breton, father of the said Guy, and of Avice his wife and their 
ancestors by one particular monk deputed thereto. The abbot and convent shall present two monks to 
Guy and his heirs of whom they shall accept one to serve the said chantry during his whole life; and when 
it shall happen that the monk so chosen is prevented from serving by ill health or other good cause, 
another monk of the house shall be assigned to serve the chantry until the first monk be recovered or 
shall cease to hold office. When the monk so chosen shall die the abbot and convent shall present two 
others of whom Guy and his heirs shall accept one, and so on in perpetuity. On each presentation there 
shall be made an indented schedule between the abbot and convent and Guy and his heirs with the names 
of those presented, the one accepted, and the form of presentation. For the performance of all this the 
abbot and convent submit (obligamus) themselves and their successors as also their grange under the wood 
called ‘Wodegrange’ and their grange of Binley, Warw. (Bilneye) to the distraint and coercion of Guy 
and his heirs until any defect there may be in the said chantry or in presentation be amended to the 
reasonable satisfaction of Guy and his heirs.

Richard de Freville’s land in Wolston passed to his sisters Agatha and Sibyl, who in 1242-3 held one 
fee there of John fitzAlan (Fees, 950). Agatha married first Hamo Lestrange, who died about midsummer 
1202 (PR 4 John, 41), and secondly Geoffrey de Turville. At Westminster 20 Jan. 1200 a final concord 
was made between Agatha Lestrange and the abbot of Combe by which the latter recognized that the 
mill was the right of Agatha, who thereupon granted it to him (Feet of Fines, 247/3/52). The present 
charter was probably made soon after the fine. For the descent of Wolston from Richard de Freville

For the early history of the Arden family see note to No. 46. There were three generations, all named 
William, who in succession held land in Radbourn. The first of them was party to a final concord in 1194, 
entered in the Combe Cartulary (Cott. Vitellius A 1, 121 v.) with other charters of which this is one, all 
apparently issued by the same William. He may have been a younger son of Thomas of Arden, for a 
charter of the second William speaks of the ‘consent of Thomas of Arden my lord’ (ibid. 121). Robert 
Balraven was party to a final concord in 1206 (Feet of Fines, 247/7/16). John of Ladbrooke occurs between 
1 John and 25 Henry III (Dugdale, Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 232). In the eyre roll of 1221-2 (Rolls of 
Justices in Eyre . . ., Selden Soc. lix) several of the witnesses appear; John of Ladbrooke (cases 385, 528, 
&c.), Robert Balraven (case 922), Henry Boscher (case 445), and William of Southam (cases 356, 571). 
The hand of the charter suits a date early in the 13th century.

The donor’s father Nicholas le Breton held a quarter of a fee in Long Itchington in 1235-6 (Fees, 509): 
Dugdale (Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 241-2) cites a letter of John de Pinkeny to William le Breton ordering 
him as tenant of land in Long Itchington to attorn to Hugh de Oddingseles: the Guy le Breton of No. 499 
was William’s son. According to Dugdale (op. cit. 25) William de Chetwode was the son of the Robert 
de Chetwode of No. 501. These facts point to a date in the latter half of the 13th century. Pypemill must 
be the same as the mill of Pirte, since presumably the marriage portion of Agnes was derived from Wolston.

At some time before 1153 William Giffard the elder gave to Bordesley abbey the land of ‘Suhanger’ in 
Langley, Warw., now represented by Songar Grange; it had been held by William son of Hunger, who 
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surrendered it to William for the purpose of this gift. Charters 507, 508, 510, 512, and 513 deal with this 
land, and it will be observed that except 510, which is the latest, they are entered in BS in their reverse 
chronological order, 513, the original gift, being the last. The donor was ‘a younger son of the family 
of Giffard of Fonthill, of which an account is given by General Wrottesley in Staffordshire Collections 
(W. Salt Soc.), N.s. v. 9-13. The following pedigree illustrates the charters here printed.

William Giffard is a frequent witness to charters of Ro ger earl of Warwick, but he must have held Songar 
of Geoffrey of Glympton, who confirms the gift to Bordesley (No. 508). Songar doubtless formed part 
of the 17 fees held of the earl of Warwick by Geoffrey (RB 325). Another charter of William Giffard the 
elder made in the time of Earl William of Warwick (1153-85) states that Songar had been given him by 
Earl Roger (Bromley Davenport Coll., Hist. MSS. Com., 10th Rep., App. vi. 98). The names of the 
witnesses suggest that the charter was made some years after William became earl of Warwick. By it 
William confirmed the gift stating that Songar had been given him by Earl Roger; he stated that his con- 
firmation was conditional on Richard of Dassett and Gilbert his son and William son of Hunger, who 
claim the land by hereditary right, releasing it to the Church for ever. By another charter of the same 
collection Andrew Giffard confirms the land to Bordesley for the souls of his uncle William, the donor, 
and of his own brother William (ibid. 101). Robert Giffard must have been the elder brother of William, 
for he was in possession of Fonthill in 1176 (PR 22 Hen. II, 176), while at the same time William appears 
to have been involved in litigation touching land in Dasset with Gilbert de Unestonescote (ibid. 183, 184). 
This Gilbert is doubtless the Gilbert son of Richard of Dassett of William Giffard the elder’s second 
charter mentioned above. William the elder’s rights in Songar appear to have passed to William, the 
younger brother. The youngest brother, Andrew, was the ultimate heir of both. The present charter is 
not earlier than 1153, when William Giffard the elder was still living and not later than 1159, when William 
Cumin of Snitterfield was dead (see No. 509). The Dassett which the Giffards held was Avon Dassett 
(Dugdale, Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 380). Presumably the William Giffard who witnesses No. 5O1 is 
William Giffard the younger.

The donor’s uncle, William Cumin of Snitterfield, was still living in 1156 (PR 2 Hen. IJ, 45, 59), but was 
dead before 1159, when the donor was pardoned 2 marks of scutage (PR 5 Hen. IJ, 26). The grantor 
died in or not long before 1166, for in the Pipe Roll of that year the sheriff of Gloucestershire paid 40 shil- 
lings to John Cumin for a debt due to Walter Cumin and in the record of a sum remitted to Walter Cumin 
Walter is struck out and John substituted (PR 12 Hen. IT, 78-9; see also No. 177 above). There is still 
a Comyns Farm in Snitterfield (EPNS Warwickshire, 224). M

The date of place, Apud Diuisas, is absent from BS facsimile. On the other hand, it occurs in Birch’s 
copy from the original. Moreover, Dodsworth (MSS., vol. xc, f. 158 v.) inserted it in his copy from BS, 
and it also figures in the Mon. copy which would have been supplied by Dodsworth. The evidence for 
its existence is therefore overwhelming. In the facsimile the writing completely fills the right-hand bottom 
corner of the charter and the top of the turn-up of the fold comes immediately below the last line. The 
probable explanation is that the date of place was at the beginning of the next line and was hidden by 
the fold. Dodsworth doubtless saw the original charter. The point is of substance since the date of 
time depends on that of place, and has been so calculated by Mr. White whose conclusions are here 
adopted.

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The real founder was Waleran count of Meulan, who started the abbey and supplied the original endow- 
ment; he apparently transferred his founder’s right of patronage to the empress, but there is no reason 
to believe that she ever gave a penny piece. Curiously enough, a similar case occurs in Normandy where 
Waleran founded the abbey of La Valasse, for which there exists a charter of date 1154-9 of the empress 
as foundress which follows closely the present one and indeed must have been modelled upon it (Somménil, 
Chronicon Valassense, 94). The last witness, Robert de Formoville, was a tenant of Count Waleran in 
Normandy and witnessed many of his charters.

Nos. 515 and 517 appear to be contemporaneous, for the witness list is very nearly the same in each 
charter. In 1086 the constable of Chester was William fitzNigel, founder of Runcorn priory, which was. 
later moved to Norton. He probably died in or before 1130, since the king had made fine on behalf of his 
son and successor, another William, with the earl of Chester, and William the younger paid an instalment 
of the debt (PR 31 Hen. I, 88). William the younger died without issue leaving two sisters as coheirs, this 
Agnes and Maud wife of Albert Grelley. Agnes must have been the elder, since the office of constable 
passed through her. She married first Eustace fitzJohn as his second wife. He was killed in Wales in 1157

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(DNB). She married secondly Robert fitzCount, the grantor of No. 517. Both her husbands were suc- 
cessively constable of Chester iure uxoris. William the younger must have died or been succeeded as 
constable by Eustace not later than the beginning of 1139, for a charter of King Stephen witnessed by 
Roger bishop of Salisbury confirms to Bridlington priory the church of Flamborough given by William 
fitzNigel and confirmed by Eustace (EYC ii, No. 1144). Eustace left a son Richard fitzEustace, who, by 
Aubreye de Lisours, left a son John the constable, the grantor of No. 519. There is no evidence for the state- 
ment that Richard fitzEustace succeeded his father as constable of Chester.’ On the contrary, the wording 
of the present charter suggests that he was dead, in which case he did not survive his stepfather, Robert 
fitzCount, who when this charter was made was constable of Chester (No. 517). From Robert fitzCount 
the office passed to John, son of Richard fitzEustace. John occurs as constable on the Pipe Roll of 1166 
(PR 12 Hen. II, 51). By that date it may be presumed that Robert fitzCount was dead. The witness, Roger 
son of the constable, or of William the constable, as in No. 517, must be an illegitimate son, presumably 
of William the younger. 

The priory of Watton was founded by Eustace fitzJohn (Mon. vi. 955), whose gifts were confirmed by 
William de Vescy, his son and heir by his first wife (EYC ii. 1110). Watton was held of the Fossard fee 
and Hilderthorpe of the Gant fee. The tenure of Loddington is not clear; probably it was held of the 
earl of Chester de constabulatu (see No. 519); in 1242-3 it was held by Richard le Baud of the heir of 
John de Lacy, earl of Lincoln and constable (Fees, 935). These charters supply the date and occasion 
of the entrance of the Baud family into Northamptonshire. 

A most curious feature of these charters is the occurrence in both of an apparent reference to a ‘little 
council’. In the charter of Agnes to Hurley priory printed in Madox, Formulare (No. ccccxv) the phrase 
paruo consilio appears again, this time apparently attached adjectivally to the name of one of the witnesses. 
Collation with the original document at Westminster (W.A.M. 3565) shows that Madox’s reading is 
correct. Nevertheless, the phrase cannot be dismissed as a nickname. In the Hurley charter the words 
follow the name Robert. In the two charters here being considered the description follows the name of 
Richard of Chester. Moreover, in neither No. 515 nor in No. 517 can the words be adjectival. In each 
case they are preceded by et. It is also worth noting that in No. 515 the phrase et petit consilii comes at 
the end of the witness list and apparently is a contemporary addition. The et is the tironian sign, whereas 
throughout the charter the ampersand is employed. The words seem an afterthou ght, added half in French 
and half in Latin. The conclusion, in fact, seems unavoidable that a small council, probably of household 
officers, must lie behind the phrase. The reference to the lord’s secret discussion of his affairs with his 
council in the Byland abbey foundation document led the author of English Feudalism to the conclusion 
that in 1140 a baronial council existed in the Mowbray fee (p. 73 and n.). These charters suggest that 
twenty years later a similar institution existed in the fee of the constable of Chester.

The family of Constable of Flamborough and Holme to which this charter and Nos. 522-5 relate was 
an offshoot of the constables of Chester (see note to No. 515). Two charters of Gilbert de Gant, earl of 
Lincoln, for Bridlington priory, of which the limits of date are 1147-56, are witnessed by a Robert son 
of the constable (EYC ii, Nos. 1157, 1219), and his identity is disclosed by Earl Gilbert’s foundation 
charter for Rufford abbey, c. 1148, witnessed by ‘Roberto filio Willelmi constabularii Cestrie’ (on. 
v. 518). As William fitzNigel, constable of Chester, had given the church of Flamborough to Bridlington 
priory (EYC ii. 440) and the arms of Constable of Flamborough appear to have been a variant of those 
of the constables of Chester! (Trans. East Riding Ant. Soc. xii, 8), it seems permissible to identify this 
Robert as the ancestor of Constable of Flamborough. Chronologically he is hardly likely to have been son 
of William fitzNigel, a Domesday tenant, but more probably of his son William; if so, he was illegitimate, 
since the heirs of William son of William were his sisters. There is no trace of a constableship of Flam- 
borough, and the name seems to be a surname inherited from the constables of Chester. The early pedigree 
of the family is obscure, and it is not clear that the Robert of the present charter is identical with the Robert 
of 1148; if, as is probable, the grantor of No. 522, whose sister was married after their father’s death, was 
his son, there were probably two Roberts, father and son. In a charter which appears to be rather later 
than the present grant Robert and his son William demised common of pasture in Holme upon Spalding 
Moor to Ormsby abbey (Gilbertine Charters, LRS, xviii.

Farrer in his head-note describes the grantor as ‘son of the constable of the earl of Chester’, and extends 
constabul’ as constabularii. The order of the words in the Latin makes such a rendering impossible and 
there can be no doubt that the true extension is ‘constabularius’. Robert was apparently the illegitimate 
son of an earl of Chester, probably of either Ranulf I or Ranulf II, though Richard (d. 1120) is a possible 
father. On the death of Eustace fitzJohn Agnes’s marriage would belong to the earl and would offer an 
opportunity of providing for an irregular member of the family.

It is evident, as Farrer points out, that the attestation Rogero constabulario Cestrie must be a scribal error 
for Rogero filio constabularii Cestrie.

Although this charter and No. 521 were in the possession of the Constables of Flamborough in the 
17th century, the grantor was a Constable of Halsham, an entirely different family which held Fraisthorpe 
of the count of Aumale (Poulson, Seignory of Holderness, ii. 224 et seq.). In his head-note Farrer has 
by a slip attributed it to a Constable of Flamborough. The fact that these charters are entered in the

grantor, senex et plenus dierum, went on crusade in 1189 (Chron. de Melsa, RS i. 220), and Roger of 
Howden (iii. 89) records the death at the siege of Acre in 1190 of ‘Robertus Constabularius senescallus 
comitis Willelmi de Mandavilla’, and a charter of Robert Constable of Halsham for Meaux abbey in 1188 
made in the presence of Earl William (EYC iii, No. 1364) identifies him with the steward. Robert’s brother, 
William, was living at the time of this gift but died before him, for Robert was succeeded by his nephew, 
William’s son, Robert (Chron. de Melsa, loc. cit.). In the Bridlington cartulary (ed. Lancaster, 195-201) 
are a series of grants by the Alost family to the priory of land in Fraisthorpe; these show that both Thomas 
and Ralf left issue and that the cross-remainders in these two charters did not take effect.. A charter of 
Robert Constable the nephew (ibid. 201) confirms to the priory all the gifts of Thomas de Alost his patruus; 
Gilbert de Alost must therefore have married the mother of Robert Constable the grantor, and Thomas 
and Ralf must have been his brothers of the half-blood. The witness William of Ottringham was dapifer of 
the count of Aumale; he died before 1194 (EYC iii. 81). By a fine at Westminster on 16 Oct. 1182 Thomas 
de Alost quitclaimed to Bridlington priory a carucate in Fraisthorpe (ibid. ii, No. 1220); since the present 
charter seems to be a restoration consequent on Gilbert’s death of the Alost holding in Fraisthorpe it 
is presumably earlier than this fine. Both charters are very closely written; the witness list in particular 
is crowded. The clerk has contrived to include the names but only by violent contractions. Stephen 
de Merfi’ is extended as ‘Merston’ by Farrer, but it is impossible to read the facsimile in BS in any way 
but Merfl’, a good form for Marfleet.

Nos. 526 and 527 cannot as they stand be accepted as genuine. Each is open to serious objections. No. 526 
purports to be a charter of Earl William of Warwick (1153-84). A set of detailed boundaries is common 
in the middle of the 13th century but highly unusual in the 12th century. The long clause beginning ‘in 
feedings and pastures’, too, is of very dubious validity; a 12th-century clerk could hardly have envisaged 
the unfortunate phrases ‘in fields and hedges, in ways, in paths, in boundaries and in moors, in hedges 
and in ditches, in waters, in pools, in marshes, in courts, in villeinages’. A 12th-century clerk would 
have found no difficulty in spelling ‘infangenetheof’, but he would have been surprised had his employer 
insisted on warranty and sealing clauses couched in the stereotyped phrases of the next century. No. 527 
professes to be a charter of Earl William’s successor, Earl Waleran (1185-1204). It makes the grantor 
*quitclaim’ the office to his cook, a very curious phrase. Even in Earl Waleran’s day warranty and sealing 
clauses were by no means of the common form of charters. The man who drafted No. 527 endeavoured 
to give it a genuine appearance by cutting not merely the usual one strip, but two strips at the bottom of 
the document and putting the seal on them. It would be more natural for a charter of Earl Waleran to 
have used a tag for the seal. Nevertheless, behind these two highly suspicious documents there probably 
lies a genuine grant. The opening phrases of each document have a ring of authenticity about them. It 
is fortunate that a genuine charter of Rannulf II, earl of Chester (1 129-53), survives to set out the words 
by which a great magnate gave to his cook the office of his father and the land that went with it (Stenton, 
English Feudalism, 104). A charter of this sort probably lies behind the forgeries here printed. The reason 
for and the time of the forgeries can only be guessed. It may be conjectured that a double incentive 
moved the drafter, a need to define the common rights of the lord of Woodloes and a desire to enjoy the 
protection of warranty and sealing clauses. Woodloes is now part of Warwick; and even in the 13th century 
a growing borough, in which an important castle stood, may have threatened the lord’s privileges. With 
regard to the warranty and sealing clauses comparison may be made with plate xxxi in Facsimiles of Early 
Charters from Northamptonshire Collections (NRS iv). One of the charters there portrayed is a genuine 
grant of 1180-9 with no warranty clause. The other is apparently a version of the same charter ‘improved’ 
by the inclusion of a clause of warranty. Dugdale (Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 339) quotes this charter 
“ex ipso autog. penes R. B. gen.’, accepting it as genuine. He does not refer to No. 527.

The grantor of this charter was described as Peter son of William up to 1123, but on the Pipe Roll of 1130 
he is called Peter of Studley and thereafter is styled thus or as Peter Corbezun. For his family see note 
to No. 153, a much later charter issued by him. The donor’s father, William son of Corbucion, held

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Wolverton in chief when Domesday Book was compiled. The description of the grantor as P. son of 
William, the primitive writing and spelling of the charter, and the simplicity of its phrases all suggest 
a very early date. The precise annual value put at this early date on a fraction of a knight’s service is 
remarkable. Noteworthy also is the precise statement that the land is to be held hereditarily ‘because 
he has become my man therefor’. The witness list with its precise gradation of precedence, the three 
priests, the two masters who are not priests and so are of lesser dignity, the clerk, and then the laymen 
confirms the early date of the document. Dugdale (Warwickshire, 1765 ed. 467) quotes this charter 
ex autog. penes .. .

The grantor was a trusted official of Henry II. Much information respecting him will be found in P. Meyer, 
LT’ Histoire de Guillaume le Maréchal, iii. 98 n. The latest limit of date is 1178, when Richard du Hommet, 
who was Bertram’s foster-father (Mon. v. 662), became a monk (Delisle, Robert de Torigni, ii. 93 n.). The 
earlier limit is suggested by Nicholas who does not occur as a royal chaplain before about 1166. A charter 
of Richard du Hommet dated 1170 is witnessed by Bertram de Verdun, Gerold de Normanville, and 
Walter the Breton (ibid. iv. 261). The wording of the charter suggests that Bertram surrendered the land 
to his overlord Henry of Arden who regranted it to Walter. The efficient draftsmanship bespeaks the 
royal clerk. The charter has very much the appearance of a contemporary royal charter.
